British  Columbia  is  the  latest  to  want  the  formula  on  the 
label  (p.  391). 

The  Medicinal  Alcohol  Question  has  been  before  the 
Canadian  House  of  Commons  (p.  391). 

The  Falling-Clause  in  contracts  for  chemicals  is  considered 
by  Mr.  Ian  Wink  to  be  elusive  (p.  427). 

Mr.  F.  C.  Mathew  has  been  elected  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Cape  Colony.    His  portrait  is  on  p.  393. 

In  an  article  on  p.  416  we  give  a  table  of  the  leading  imports 
of  drugs,  chemicals,  etc.,  during  1906  as  compared  with  1905. 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  have 
arranged  to  oppose  extension  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  (p.  408). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  last  London  evening  meeting 
of  the  session  was  held  this  week.  A  brief  reference  to  it  is 
made  on  p.  414. 

Some  useful  hints  are  given  on  p.  415  as  to  collecting  out- 
standing accounts.  Specimen  reminders  are  given  suitable 
for  sending  to  bad  payers. 

The  growing  importance  of  the  spectacle-fitting  trade  is 
indicated  by  the  arrangements  nrovided  by  Raphael's  in  the 
new  premises  described  on  p.  400. 

Some  instructive  notes  are  given  on  recent  advances  in  the 
photographic  art.  These  are  written  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  photographic-chemist  (p.  422). 

An  Assistant's  qualification  is  needed  by  chemists  in  Great 
Britain  as  much  as  in  Ireland.  Mr.  Harcombe  Cuff  sets  forth 
arguments  for  this  in  a  letter  on  p.  428. 

The  Import  and  Export  Trade  of  February  showed  a 
falling-off  compared  with  February  1907,  and  in  other  respects 
(described  on  p.  411)  it  showed  special  features.

William  Thomson,  chemist,  Nottingham,  has  been  sentenced 
to  seven  years'  penal  servitude  for  the  crime  of  arson  and  his 
assistants  who  fired  the  shop  to  shorter  terms  (p.  397). 

The  Causes  which  have  led  to  the  present  low  price  of 
cocaine  are  outlined  in  an  article  on  p.  412,  where  also  the 
regulations  enforced  in  India  restricting  the  sale  of  the  drug 
are  discussed. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Bill  has  not  yet  been  intro- 
duced into  Parliament  (p.  410).  "  Xrayser  "  on  p.  409  and 
Mr.  James  Reid  and  others  (pp.  427-8J  warn  chemists  that  they 
will  not  be  benefited  by  the  Bill,  but  rather  the  reverse. 

Notable  Names  occur  in  our  obituary  columns — e.g.,  Mr.  C. 
Goddard  Clarke,  M.P.  for  Peckham  ;  Mr.  Henry  R.  Gray,  of 
Montreal;  Dr.  H.  C.  Sorby,  F.R.S.,  of  Sheffield,  and  Mr. 
Robert  Betson  Warrick.  Biographical  notes  are  printed  on 
pp.  398  and  399. 

The  destruction  by  fire  of  the  premises  of  Messrs.  John 
Gosnell  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  perfume-manufacturers,  Blackfriars 
Road,  is  this  week's  London  sensation.  The  extent  of  the 
damage  is  indicated  by  the  picture  on  p.  396.  Business  has 
been  resumed  in  new  premises. 

The  more  important  price-changes  in  the  markets  include 
reductions  in  English  and  German  refined  camphor,  citrio 
acid,  strychnine,  shellac,  and  Norwegian  cod-liver  oil.  A 
good  business  has  been  done  in  cocaine  at  the  decline.  Am- 
monia sulphate  is  higher,  and  cinchona  at  auction  realised 
fully  previous  rates  (p.  423). 

The  House  of  Commons  has  agreed  to  the  suggestion  of  the 
House  of  Lords  that  a  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  should 
consider  the  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  (p.  407). 
We  again  urge  on  chemists  the  pressing  necessity  to  have  their 
interests  in  this  matter  safeguarded  (p.  410),  and  several  corre- 
spondents write  to  the  same  effect  (p.  428). 

The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  at  our  suggestion  de- 
cided not  to  regard  the  following  titles  of  well-known  medi- 
cines as  setting  up  a  claim  to  proprietary  right :  Stokes's 
Expectorant  Mixture,  Stokes's  Mixture,  Stokes's  Liniment, 
Stokes's  Chest  Liniment,  and  Stokes's  Rheumatic  Liniment.

This  section  first  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of 
May  15,  1868,  when  it  was  "  decided  to  offer  every  month  a 
standard  Scientific  Book,  or  something  equally  appropriate, 
as  a  Prize  to  be  competed  for  by  assiduous  students."  The 
"  Corner "  was  conducted  in  the  first  instance  by  Mr.  J. 
Cargill  Brough,  F.C.S.,  then  for  over  thirty  years  by  Mr. 
Richard  Moss.  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  of  Dublin,  one  of  the  first 

Crizemen,  and  latterly  by  Dr.  Leonard  Dobbin,  of  Edin- 
urgh,  who  also  as  a  student  was  a  first  prizeman. 
For  many  years  two  book  prizes  (value  10s.  bd.  and  5s.) 
have  been  awarded  every  month,  besides  three  prizes  (value 
two  guineas,  one  guinea,  and  half  a  guinea),  with  parchment 
certificates  to  those  who  have  secured  most  marks  in  the  six 
competitions  comprising  the  Winter  Tournament.  All 
students  of  chemistry  and  pharmacy  are  eligible  to  compete, 
and  may  enbir  for  the  monthly  prizes  at  any  time. 

The  exercises  are  usually  in  the  qualitative  analysis  of  a 
mixture  of  two  or  three  salts,  samples  of  which  are  sent  to 
students  wh<  apply  for  them  on  a  date  generally  published  in 
the  third  issue  of  the  month.  The  reports  by  Dr.  Dobbin  are 
published  in  the  last  issue  of  the  month.

Brevities. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on 
March  10,  Mr.  Arthur  Edward  Lane  was  appointed  as  assis- 
tant in  the  Chemical  and  Gas-testing  Department  at  a  salary 
of  200/'.  a  year. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on 
March  10,  Sir  John  McDougall  was  elected  to  serve  on 
the  Asylums,  Finance,  Main  Drainage,  Rivers,  and  Small 
Holdings  Committee. 

In  the  course  of  an  inquest  at  the  City  Coroner's  Court 
on  March  6,  a  registered  chemist  told  Dr.  Waldo  that  for 
the  past  twelve  months  he  had  been  employed  in  making 
beds  at  a  Salvation  Army  shelter.  He  had,  he  said,  passed 
all  his  examinations. 

Three  men — Bailey,  Keane,  and  Baker — were  found 
guilty,  at  the  Old  Bailey  on  March  6,  of  breaking  and 
entering  the  premises  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  High  Street,  Ilford, 
and  of  stealing  200/.  worth  of  property,  mainly  silver  goods. 
Bailey  and  Keane  were  sentenced  to  five  years'  penal  servi- 
tude each  and  Baker  to  eighteen  months'  hard  labour. 
Official  Scientific  Investigations. 

The  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board  has 
authorised  for  the  current  year  the  following  researches, 
in  addition  to  those  already  announced  (C.  &  D.  iy07, 
ii. ,  458),  under  the  grant  voted  by  Parliament  in  aid  of 
scientific  investigations  concerning  the  causes  and  processes 
of  disease  : 

1.  Further  studies  by  Drs.  Andrewes  and  Horder  as  to 
methods  of  inhibiting  in  the  animal  body  the  activities  of 
infection  by  certain  cocci. 

2.  A  study  of  the  various  forms  of  pneumonia,  especially 
in  children,  by  Mr.  Foulerton.  F.R.C.S. 

3.  A  study  of  acid-fast  bacilli  in  butter,  by  Dr.  Nabarro. 

4.  An  investigation  of  the  injurious  gases  evolved  during 
artificial  illumination,  by  Dr.  J.  Wade,  D.Sc. 

Fires. 

A  slight  fire  took  place  on  March  5  at  the  premises  of 
Mr.  C.  D.  Fidgett,  in  High  Street,  Leeds,  when  a  quantity 
of  stock  was  destroyed  and  the  roof  was  also  damaged. 

A  fire  occurred  on  March  6  at  the  premises  of  Needhams, 
Ltd.,  chemists,  Buxton  Road,  Huddersfield.  The  fire 
broke  out  over  the  shop,  and  much  damage  was  done, 
principally  by  water. 

An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  on  March  4  on  the  premises 
of  Mr.  Joseph  Flemons,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  at  High 


Street  North,  Dunstable,  extensive  damage  being  done. 
The  cause  of  the  fire  is  not  known. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  the  premises  of  Mr.  J.  A 
Pegg,  chemist  and  druggist,  Mansfield,  on  March  7,  as 
the  result  of  which  oil-stores  at  the  rear  of  the  shop  were 
destroyed.  The  whole  of  the  stock  of  turpentine,  varnish, 
and  oils  was  destroyed,  but  one  drum  of  methylated  spirit' 
which  had  been  apparently  in  the  thick  of  the  flames,  re- 
mained intact,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  collar 
had  been  melted  off. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  London  Fire 
Brigade,  issued  on  March  7,  shows  that  the  number  of  fires 
which  occurred  on  chemists'  premises  in  the  metropolis 
during  1907  was  21.  The  causes  assigned  were  :  Boiling- 
over  tar,  2;  boiling-over  wax,  2;  explosion  of  chemicals,  2; 
hot  ashes,  3 ;  light  thrown  down,  2 ;  light  thrown  from 
street,  2;  overheating  of  gas-stove,  1 ;  portable  gas-stove,  2; 
spontaneous  ignition,  1;  unknown,  4.  One  fire  occurred  at 
the  premises  of  a  manufacturing  chemist,  cause  unknown; 
one  at  a  druggist's,  caused  by  a  light  thrown  down;  two  at 
opticians'  premises,  one  unknown  and  one  due  to  a  light 
thrown  down ;  and  one  at  a  perfumer's,  cause  unknown. 
Chemists'  Lie  ences. 

An  application  at  Yeovil  on  March  3,  by  the  Timothy 
White  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  an  off  wine-licence  was  refused. 

At  Mansfield  on  March  6  an  off  wine-licence  was  granted 
to  Mr.  A.  R.  Jesson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Mansfield, 
Woodhouse. 

The  Bournemouth  Licensing  Justices  have  granted  an 
off' wine-licence  to  Mr.  A.  E.  Lodder,  chemist  and  druggist, 
67  Seabourne  Road,  Bournemouth. 

At  Northampton  adjourned  Licensing  Sessions  on 
March  5,  the  off  wine-licence  recently  granted  to  Mr.  J.  H. 
Blunt,  chemist  and  druggist,  4  Abington  Street,  North- 
ampton, was  confirmed. 

An  off  wine-licence  has  been  granted — "  provided  the 
applicant  undertook  to  sell  only  medicated  wines" — to  Mr. 
Thomas  Grouse  Milburn,  of  Milburns,  Ltd.,  215  High  Street 
West,  Sunderland.  The  application  was  opposed  on  behalf 
of  Taylor's  Drug-stores,  Ltd.,  on  the  ground  that  it  was 
unnecessary. 

At  Tynemouth  adjourned  Sessions  on  March  6,  the  Chair- 
man, in  announcing  that  the  wine  licence  held  by  Mr.  T.  S. 
Stonier,  chemist  and  druggist,  would  be  renewed,  said  that 
the  Bench  expected  that  Mr.  Stonier  would  in  future 
observe  the  conditions  upon  which  the  licence  was  granted, 
viz.,  that  it  should  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  a 
chemist's  business. 

At  the  adjourned  annual  licensing  meeting  for  the 
borough  of  Tenby,  Mr.  Alfred  Livesey,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, of  the  Tenby  Drug-stores,  applied  for  an  off-licence 
for  the  sale  of  wines,  the  applicant  stating  that  his  object 
was  to  be  able  to  sell  medicated  wines,  for  which  he  had 
a  large  demand,  especially  in  the  summer,  from  visitors. 
Mr.  G.  Lorn  Stokes,  Tenby,  opposed  on  behalf  of  four 
licence-holders  in  Tenby,  and  the  Bench,  by  a  majority, 
refused  the  application. 

At  the  Licensing  Sessions  at  Tottenham  on  March  5, 
Stephen  Bately,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  High  Road,  Tot- 
tenham, was  granted  an  off  wine-licence.  The  ap- 
plication was  opposed  by  Miss  Phillips,  a  well- 
known  local  Temperance  advocate.  It  was  stated' 
that  Mr.  Bately  often  had  requests  for  medicated 
wines,  and  his  application  was  supported  by  a  number  of 
medical  men.  It  was  argued  that  it  was  better  that  wine 
such  as  "  Wincarnis  "  should  be  obtainable  at  a  chemist's 
shop  rather  than  at  a  wine-dealer's.  The  applicant  was 
quite  willing  that  there  should  be  an  endorsement  on  the 
licence  that  only  this  class  of  wine  should  be  sold,  but  the 
Magistrates  did  not  impose  any  restrictions. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Horrell  has  presented  his  entire  collection  of 
sphagna,  or  bog  mosses,  to  the  Birmingham  University 
botanical  department,  which  is  presided  over  by  Professor 
W.  Hillhouse. 

Chemists  who  sell  seeds  and  give  advice  to  gardeners 
would  be  interested  in  an  article  on  "Soil  Nitrates"  m 
the  "  Birmingham  Post  "  of  March  9,  where  a  risumi  of 
the  whole  question  is  given. 
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Messrs.  Thomas  Merry  &  Co.,  of  Suffolk  Street,  Bir- 
mingham, have  purchased  the  varnish  business  of  Messrs. 
Read  Bros.,  of  Wolverhampton,  which  they  are  removing 
to  their  Birmingham  works. 

According  to  Dr.  W.  T.  Elliott,  a  local  dentist,  and 
formerly  a  chemist  and  druggist,  83  per  cent,  of  the 
children  of  England  have  defective  teeth.  This  he  said 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Child  Study  Society  on  March  4. 

A1  strong  committee  has  been  formed  in  Birmingham, 
mainly  composed  of  University  men,  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  financial  recompense  to  Dr.  Hall  Edwards,  the 
radiographer,  whose  hand  was  amputated  some  time  ago. 
The ;  movement  is  strongly  supported  in  a  letter  to  the 
"Birmingham  ZSIail  ' '  by  Mr.  Percy  Tymms,  chemist  and 
druggist,  of  Birchfields,  Handsworth,  who  was  a  dispenser 
in  the  Imperial  Yeomanry  Hospital  at  Deelfontein  during 
the  Boer  War,  where  he  worked  under  Dr.  Hall  Edwards. 
Ethyl-Chloride  in  Dentistry. 

At  Blackburn  on  March  6,  the  deputy-coroner  (Mr.  Hasle- 
wood)  held  a  prolonged  inquiry  into  the  circumstances  of 
the  death  of  Mrs.  Emma  Sharpies.  The  evidence  showed 
that  Mrs.  Sharpies  went  to  Mr.  Baxter  Crabtree,  an  un- 
registered dentist,  and  had  four  or  five  teeth  extracted 
under  an  anaesthetic.  She  went  a  second  time  to  have  other 
teeth  removed,  but  she  died  under  the  anaesthetic,  which 
Crabtree,  in  his  evidence,  said  was  ethyl-chloride.  Dr. 
Watson,  who  made  a  post-mortem.,  said  death  was  due  to 
heart-failure  from  the  ethyl-chloride,  which  he  considered 
dangerous.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  accidental 
death. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

Councillor  A.  Russell  Fox  has  been  appointed  Chairman 
of  the  Cleansing  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee. 

The  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemists'  Society  seem 
to  have  struck  an  unfortunate  streak  in  the  arrangements 
for  their  meetings,  that  fixed  for  Wednesday  of  this  week 
having  had  to  be  abandoned  owing  to  Professor  W.  Palmer 
Wynne  being  unable,  for  the  third  time,  to  read  a  paper  on 
*'  Scheele." 

Labelling  Disinfectants. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Milton-next-Sittingbourne  Urban 
District  Council  on  March  4,  tenders  were  being  considered 
for  the  supply  of  Jeyes'  fluid,  when  a  member  asked  the 
difference  between  No.  1  and  No.  2.  It  was  stated  that 
in  No.  1  there  was  a  certain  percentage  of  carbolic  acid, 
while  No.  2  contained  no  carbolic  acid,  so  that  it  could 
fee  sold  by  a  grocer.  The  Council  had  used  No.  2  fluid 
because  of  the  danger  from  poison  when  children  were  sent 
for  free  disinfectants.  The  medical  officer  said  the  bottles 
in  which  the  fluid  was  supplied  ought  to  be  labelled 
"  poison,"  and  the  Council  ought  to  buy  the  most  effective 
disinfectant,  and  one  which  contained  carbolic  acid.  The 
Council  decided  that  in  future  the  bottles  containing  dis- 
infectants should  be  labelled  "  poison." 

The  Chemist  and  the  Coroner. 
At  the  Manchester  City  Coroner's  Court  on  March  9, 
an  inquest  was  held  on  a  child  in  a  poor  neighbourhood, 
which  died  from  pneumonia.  A  powder,  it  appears,  had 
been  supplied  to  the  mother  of  the  child  by  Mr.  Carl,  Stret- 
ford  Road,  who,  in  reply  to  the  Coroner,  said  the  mother  did 
not  specify  what  kind  of  powder  she  wanted.  She  said  the 
■child  was  sick,  and  he  gave  her  a  powder  of  soda  and 
rhubarb.  The  Coroner  pointed  out  that  sickness  some- 
times meant  something  very  serious,  to  which  witness 
agreed,  adding,  "  I  don't  usurp  the  powers  of  the  doctor 
at  all,  and  whenever  I  hear  of  anything  serious  I  imme- 
diately advise  a  doctor."— "  But  how  can  you  be  likely  to 
judge  whether  it  is  serious  or  not?  "  said  the  Coroner  (Mr. 
•Gibson). — "  Sometimes  the  customer  goes  into  details." — 
The  Coroner  thereupon  put  forward  the  usual  plea  that  if 
the  chemist  had  not  given  the  powder  a  doctor  would  "  in  all 
probability  "  have  been  seen,  and  the  child  might  have 
been  saved. — "But,"  replied  the  chemist,  "a  customer 
comes  and  says  she  wants  a  powder,  as  the  child's  stomach 
is  upset.  If  she  does  not  get  served  she  would  think  m3 
churlish  and  goes  somewhere  else,  and  is  served.  I  have 
never  tried  to  deprive  people  of  medical  advice.  I  have 
argued  many  times  with  the  public  that  they  ought  to  get 
'proper  advice." — The  Coroner  agreed  that  the  chemist 


was  strictly  within  his  rights.  He  did  not  consider  there 
had  been  a  breach  of  duty  in  any  way,  adding,  "  I  want  to 
point  out  that  you  must  be  exceedingly  careful." 

Embezzlement  Charge. 
At  the  South-Western  Police  Court  on  March  5,  George 
!  Paterson  (27)  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  em- 
bezzling the  money  of  his  employer,  Mr.  G.  F.  H.  Bartlett, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Battersea  Park  Road,  S.W.

Personal. 

Mr.  Samuel  R.  Hunter,  of  Holywood,  Belfast,  has  been 
appointed  representative  and  business  agent  for  Dun's  Cap- 
sules in  Ireland. 

The  Veterinary  Amendment  Bill. 

This  proposed  amendment  (C.  &  D.,  February  22,  p.  298, 
and  February  29,  p.  332)  finds  little  favour  in  Ireland 
(writes  a  Dublin  pharmacist).  I  understand  that  about 
90  per  cent,  of  the  rank  and  file  of  veterinarians  are  very 
strongly  against  it,  and  Ireland  is  almost  unanimous  in 
opposition.  "  Taxation  without  representation  "  is  their 
complaint  against  the  Council.  Ireland,  they  say,  has 
virtually  no  voice  in  the  matter,  the  Irish  representatives 
being  in  such  a  small  minority  on  the  Council.  An  Irish 
vet.  told  me  that  there  was  a  certainty  that  at  least  one 
of  the  Irish  M.P.s  would  block  the  Bill. 

Medi  cine-contracts . 

Mr.  Roden  Johnston,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  has  again 
secured  the  contract  for  the  supply  of  medicines  and  ap- 
pliances to  Down  District  Lunatic  Asylum. 

Three  tenders  for  the  supply  of  drugs  to  the  Wexford 
Union  were  on  March  7  considered  by  the  local  Guardians. 
Two  were  from  Dublin  firms,  and  the  third  came  from 
Liverpool.  The  discounts  ranged  from  30  to  37f  per  cent. 
The  lowest  Irish  tender,  that  from  Messrs.  Clarke  &  Co., 
Dublin,  was  accepted. 

The  Belfast  Guardians  considered  the  contracts  on 
March  10,  when  Messrs.  Ben.  Clarke,  Donegall  Street, 
offered  46^  abatement  on  medicines  and  36^  on  appliances. 
Messrs.  Sumner,  Liverpool,  offered  38  per  cent,  on  ap- 
pliances, but  the  Guardians,  on  the  ground  of  convenience, 
resolved  to  give  Messrs.  Clarke  the  appliances  in  addition 
to  the  medicines. 

The  rebate  on  the  Edenberry  drug  and  medical  appliances 
contracts  for  the  last  half-year  has  been  disallowed  by  the 
Local  Government  Board,  the  contracts  not  having  been 
entered  into  in  accordance  with  the  Local  Government 
Board  regulations.  It  appears  from  the  discussion  that  the 
Guardians  opened  only  the  tenders  that  were  endorsed 
"  From  Irish  Firms,"  and  destroyed  the  others  unopened. 

At  the  Monaghan  Board  on  March  9  a  letter  was  read 
from  the  Local  Government  Board  drawing  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  Guardians'  advertisement  for  tenders 
stated  that  only  those  from  Irish  firms  would  be  con- 
sidered. The  Local  Government  Board  pointed  out  that 
unless  the  competition  for  the  contracts  is  thrown  open  the 
Board  would  be  precluded  from  recouping  from  the  public 
funds  any  proportion  of  the  expenditure  incurred  in  respect 
of  such  restricted  contracts. 
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Medicine-contracts  for  the  ensuing  year  are  now  being 
given  out  by  the  Poor-law  boards,  and  in  the  north  the  home 
contractors  have  been  very  successful  with  their  tenders. 
The  Clogher  Board  of  Guardians  has  decided  to  give  pre- 
ference to  Irish  articles.  Messrs  John  Clarke  &  Co.,  of 
Belfast,  have  obtained  the  Colerane  contracts  and  also  those 
from  Dundalk.  At  the  latter  place  the  abatement  is 
37f  per  cent,  on  medical  and  surgical  appliances  and 
34£  per  cent,  on  medicines. 

The  Tipperary  Guardians  on  March  7  declined  to  open 
the  tender  for  drugs  and  medicines  put  in  by  Messrs. 
Sumner  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool,  on  the  ground  that  the  firm  is 
an  English  one  and  that  only  Irish  houses  were  asked  to 
tender.  Last  year  the  firm's  tender  was  opened,  with  the 
result  that  the  Local  Government  Board  compelled  the 
Guardians  to  give  the  contract  to  Messrs.  Sumner  as  being 
the  lowest.  Messrs.  Clarke  &  Co.,  Dublin,  were  appointed 
contractors.

The  Traders'  Combination. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Cardiff  Hairdressers'  Association 
last  week,  a  communication  was  submitted  from  the  Cardiff 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  suggesting  a  combination  of 
the  various  trade  organisations,  and  detailing  the  objects 
!   in    view.    The    Chairman    (Mr.    Dyer)    expressed  his 
approval  of  such  a  scheme,  which  he  urged  would  be 
advantageous  to  all  classes  of  traders.

Laboratory  Explosion. — M.  Blanc,  professor  of 
chemistry  at  Toulouse,  was  seriously  injured  a  few  days 
ago  by  an  explosion  while  he  was  engaged  on  some  chemistry 
experiments ;  his  sight  is  likely  to  be  permanently  affected. 

The  International  Exhibition  to  be  held  at  Nancy  in 
1909  (April-October)  includes  classes  for  photography, 
medical,  surgical,  and  scientific  instruments,  chemical  in- 
dustry, etc.    Nancy  is  an  important  industrial  and  educa- 

!  tional  centre,  and,  if  the  idea  is  well  taken  up,  the  Exhibition 
should  be  an  interesting  one.  All  communications  should

The  Pure  Food  Act. — French  pharmacists  who  sell  pro- 

i  ducts  used  to  produce  artificial  wines,  cognac,  and  cider 
are  warned  by  the  Association  General  of  the  risk  they  run 
under  the  recent  Adulteration  Act  by  continuing  this  prac- 
tice. Products  may  apparently  be  advertised  and  sold  for 
the  "preparation  of  artificial  beverages,"  but  if  they  are 
offered  to  produce  "wine,"  "cider,"  etc.,  the  infringe- 
ment of  the  pure  food  and  beverage  law  is  manifest.  In 
the  same  connection  the  Prefect  of  the  Loir  and  Cher  De- 
partment has  issued  a  circular  pointing  out  that  the  sale  of 
acid  powder  (usually  composed  of  borax  or  salicylic  acid) 
for  the  preservation  of  food  is  forbidden  by  the  law. 

A  Deficit. — The  Financial  Commission  of  the  General 
Association  of  French  Pharmacists  have  submitted  their 
1908  Budget  report  to  the  Administrative  Council.  This  is 
somewhat  unsatisfactory,  the  receipts  amounting  to  24,600 
francs  only,  while  the  expenditure  is  27,980  francs.  The 
only  item  which  seemo  susceptible  of  diminution  is  the 
6,000  francs  (240Z.)  for  travelling  expenses  of  councillors. 
The  Committee  propose  to  limit  the  Council  to  thirty  mem- 
bers instead  of  forty ;  each  councillor  would  thus  represent 
300  members.  This,  it  was  stated,  would  reduce  the  outlay 
on  travelling  by  one-third  and  practically  balance  the 
budget.  The  Council  agreed  to  the  proposal  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  a  modification  of  the  statutes  of  the  Associa- 
tion will  be  proposed. 

Photographs  in  Relief.— At  the  last  sitting  of  the  Paris 
Academy  of  Sciences  Professor  Lippmann,  who  is  well 
known  as  the  inventor  of  a  method  for  photographing  in 
colours,  announced  that  he  has  discovered  a  means  of  pro- 
ducing photographs  in  relief.  He  has  been  experimenting 
with  the  subject  for  two  years,  and  his  first  attempts, 
although  only  on  a  small  scale,  appear  most  promising.  The 
method  he  follows  is  to  cover  the  back  and  front  of  a 


sensitive  plate  with  a  film  of  collodion,  or  a  given  pigment, 
traced  by  an  infinite  number  of  crossed  lines,  forming  tiny 
cells,  which  are  produced  by  a  special  machine.  Each  of 
these  celis  receives  its  portion  of  the  negative  image,  which 
comes  more  or  less  into  relief  according  to  the  impression  it 
obtains.  The  professor's  experiments  are  not  yet  complete, 
but  he  appears  to  have  hope  of  opening  quite  a  new  field  to 
photography. 

Fraud  in  Drugs  and  Medicines. — The  Commission  of 
Public  Hygiene  here,  of  which  Dr.  Cazeneuve  is  the  re- 
porter, has  just  approved  the  text  of  a  short  Bill  for 
repressing  fraud  in  drugs  and  medicines,  which  it  is  ex- 
pected will  be  brought  before  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  to 
be  voted  on  in  a  few  days.  The  Bill  proposes  to  organise 
into  districts  the  inspection  of  pharmacies,  medicine  depots 
kept  by  doctors  or  veterinary  surgeons,  druggists'  ware- 
houses, and  the  premises  of  herbalists,  grocers,  and  pro- 
ducers of  mineral  waters.  Inspection  will  be  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Higher  Schools  of  Pharmacy,  or  faculties  of 
mixed  schools  of  pharmacy  and  medicine,  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Education  controlling  the  whole.  Inspec- 
tion will  take  place  at  least  once  a  year.  A  supplementary 
measure  is  devoted  to  sampling  of  drugs  en  route,  some- 
what akin  to  the  provision  in  the  latest  English  Food  and 
Drugs  Act. 


Canafcian  IRewe. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


English  Graduates  and  Others. — The  large  amount  of 
special  advertising  recently  given  to  Canada  in  England, 
together  with  the  existing  stringency  in  the  money  market, 
is  largely  responsible  for  the  number  of  inquiries  and  advent 
of  druggists  from  Great  Britain.  It  would  be  well  for  in- 
tending settlers  to  understand  that  unless  they  are  prepared 
to  pass  an  examination  before  the  several  boards  of 
examiners  in  Canada  according  to  the  Province  selected, 
they  cannot  open  a  drug-store.  British  Columbia,  by  the 
recently  amended  Pharmacy  Act,  can  only  accept  in  lieu  of 
examination  certificates  or  diplomas  from  associations  who- 
reciprocate  with  British  Columbia. 

Alcohol  in  the  House. — In  the  Dominion  House  of 
Commons,  at  Ottawa,  on  February  27,  Mr.  D.  W.  Bole,  of 
Winnipeg,  proposed  (1)  the  abolition  of  the  regulation  re- 
quiring two  years'  storage  of  alcohol  after  distillation,  (2)  the 
reduction  of  the  import  duty  on  alcohol  to  25c.  per  gal.  for 
manufacturing-purposes,  (3)  the  abolition  of  excise  on 
alcohol  for  manufacturing-purposes,  and  (4)  the  appointment 
of  a  commission  to  inquire  into  a  method  by  which  alcohol 
can  be  used  in  legitimate  scientific  and  industrial  operations, 
without  increasing  the  danger  of  its  use  as  a  potable  spirit. 
Mr.  H.  H.  Miller  urged  the  use  of  free  denatured  alcohol  for 
manufacturing  and  industrial  purposes.  The  Hon.  William 
Templeman,  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue,  could  not  agree 
with  Mr.  Boles'  proposal.  The  real  objection  was  that  many 
of  the  preparations  in  which  alcohol  was  an  ingredient  could 
be  redistilled  into  potable  form,  and  the  revenue  would 
consequently  suffer.  In  1868-9  permission  had  been  given  to 
pharmaceutical  manufacturers  to  use  alcohol  for  their  pur- 
poses free  of  excise,  but  the  many  frauds  and  loss  of  revenue 
which  resulted  had  led  to  a  change  in  the  regulations.  Now 
there  was  a  regulation  by  which  manufacturers  of  chloro- 
form and  other  preparations  in  the  manufacture  of  which 
the  alcohol  disappeared  and  could  not  be  recovered,  could 
secure  alcohol  for  an  excise  tax  of  only  15c.  per  gal.  Regard- 
ing denatured  alcohol,  Mr.  Templeman  expressed  the  view 
that  in  a  few  months  the  Government  would  be  able  to  sell 
this  spirit  at  50c.  per  gal.  He  did  not  see  how  the  price 
could  go  much  lower,  while  the  ethyl-alcohol  used  in  its 
production  remained  at  41c.  per  gal.,  its  present  price. 
Finally  Mr.  Bole,  in  accordance  with  a  suggestion  from  the 
Minister  of  Inland  Revenue,  modified  his  resolution  to  have 
the  inquiry  he  asked  by  the  Government  instead  of  by  a 
commission,  and  in  this  form  the  resolution  was  carried 
without  a  division. 

Formula  on  the  Label. — British  Columbia  legislators 
appear  determined  to  make  the  lot  of  the  proprietary  medi- 
cine man  as  undesirable  as  possible.  Although  the  attempt 
last  year  met  with  strenuous  opposition  from  the  entire 
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retail  drug-trade,  wholesalers,  and  manufacturers,  and  was 
finally  passed  over  as  a  measure  for  the  Dominion  House 
(Ottawa)  to  deal  with,  Mr.  Manson  introduced  a  Bill  on 
February  7  which  promises  to  be  unique  of  its  kind.  A 
proprietary  medicine  is  interpreted  in  the  Bill  as  follows  : 
"  Proprietary  medicine  "  in  this  Act  shall  mean  and  in- 
clude all  medicine  which  is  not  prepared  and  dispensed  by  a 
qualified  chemist  or  druggist  according  to  the  prescription 
of  a  registered  medical  practitioner  entitled  to  practise  as 
such  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  ;  and  the  word 
"  medicine  "  shall  mean  any  material  or  substance,  solid, 
liquid,  or  gaseous,  applied  to  the  living  animal  body,  ex- 
ternally or  internally,  for  the  prevention  and  cure  of 
disease. 

Those  in  the  drug-trade  who  have  taken  the  Bill  seriously 
enough  to  lobby  some  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
have  pointed  out  how  very  sweeping  is  this  definition  of  the 
term  "medicine,"  including  as  it  must  even  the  innocent 
hot-water  bottle,  for  is  not  that  "applied  to  the  living 
animal  body  for  the  prevention  and  cure  of  disease "  ? 
Section  3  deals  with  the  whole  trouble  pending  : 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  proprietary  medicine  unless 
there  shall  be  printed  in  English  on  a  label  on  the  bottle 
or  other  vessel  or  package  containing  the  same,  as  well  as 
on  the  outside  wrapper  if  enclosed  therein,  in  plain  type 
of  a  size  not  less  than  small  pica,  the  formula  or  prescrip- 
tion, showing  the  exact  name  and  quantity  of  each  in- 
gredient contained  in  said  medicine,  and  according  to  which 
the  same  is  prepared. 
Section  4  provides  for,  upon  summary  conviction,  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  offence;  "  and  in  the  case  of  any  duly 
qualified  chemist  or  druggist  being  convicted  twice  for  an 
offence  against  this  Act,  he  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  practise 
under  the  '  Pharmacy  Act,'  and  his  certificate  issued  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Association  shall  forthwith  be  cancelled." 
"Drastic"  is  no  word  for  it.    It  will  be  remembered  that 
the   Canadian    Pharmaceutical    Association,    which  was 
•organised  last  September  in  Toronto,  drafted  a  Bill  which 
it  was  thought  would  satisfy  the  manufacturers,  physicians, 
druggists,  and  public.    This  draft  Bill  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue,  and  will  no  doubt  have 
considerable  weight  with  him  in  preparing  a  Bill  which  is 
likely  to  be  brought  before  the  Dominion  Parliament  during 
the  present  Session.

Alleged  Substitution. — It  is  stated  that  a  case  will 
shortly  be  heard  dealing  with  the  substitution  for  dispens- 
ing-purposes of  an  imitation  of  a  well-known  pharmaceutical 
proprietary.  The  proprietors — a  linn  of  world-wide  renown 
in  the  drug-trade — state  that  they  intend  to  pursue  their 
case  to  the  uttermost. 

O.R.C.  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — At  the 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Council,  held  at  Bloemfontein  on 
February  14,  Dr.  Bateman,  of  Zastron,  was  found  guilty 
of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional 
respect.  The  offence  was  giving  orders  to  natives  to  obtain 
brandy  who  were  not  medically  requiring  it.  Four  cases 
were  proved  in  the  absence  of  the  accused,  who  did  not 
appear,  nor  was  he  represented  by  counsel.  Tho  finding  of 
the  Council  carries  with  it  the  practical  certainty  of  Dr. 
Bateman's  name  being  struck  off  the  register.  A  letter  was 
read  from  the  Natal  Pharmacy  Board  concerning  reciprocity 
of  certificates  for  chemists  and  druggists  throughout  South 
Africa,  and  this,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt,  was 
referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  O.R.C.  for 


their  opinion.  On  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  G.  Pratt- Yule  it 
was  decided  to  instruct  the  Secretary  to  write  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  South  African  Medical  Congress  and  inquire 
what  had  resulted  from  the  recommendation  to  that  effect 
made  at  the  last  Medical  Congress  in  Pretoria.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  O.R.C.  Government  will  be  prepared  to  open 
negotiations  with  the  other  Governments  of  South  Africa 
with  a  view  to  universal  reciprocity  throughout  the  sub- 
continent. Another  matter  discussed  was  the  issuing  of  a 
memorandum  to  all  persons  entitled  to  deal  in  poisons, 
setting  out  the  names  of  the  poisons  and  regulations  for 
storing  and  selling  them.  This  had  been  suggested  by  the 
Colonial  Secretary  some  time  ago  with  reference  to  general 
dealers  only,  but  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt  it  was 
decided  to  draw  up  a  similar  memorandum  for  chemists 
and  doctors  keeping  open  shop.  On  these  being  forwarded 
to  the  Colonial  Secretary,  he  approved  and  returned  them 
to  the  Council,  with  instructions  that  they  be  issued  as 
suggested.  The  Secretary  reported  that  the  date  of  the 
forthcoming  examination  for  chemists  and  druggists  had 
been  fixed  for  February  25  and  26.  Mr.  Dinwoodie,  who 
had  been  appointed  joint  examiner  with  Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt 
for  practical  pharmacy,  dispensing,  pharmacy,  and  materia 
medica,  wrote  that  he  would  not  be  able  to  act,  so  Mr.  John 
Main,  of  Petersen,  Ltd.,  was  appointed  as  examiner  in  his 
place. 

Cape  Colony. 

Embezzlement  Charge. — James  Collins  Fairbairn,  for- 
merly connected  with  the  Foster  McClellan  Co.,  Cape 
Town,  arrived  from  England  in  the  s.s.  Norman  on 
February  11,  and  was  taken  before  the  Magistrate  at  the 
First  Criminal  Court  on  a  charge  of  embezzlement.  The 
accused  was  remanded  for  a  week,  bail  in  two  sureties  of 
600/.  each  being  accepted. 

Personal. — Mr.  A.  Walsh,  general  manager  of  Messrs. 
Lennon,  Ltd.,  will  be  one  of  the  representatives  of  the 
Cape  Town  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  the  forthcoming 
Congress  of  South  African  Chambers  of  Commerce  to  be 
held  at  Port  Elizabeth.— Mr.  Will.  A.  Peairs,  of  the  Cham- 
berlain Meuicine  Co.,  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  U.S.A.,  was  in 
Cape  Town  when  the  las't  mail  left,  en  route,  for  Australia. 
Mr.  Chase  is  the  company's  resident  representative  in 
South  Africa. — Mr.  R.  R.  Martin,  of  Messrs.  Martin, 
Elgar  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Cape  Town,  is  (the  "  Eastern  Province 
Herald"  states)  "improving  in  health,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a  sojourn  in  the  fine  Cape  climate  will  completely 
restore  him  to  his  wonted  condition." 

An  Effect  of  the  Tariff. — At  a  meeting  of  the  creditors 
in  the  insolvent  estate  of  Herbert  Lovett  Sonlam,  chemist, 
Claremont,  held  at  Cape  Town  on  February  14,  the  sole 
trustee  reported  that  the  liabilities  amounted  to  802/.,  while 
the  assets  were  estimated  at  337/.  According  to  debtor's 
statement  he  purchased  the  Lansdowne  Dispensary,  Clare- 
mont, from  Mr.  F.  C.  W.  Thomas  in  1899  for  600/.,  the 
sum  of  100/.  being  payable  three  months  after  the  date  of 
purchase,  and  the  balance  in  instalments  of  50/.  every  six 
months.  These  payments  were  duly  met.  The  business  at 
first  prospered,  but  opposition  started  in  the  neighbourhood, 
family  sickness  caused  great  expense,  and  he  fell  into 
arrears.  Debtor  attributed  his  failure  to  depression  in 
trade,  heavy  increase  in  spirit-duty  under  the  new  Customs 
tariff,  which  materially  affected  his  profits,  and  having 
latterly  to  pay  cash  for  all  new  goods  purchased.  The 
report  was  adopted,  also  suggestions  made  by  the  trustee 
as  to  the  disposal  of  the  assets.  An  application  by  the 
debtor  for  leave  to  trade  in  his  own  name  was  held  over. 

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  CAPE 
COLONY. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  took  place  at  Cape 
Town  on  February  13,  the  President  (Mr.  J.  S.  North)  in  the 
chair.  Among  others  present  were  Dr.  Froembling  (Vice- 
President),  Mr.  F.  C.  Mathew  (of  Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew 
&  Co.),  Messrs.  J.  Austin  Thomas,  J.  Clayton  Smith,  T. 
James,  J.  Sowden,  A.  E.  A.  Tothill,  W.  Turnbull,  G.  R. 
Cleghorn,  and  the  Secretary.  The  Secretary  reported  that 
the  membership  was  sixty-eight,  and  that  the  bank  balance 
was  on  the  right  side,  though  small.  The  Benevolent  Fund 
showed  a  balance  of  10K.  10.s.  Qd.  The  President  said  that 
there  must  be  some  reason  why  the  Society  should  be  so  low 
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in  funds,  and  wondered  whether  it  was  due  to  the  business 
depression  or  the  usual  apathy  so  characteristic  of  the 
chemist  where  his  interests  were  concerned.  He  deplored 
the  small  attendances  at  the  meetings,  and  explained  that 
t>y  this  time  the  Society  should  have  its  own  offices  and  a 
meeting-place  where  its  business  could  be  conducted  more 
efficiently.  As  to  the  Customs  Tariff  Commission,  the 
matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Society  in  good 
time,  but  it  was  not  till  it  was  too  late  that  any  move  was 
made.  Mr.  North  considered  that  the  Society  should 
approach  the  Government  with  a  view  to  getting  recognition 
and  expression  of  opinion  invited  on  subjects  pertaining  to 
the  trade.  Had  they  been  consulted,  in  all  probability  the 
opium  regulations  would  have  been  different  that  day  from 
what  they  were.  At  present  chemists  could  be  fined  50CW. 
and  imprisoned  for  six  months  for  selling  paregoric,  and  he 
would  impress  this  point  on  his  successor  so  that  an  effort 
might  be  made  to  get  the  clause  altered.  Then  there  was 
the  General  Dealers  Act.  An  alteration  so  that  chemists 
paid  21.  per  year  for  a  dispensing  licence,  phis  51.  for  a 
general  dealer's  licence,  or  5/.  in  all,  should  be  tried  for; 
also  endeavours  made  to  get  spirit  free  of  Excise  for  manu- 
facturing-purposes. Concluding,  Mr.  North  thought  that  a 
pharmaceutical  Preliminary  examination  should  be  held 
three  or  four  times  annually,  and  that  candidates  should 
be  allowed  to  pass  this  in  the  place  of  the  School  Higher.  As 
it  was,  if  a  candidate  failed  the  School  Higher  he  had  to 
wait  another  year  before  presenting  himself.  Mr.  A.  E.  A. 
Tothill  asked  for  information  on  the  Transvaal  law,  and 
expressed  the  opinion  that  something  ought  to  be  done  to 
federate  South  Africa  pharmaceutical^.  The  election  of 
officers  for  the  ensuing  year  then  took  place,  Mr.  F.  C. 
Mathew  being  elected  President,  Dr.  Froembling  and  Mr. 
J.  S.  North  Vice-Presidents,  and  the  other  Councillors 
were  Messrs.  J.  Austfn  Thomas,  J.  Sowden,  G.  R.  Cleg- 
horn,  J.  Clayton  Smith,  D.  K.  Petersen,  A.  J.  Rivett, 
A.  E.  A.  Tothill,  and  W.  Turnbull,  with  Mr.  James 
Dell  as  Secretary. 

Mr.  Frank  Carlton  Mathew,  the  newly  elected  President, 
is  the  second  son  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Mathew,  Government 

nominee  on  the  Colonial 
Pharmacy  Board,  and  prin- 
cipal of  the  firm  of  Heynes, 
Mathew  &  Co.,  of  Cape 
Town,  and  elsewhere  in 
South  Africa.  Mr.  F.  C. 
Mathew  was  educated  at 
the  South  African  College, 
and  entered  the  firm  in 
1882,  passing  the  Pharmacy 
Board  examination  some 
nine  years  later.  While 
more  fully  occupied  with 
the  wholesale  department 
of  his  firm's  business,  yet 
he  has  always  shown  more 
than  ordinary  interest  in 
the  retail  trade  outside  his 
own  firm,  and  where  pos- 
sible he  has  given  the  re- 
tailer his  ready  support. 
When  elected  to  the  pre- 
sidency he  made  a  happy 
speech.  After  cautioning  the  many  retailers  present 
to  forget  that  he  was  a  wholesale  dealer,  he  threw 
out  the  hint  that  if  he  could  ever  be  of  service  to  them  in 
any  way  pertaining  to  the  protection  of  their  interests  they 
had  but  to  acquaint  him  of  the  fact.  Mr.  Frank  C.  Mathew 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape 
Colony  since  1896.  being  one  of  the  most  regular  attendants. 
He  frequently  represents  his  firm  at  the  deliberations  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Mr.  Mathew  has  paid  several 
visits  to  Great  Britain,  the  last  of  which  was  in  1904. 

Morphine  Deaths. — An  English  couple,  who  gave  the 
name  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arthur  Jones,  were  found  dead  in 

their  room  at  the  Hotel  Londres.  San  Remo,  on  March  10. 

Death  in  each  case  had  resulted  from  repeated  injections 
of  morphine.  On  the  table  were  a  loaded  revolver  and  a 
medicine-chest  containing  various  poisons,  while  several 
surgical  instruments  were  found  among  their  luggage.

Commonwealth. 

Mr.  Beale's  Report. — The  "Australasian  Medical 
Gazette  "  says  :  "  The  very  fact  that  Mr.  Beale  is  a  layman 
and  that  he  has  intentionally  refrained  from  seeking  assist- 
ance in  framing  his  report  from  medical  men,  gives  his 
report  all  the  greater  weight.  No  one  can  say  that  the 
report  is  the  outcome  of  '  jealousy  '  or  '  interested  motives  ' 
on  the  part  of  the  profession,  and  even  if  Mr.  Beale  has  not 
presented  his  report  in  the  refined  and  delicate  language 
which  some  would  think  necessary  for  such  a  public  docu- 
ment, the  main  end  has  been  secured  in  exposing  the  evil  and 
corruption  which  prevails  everywhere,  and  the  scandalous 
imposition  made  on  the  credulous  public  by  the  manufac- 
turers and  purveyors  of  many  of  the  secret  remedies  and 
quack  medicines."  We  wonder  what  this  medical  journal 
would  think  of  a  report,  say,  on  vaccination  by  an  anti- 
vaccinator. 

New  South  Wales. 

British  Certificates. — At  the  January  meeting  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South  Wales  Mr.  James  Stuart 
Sinclair,  chemist  and  druggist  (G.B.),  was  registered  under 
the  Pharmacy  Act.  Mr.  Thomas  Barrow  Birchell,  Sydney, 
chemist  and  druggist  (G.B.),  also  applied  for  a  poison 
licence,  but  the  application  was  deferred  for  the  production 
of  the  certificate  of  registration. 

As  Seen  by  Others. — Mr.  A.  E.  Durno,  of  Pitt  Street, 
Sydney,  who  recently  made  an  eight-months'  trip  through 
Egypt,  Europe,  and  North  America,  has  been  relating  som*? 
of  his  experiences  in  "The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Aus- 
tralasia."   This  is  what  he  says  about  London  pharmacy  : 
What  struck  me  most  in  London  was  the  enormous  prices 
obtained  for  sundries  in  the  West-end  pharmacies.    In  some 
districts  the  prices  are  higher  than  prevail  in  Sydney,  even 
after  we  have  paid  freight  and  duty.    The  same  thing  is 
also  noticeable  in  Paris.    I  was  also  struck  with  the  dingi- 
ness  of  some  of  the  old  historical  pharmacies  in  London. 
Some  of  the  "  patriots  "  owning  these  places  are  preserving 
the  historical  buildings  at  the  expense  of  custom.  Young- 
men  have  opened  in  opposition,  and  making  an  attractive 
show,  are  getting  much  of  the  "  old  patriot's  "  business. 

New  Zealand. 

Perfumery  for  the  Maoris. — The  "  New  Zealand 
Gazette  "  for  January  9  contains  an  order  prohibiting  the 
importation  into  the  Cook  and  Northern  Islands  of  Florida 
water,  eau  de  Cologne,  lavender  water  and  bay'  rum,  or 
any  colourable  imitation  thereof,  except  under  certain 
specified  conditions,  the  principal  of  which  are  that  per- 
mission must  be  obtained  to  import  such  perfumed  spirits, 
etc.,  from  the  collector  of  Customs  at  Rarotonga,  and  that 
they  may  only  enter  that  port  in  separate  packages 
addressed  to  the  importer  through  the  collector  of  Customs. 

Queensland. 

Opium  Prosecutions. — Two  Chinese  who  were  prose- 
cuted at  Rockhampton  on  January  18  for  being  illegally  in 
the  possession  of  opium  were  acquitted  because  the  prosecu- 
tion could  not  prove  that  they  were  not  wholesale  dealers  in 
drugs.  The  police  produced  the  medical  register  and  the 
pharmaceutical  register,  but  the  absence  of  the  defendants' 
names  from  these  registers  did  not  satisfy  the  magistrates. 

The  Pharmaceutical  List  for  1908  has  just  been 
published  by  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Queensland  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1884.    The  list  contains  the

names  of  219  chemists;  twenty-five  of  these  hold  the 
British  qualification  and  one  is  an  Irish  pharmaceutical 
chemist. 

Victoria. 

Addditions  to  the  Register. — The  names  of  Mr.  J.  W. 
Toplis  and  Mr.  G.  M.  I.  Cole,  who  are  registered  chemists 
of  Great  Britain,  were  added  to  the  Victorian  register  at  the 
December  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria. 

Poisons  Regulations. — Mr.  T.  E.  Cooper,  Fitzroy,  was 
charged  at  Bendigo  on  January  16,  under  the  Poisons  Act, 
with  delivering  a  liniment  containing  poison  in  a  bottle  not 
distinguishable  by  touch  from  an  ordinary  medicine-bottle. 
Mr.  Cooper  pleaded  guilty  to  a  technical  offence.  The 
bottle  containing  the  liniment  and  the  medicine-bottle  with 
which  it  seems  to  have  been  confused  were  produced  in  court. 
The  liniment  was  in  a  2-oz.  phial  labelled  with  the  word 
"  Poison."  The  medicine  was  in  a  6-oz.  square.  Mr. 
Rymer,  for  the  defence,  said  that  the  regulation  that  the 
bottle  must  be  distinguishable  by  touch  from  an  ordinary 
medicine-bottle  was  ambiguous.  He  did  not  think  that  it 
necessarily  meant  that  a  blue-ribbed  bottle  should  be  used 
to  contain  the  poison.  The  defendant  considered  he  had 
taken  sufficient  precautions  to  indicate  the  nature  of  the  in- 
gredients, as  the  bottle  was  conspicuously  labelled  "  Poison." 
The  magistrate,  after  seeing  the  bottle,  said  that  he  was  very 
doubtful  about  recording  a  conviction,  but  as  the  defendant 
had  pleaded  guilty  to  a  technical  offence  he  would  be  fined 
2s.  6d. 

Free  Drinks. — Mr.  J.  W.  Cochran,  Malvern,  Victoria, 
tells  in  "The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia"  how 
chemists  may  get  their  beverages  for  nothing  : 

I  charged  my  seltzogene  (5  pints)  with  8  dr.  53  grains 
of  citric  acid  and  10  dr.  40  grains  of  bicarbonate  of  soda, 
and  when  the  seltzogene  was  emptied  took  good  care  to 
be  on  the  spot  so  as  to  save  the  liquor  in  the  top  bowl. 
A  fair  quantity  of  citrate  of  soda  is  used  in  the  pharmacy, 
and  when  about  half-a-dozen  lots  of  liquor  were  saved  were 
evaporated  to  dryness,  with  the  result  that  I  had  nearly 
10  oz.  of  citrate  of  soda,  which  practically  cost  nothing, 
as  well  as  30  pints  <^f  soda-water.  Then,  again,  when  citrate 
of  potash  is  wanted  I  use  8  dr.  53  grains  of  citric  acid  and 
9  dr.  28  grains  of  carbonate  of  potash,  save  the  liquor  as 
before,  and  evaporate  to  or  make  up  to  7  fl.  oz.  with  water, 
this  being  a  l-in-4  solution. 


3irt>ta  anfc  tbe  East. 

The  Madras  Government's  new  Agricultural  College  and 
Research  Institute  is  to  be  located  at  Coimbatore. 

A  Rule  Just  Issued  under  the  approval  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  India  specifies  that  no  plague  prophylactic  shall, 
under  any  circumstances,  be  issued  to  firms  of  chemists  for 
sale. 

Serum  issued  from  the  Central  Research  Institute  at 
Kausauli  is  in  future  to  be  supplied  at  a  small  charge, 
whether  to  Government,  to  local  fund  institutions,  or  to 
private  persons. 

An  Outbreak  of  Fire,  which,  when  discovered,  was  too 
far  advanced  to  be  quickly  brought  under  control,  took  place 
on  the  premises  of  Bertie  Smith  &  Co.,  in  Apollo  Street, 
Bombay,  on  February  16.  Damage  to  the  extent  of  two 
lakhs  of  rupees  was  the  result. 

A  Chemist's  Assistant  named  Sutton  was  arrested  at 
Rangoon  and  taken  to  Calcutta,  where  he  is  charged  with 
cheating  a  number  of  well-known  tailors,  having  promised 
to  pay  for  goods  delivered  him  on  the  3rd  of  the  month, 
whereas  he  set  sail  for  Australia  on  the  morning  of  the  2nd. 
He  had  been  with  Messrs.  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co.  for  three 
years,  terminating  his  engagement  on  January  30  last. 

Novocain  in  India. — The  official  notification  of  the  re- 
strictions governing  the  sale  and  importation  of  novocain,  to 
which  reference  was  made  in  our  issue  of  September  21,  1907 
(p  465),  has  now  been  published  in  the  "  Calcutta  Exchange 
Gazette  "  of  February  20.  The  sale  and  possession  of  novo- 
cain is  henceforth  regulated  by  licence,  and  dealers  are 
warned  that  an  unlicensed  sale  will  be  an  offence  punishable 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Bengal  Excise  Act  VII.  B.C.  of 
1878.  The  importation  of  the  drug  is  limited  to  persons  or 
firms  specially  authorised  to  import  it,  and,  in  case  of  un- 


authorised importation,  the  article  will  be  dealt  with  as 
provided  for  in  the  Government  Orders. 

The  Cultivation  of  Rubber  is  officially  reported  to  have 
taken  definite  form  in  the  Province  of  Coorg,  in  Southern 
India,  where  during  the  last  year  some  1,200  acres  of  aban- 
doned lands  were  put  under  cultivation.  In  most  cases  the 
cultivation  is  advancing  cautiously.  Para  and  Cerea 
rubbers  give  great  promise.  Much  work  has  also  been 
carried  out  by  the  Government  Research  Plantation  at 
Mergui.  During  1906-7  54,000  rs.  was  spent  on  it.  The 
samples  sent  to  London  have  been  favourably  reported 
upon.  The  tapping  of  the  Hevea  trees  resulted  in  1,328  lb. 
of  dry  rubber,  which  fetched  219/.  at  the  London  market. 
There  seems  little  doubt  now  that  the  cultivation  of  rubber 
in  the  district  has  been  proved  a  success. 

A  Frontier  Pharmacy. — Four  hundred  miles  from 
Rangoon  by  the  Burma  Railway  lies  the  hill  station  and 
military  outpost  of  May- 
myo.  It  is  situated  on  the 
borders  of  the  Northern 
Shan  States — in  fact,  in 
1885  it  was  a  small  Shan 
village.  Now  it  possesses 
a  well-fitted,  up-to-date 
pharmacy,  managed  by  a 
qualified  English  chemist. 
The  customary  coloured 
carboys  are  seen  in  the  win- 
dows, while  two  Burmese 
"  lugalays  "  (porters)  assist 
as  interpreters,  bottle- 
washers,  errand-boys,  and 
in  other  such-like  capaci- 
ties. With  pink  head-scarf, 
white  coat,  and  red 
"  lungyi  "  (skirt),  the  Bur- 
mese "  boy  "  is  a  pic- 
turesque adjunct  to  a  phar- 
macy. The  coloured  shop 
boy  certainly  blends  well 
At    the    next    place  of 

a  case  of  plague  recently  occurred,  writes  'a  Eangoon 
pharmacist,  when  three  methods  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  _  the  scourge  were  employed.  First  of  all,  the 
British  representative  instituted  a  complete  disinfection 
of  the  bazaar — whither  the  plague  had  been  brought  by 
a  vagrant  Hindoo.  Then  the  Sabwa  (native  prince) 
ordered  a  gun  to  be  fired  in  the  direction  whence  the 
plague  had  come  to  frighten  the  plague-spirit  away.  Lastly, 
the  Buddhist  priests  promenaded  the  scene  of  the  outbreak, 
reciting  passages  from  their  holy  books.  Yet  in  Maymyo, 
a  few  miles  distant,  one  could  be  behind  the  dispensing 
counter  of  the  pharmacy  and  imagine  oneself  in  a  first-clas» 
West-end  chemist's  dispensary.  Thus  civilisation  and 
superstition  rub  shoulders  in  this  corner  of  the  British 
dominions,  and  the  British  chemist,  not  to  be  behindhand 
in  these  days  of  progress,  is  found  in  the  rapidly  growing 
province  of  Upper  Burma.

The  Bill  to  amend  the  taxes  on  patent  medicines  in 
Japan  (C.  &  D.,  February  15,  p.  252)  has  been  introduced 
in  the  National  Diet. 

Opening  Out. — At  present  there  is  only  one  qualified 
pharmacist  in  Matsuyama,  but  other  four  qualified  men 
contemplate  starting  in  business  there  in  the  near  future. 

Osaka  Druggists  and  Manufacturing  Chemists  are 
extending  their  business  to  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  Their 
trade-marks  have  been  registered  by  the  Dutch  authorities 
at  Batavia. 

The  Import  Duty  on  Alcohol  into  Japan  will  shortly 
be  increased.    It  is  proposed  that  the  tax  on  all  kinds  of 
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spirit  and  spirituous  preparations  (except  tincture  of 
opium)  shall  be  raised  0.73  yen  per  litre. 

Increasing. — The  continual  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  has  rendered  necessary  the  enlargement  of  the 
Kumamoto  School  of  Pharmacy.  The  school  authorities 
are  raising  a  loan  of  20,000  yen  to  buy  a  new  site  for  the 
school,  and  for  a  botanical  garden.       ,  . 

Mr.  K.  Menaka.  who  has  been  in  America  for  ten  years  (in 
the  laboratory  of  Dr.  Takamine),  has  gone  to  Japan  with  his 
wife  and  children  for  a  holiday.  He  will  stay  in  Japan 
until  Dr.  Takamine  arrives  daring  the  year,  and  they  will 
return  together  to  the  United  States. 

Meetings. — The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Osaka 
branch  of  the  Japan  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held 
on  January  18,  when  thirty-eight  members  were  present. 
— The  general  meeting  of  the  Manufacturing  Chemists' 
Union  also  took  place  in  January  at  the  Bin-ichi  Hotel, 
Osaka,  when  the  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 
— The  Research  Society  of  Military  Pharmacists  met  on 
December  21,  1907,  at  the  Hiroshima  Military  Hospital, 
when  papers  were  given  on  "  The  Distillation  of  Alcohol  " 
by  Mr.  Hashimoto,  on  "  Iodine  in  Water-grasses  "  by  Mr. 
Kanenari,  and  on  "Eight  Varieties  of  Copaiba  Capsules  " 
by  Mr.  T-ahe. 

Honours. — Mr.  Kintoro  Neno  has  been  granted  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Pharmaceutical  Science  for  papers 
presented  to  the  faculty  of  the  Tokyo  Imperial  University. 
— In  celebration  of  his  being  elected  D.Ph.Sc,  a  banquet 
was  given  on  January  18  to  Mr.  Hirayama. — Mr.  K. 
Miyashima,  a  bacteriologist,  has  been  honoured  by  a 
doctorate  in  medicine  for  a  paper  on  "Butterflies."  He 
may  now  practice  medicine  without  a  licence,  but  it  seems 
rather  anomalous  for  a  man  with  the  degree  of  "  Igaku 
Hakushi  "  (doctor  of  medicine)  who  does  not  require  any 
further  knowledge  of  medical  science  and  treatment  than 
is  obtained  in  the  study  of  bacteriology. 

Foreign  Trade  of  Japan  in  1907. — H.M.  Commercial 
Attache  at  Yokohima  states  that  the  imports  during  1907 
i  amounted  to  50,465,835/.,  against  42,750,877/.   in  1906, 
;  while  the  exports  were  44,142.298/.,  against  43,258,3122.  in 
i  1906.    It  will  be  seen  that  imports  are  7,700,000/.  more,  half 
i  of  which  amount  was  raw  cotton,  the  remainder  being  made 
I  up  of  other  raw  materials,  machinery,  and  partly  manu- 
-   factured  articles.    It  is  not  possible  to  state  yet  the  share 
:  taken  by  the  various  countries  in  Japan's  trade  for  the 
whole  year,  but  it  would  appear  that  the  imports  from 
Great  Britain  will  show  a  considerable  increase.  Exports, 
which  in  1906  had  increased  by  nearly  32  per  cent,  over 
,   19C5,  did  not  maintain  this  rapid  rate  of  progress,  only 
showing  an  increase  of  883,986/.,  or  2  per  cent.    Exports  of 
camphor  increased  by  142,311/. 

The  Old  and  the  New. — There  are  many  superstitions 
concerning  medical  remedies  in  this  country  (writes  a 
Japanese  pharmacist),  and  an  incident  which  has  occurred 
recently  in  Nagasaki  brings  this  prominently  to  the  front. 
Burnt  human  skull  is  regarded  by  many  of  the  native 
Japanese  as  a  marvellous  cure  for  syphilis  ;  but  the  sale  of 
this  "remedy"  is  strictly  prohibited  by  the  police 
authorities.  Although  persons  who  are  found  guilty 
of  desecrating  graves  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
materials  for  the  "cure"  are  punishable  under  the 
criminal  code,  these  remedies  are  sold  secretly  and  are 
much  used.  At  Nagasaki  a  druggist  has  been  arrested  for 
trafficking  in  skulls  and  human  bones.  It  is  said  that  the 
police  discovered  no  fewer  than  seventeen  skeletons  of 

,  males  in  a  trunk  concealed  in  a  stone-built  cellar  beneath 
his  house.    This,  however,  is  only  one  of  many  primitive 

|  remedies  still  in  use,  side  by  side  with  the  scientific  phar- 
maceutical preparations  of  the  day.  In  Osaka  there  is  to 
be  seen  a  "Kuro-Yaki-Ys,,"  where  live  birds,  worms, 
reptiles,  and  insects  are  kept  for  the  purpose  of  being 
burned  and  used  for  remedies  for  various  diseases.  Burnt 
salamander  (or  better  still  a  couple)  is  very  effectual,  it,  is 
said,  to  make  a  cold  love  warm,  or  to  make  the  object  of 
one's  affections  reciprocate.  The  salamander  love-powder 
is  not  taken  internally,  but  must  be  sprinkled  on  the 
shoulder  of  the  loved  one.

The  First  Prosecution  under  the  Federal  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  has  developed  only  within  the  last  few  weeks. 
A  patent-medicine  proprietor  in  Washington,  D.C.,  has 
bee.i  arrested  for  making  and  selling  "  Curforhedake  Brane 
Fude,"  and  four  druggists  are  implicated  because  the  pro- 
duct was  found  on  their  shelves.  The  point  made  by  the 
Government  is  that  the  title  of  the  product  shows  it  to  be 
advertised  as  a  cure,  and  that  unless  it  is  in  fact  a  cure  the 
misbranding  clause  of  the  law  has  been  violated.  If  the 
Governmsnt  succeeds  it  will  proceed  to  the  prosecution  of 
about  200  similar  cases.  The  patent-medicine  interests  are 
of  course  very  eagerly  watching  the  outcome  of  the  suit. 

Public  Dispensers. — A  Bill  has  been  introduced  in  the 
National  Congress  at  Washington  designed  to  elevate  the 
status  of  pharmacists  in  the  Public  Health  and  Marine 
Hospital  Service.  Three  grades  are  provided  for  :  "  Phar- 
macists," who  will  received  $2,000  per  annum;  "passed 
assistant  pharmacists,"  who  will  received  $1,800;  and 
"  assistant  pharmacists,"  who  will  receive  $1,600.  In  each 
case  the  Government  is  to  furnish  quarters,  fuel,  lights, 
and  water,  and  when  on  duty  at  a  station  where  quarters- 
are  not  furnished  "pharmacists"  will  receive  commuta- 
tion at  the  rate  of  $50  a  month,  "passed  assistant  phar- 
macists "  at  the  rate  of  $40  a  month,  and  "  assistant  phar- 
macists "  at  the  rate  of  $30.  An  advance  in  salary  of  10  per 
cent,  will  be  granted  for  each  five  years  of  service  above  the 
rank  of  "assistant  pharmacist,"  but  such  additional  com- 
pensation shall  in  no  case  exceed  40  per  cent. 

Stallman  &  Fulton  Co.  Assign. — This  old-established 
drug  concern  has  placed  its  affairs  in  the  hands  of  an. 
assignee,  and  a  meeting  of  the  creditors  was  held  at  the 
offices,  92  William  Street,  New  York,  on  February  27, 
when  an  offer  of  settlement  of  40c.  on  the  dollar  was- 
made,  payable  in  quarterly  instalments.  The  statement 
of  assets  and  liabilities  shows  an  amount  of  $272,680  (less- 
collateral)  due  to  creditors ;  merchandise  in  New  York 
and  Chicago  is  estimated  at  $223,579,  accounts  receivable 
at  $144,292.  and  merchandise  pledged  on  collateral  for 
loans  at  $157,579.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  make  a 
complete  investigation,  and  report  at  a  further  meeting  to 
be  held  on  March  5.  The  opinion  is  expressed  that  the- 
company  could  be  kept  out  of  bankruptcy  proceedings,  and 
that  it  could  eventually  resume  business.  The  assignment 
is  a  sequel  to  the  death  of  Mr.  John  H.  Stallman,  it  being, 
stated  that  the  deceased  kept  the  business  almost  alto- 
gether in  his  own  hands  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  his- 
successors  knowing  practically  nothing  of  the  financial 
standing  of  the  concern. 

Visiting  the  Glass-works. — The  senior  olass  of  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy  visited  the  glass-works- 
of  the  Whitall  Tatum  Co.,  at  Millville,  New  Jersey,  on 
February  19.  The  company  supplied  members  of  the  class- 
with  tickets  which  took  them  from  Philadelphia  across  the 
Delaware  River  to  Camden,  and  by  a  special  electric  train 
to  Millville  (about  forty  miles  from  Philadelphia).  The 
students  were  accompanied  by  Professor  Remington  and 
Professor  Cook,  as  well  as  by  the  manager  of  the  Phila- 
delphia office,  Mr.  Thorpe,  and  a  number  of  representa- 
tives of  the  firm,  who  had  charge  of  the  party  en  route. 
At  Millville,  under  the  guidance  of  the  managers  of  the 
factory,  Messrs.  Bacon  and  Nicholson,  the  students  were 
divided  into  parties  and  taken  systematically  round  the 
buildings  situated  in  different  parts  of  the  city,  the  visit- 
ing being  so  arranged  that  no  two  sections  were  at  the  same 
building  at  the  same  time.  At  noon  the  students  and 
visitors,  150  in  all,  partook  of  an  excellent  luncheon, 
prepared  by  the  ladies  of  Millville.  The  process  of  the 
manufacture  of  bottles  of  every  description,  including 
carboys,  large  containers,  and  almost  every  other  kind  of 
glass  apparatus  used  in  pharmacy,  was  followed  through 
every  stage,  and  the  students  were  afforded  an  object- 
lesson  of  great  value  through  the  practical  knowledge  thus 
gained.  The  students  enjoyed  ,  every  part  of  the  trip, 
singing  songs  and  giving  vent  to  yells  specially  invented^ 
for  the  occasion.

ON  Monday  afternoon,  March  9,  a  destructive  fire 
ocjj.'red  on  the  premises  of  Messrs.  John  Gosnell  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  at  213  and  215  Blackfriars  Road,  London,  S.E. 
The  outbreak  was  caused  by  an  explosion  in  the  laboratory, 
where  Mr.  R.  P.  Gosnell,  one  of  the  directors  of  the  com- 
pany, and  an  assistant  were  at  work.  Mr.  Gosnell,  who 
caught  the  full  force  of  the  explosion,  and  was  rather  badly 
burnt  on  the  hands,  shouted  to  his  assistant  to  give  the 
alarm  and  to  hurry  the  employes  from  the  building.  The 
fire-bells  rang,  and  eighty  employes — mostly  girls — were 
quickly  got  out  into  the  street,  their  escape  being  facili- 
tated by  the  excellent  fire-drill  to  which  they  are  accus- 
tomed. The  fine  new  five-floored  building  (which  was 
described  and  illustrated  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
of  October  22,  1904,  p.  679)  was  equipped  with  iron  fire- 
escape  ladders  at  each  end,  but  the  use  of  these  was  not 


necessary,  as  everyone  on  the  top  and  middle  floors  reached 
the  street  safely  by  means  of  an  inside  staircase,  con- 
structed to  the  L.C.C.  pattern.  Within  a  very  short  time 
the  whole  building  was  a  mass  of  flames,  and  although 
twenty-eight  steamers  and  other  fire-extinguishing  ap- 
pliances, including  two  Magirus  ladders  {or  water-towers) 
were  quickly  on  the  spot  the  building  was  completely 
destroyed  within  an  hour  of  the  beginning  of  the  outbreak. 
The  immense  crowd  which  gathered  obstructed  the  traffic 
considerably,  and  the  electric  cars  on  the  South  London 
lines  could  not  get  to  the  terminus  for  nearly  two  hours. 
The  large  quantity  of  spirit,  essential  oils,  soaps,  etc., 
stored  in  the  building  hastened  the  rapidity  ol  the  work  of 
destruction,  and  nothing  now  remains  but  the  walls.  The 
damage  done  is  estimated  at  about  50,000/.  But  the  pro- 
duction of  "  Cherry  Blossom  "  and  its  allied  perfumes  and 
toilet-productions  was  only  temporarily  suspended.  For 
with  praiseworthy  promptitude  premises  were  secured  at 
101  Southwark  Street,  S.E.,  and  by  mid-day  next  day  the 
whole  of  Messrs.  Gosnell' s  staff  and  employes  were  busy 
at  work  in  their  temporary  home.  Mr.  R.  P.  Gosnell,  who 
was  the  only  one  injured,  is  recovering,  and  busy  on  the 
work  of  reorganisation.  Our  illustration  is  from  a  photo- 
graph taken  immediately  before  the  firemen  left  the  scene, 
aiter  quenching  the  flames,  and  is  by  "  Topical,"  Ltd.

THE  conclusion  of  the  sensational  trial  of  William  Thom- 
son, chemist,  Robert  Lee,  and  Ernest  Bradbury,  on 
the  charge  of  conspiring  together  to  set  fire  to  the  premises 
128  Derby  Road,  Nottingham,  took  place  at  the  Nottingham 
Assizes  on  March  7.  On  the  previous  day  a  startling  piece 
of  new  evidence  was  forthcoming.  Detective-Inspector 
Atherton  deposed  that  on  January  14,  in  the  cells  at  the 
Guildhall,  Lee  showed  him  a  bundle  of  papers,  and  said, 
"  I  am  going  to  give  these  to  Mr.  Berryman  [Lee's  solicitor], 
and  he  will  show  them  to  Mr.  Hallam  [Thomson's  solicitor], 
and  he  will  have  an  eye-opener."  Ten  days  afterwards 
Lee  called  him  into  the  cell,  and  after  some  conversation^ 
said,  "  You  know,  Mr.  Atherton,  Thomson  came  to  me 
and  said  he  was  up  to  his  ears  in  debt,  and  didn't  know 
what  he  should  do.  I  said  to  him,  '  Let  me  take  the  business 
in  hand ;  I  can  put  you  right.'  I  should  have  struck  out  in 
other  lines — oils,  paints,  and  other  things.  Thomson  said, 
'  No;  we  must  have  a  fire.'  I  said,  '  Good  God  '  I  never 
heard  such  a  thing  in  my  life.  Let  me  do  as  1  want  to, 
and  I  will  make  you  a  thousand  a  year.'  Thomson  said, 
'  No;  it  is  no  use.'  He  went  away  on  the  Thursday,  and 
I  did  nothing  but  drink,  drink,  drink,  and  I  thought  I 
must  commit  suicide.  My  feelings  were  dreadful.  I  could 
not  bear  myself." 

Evidence  as  to  Thomson's  insurances  and  previous  fires 
was  afterwards  called.  The  case  for  the  prosecution  occu- 
pied over  sixteen  hours. 

Mr.  Hugo  Young,  K.C.  (for  the  defence),  straightway 
put  Thomson  into  the  box.  Thomson  said  he  purchased 
the  Derby  Road  shop  on  March  26,  1906,  and  paid  between 
1,100/.  and  1,200/.  He  cleared  a  lot  of  the  old  stock  out 
and  sold  it  by  auction,  then  buying  new  stock.  The  bank 
had  not  pressed  him  for  his  overdraft,  and  he  had  been 
in  no  serious  difficulty  about  meeting  his  liabilities.  He  did 
a  heavy  credit  trade,  and  if  he  had  had  the  money  that  was 
owing  to  him  on  October  7  (the  date  of  the  fire)  he  would 
have  been  perfectly  solvent,  independent  altogether  of  the 
value  of  the  stock.  Lee  was  rather  down  in  the  world 
when  he  first  met  him,  but  they  were  both  Freemasons, 
and  that  was  why  he  first  took  a  friendly  interest  in  him 
Soon  after  Bradbury  came  he  missed  rum  from  the  cellar 
and  money  and  scent  from  the  shop,  and  he  suspected 
Bradbury.  Coming  down  to  the  fire,  he  accounted  for  the 
hole  in  the  plaster  of  the  cellar  ceiling  by  the  fact  that 
workmen  repairing  the  shop  floor  had  dislodged  it.  The 
alleged  mixture  of  resin  and  turpentine  was  Venice  tur- 
pentine, which  was  largely  used  in  Scotland.  He  swore 
that  he  had  made  no  arrangement  with  Lee  about  firing  the 
shop,  and  he  had  not  the  slightest  knowledge  that  it  was 
going  to  be  fired.  Bradbury's  story  came  as  a  thunder-clap 
to  him.  While  he  was  in  hospital  Lee  handed  him  (Thomson) 
a  letter,  which  he  read  in  court.  In  that  letter  Lee 
"solemnly  swore"  that  he  did  not  know  how  the  fire 
occurred.  In  cross-examination  Thomson  said  that  he 
borrowed  money  to  purchase  the  business,  and  there  would 
be  800/.  or  900?.  owing.  There  was  also  200/.  due  upon  a 
promissory  note  to  a  gentleman  at  York,  and  his  trade 
debts  would  reach  about  300/.  When  questioned  as  to 
his  answers  in  the  police-court  proceedings,  he  said,  "  I  wag 
so  confused  that  I  made  several  answers  which  I  know 
now  were  not  correct." 

At  the  adjourned  hearing  on  Saturday  (March  7)  Thomson 
underwent  further  cross-examination.  Lee  next  went  into 
the  witness-box,  and  deposed  that  Atherton's  statement  was 
"  imagination." 

The  greater  part  of  the  afternoon  was  occupied  by  the 
addresses  of  counsel  to  the  jury,  and,  after  Mr.  Justice 
Bigham  had  summed  up,  the  jury  took  ten  minutes' to 


consider  the  matter.  They  returned  a  verdict  of  guilty 
against  the  prisoners. 

The  Judge  said,  "  I  think  the  verdict  is  absolutely 
right,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  you,  Thomson,  are  the 
worst  of  the  three  criminals  before  me.  It  is  a  shocking 
thing  for  you  to  use  the  services  of  that  old  man  who  is 
standing  beside  you  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  you  to 
commit  this  crime  to  put  money  into  your  pocket.  You 
must  go  to  penal  servitude  for  seven  years."  His  Lord- 
ship sentenced  Lee  to  penal  servitude  for  three  years,  and 
Bradbury  to  twelve  months'  imprisonment,  with  hard 
labour. 


Cbemtsts*  Minoows. 


The  sick-room  scene  thus  faithfully  portrayed  in  the 
window  of  the  shop  of  Mr.  John  E.  Lee,  of  Broad  Street, 
Teddington,  was  a  great  attraction,  and  drew  not  only 
gazers  but  money-spenders.  Mr.  Lee  thus  describes  its 
construction  : 

The  show  was  made  in  the  bent-pane  end  of  the  window, 
measuring  36  in.  by  36  in.  A  piece  of  light  oilcloth  cut 
to  shape  formed  the  floor-covering  for  the  sick-room,  in 
the  centre  of  which  stood  a  brass  bedstead  with  white 
coverings  relieved  with  bright-red  ribbons.  As  the  Cough- 
mixture  is  intended  for  adults,  the  usual  doll  with  baby- 
face  was  unsuitable,  so  two  "  lady  "  dolls  were  obtained. 
The  dark  one,  suitably  attired,  was  put  to  bed  as  the 
patient,  while  the  fair  one,  dressed  in  a  red-and-white 
nurse's  uniform  with  a  small  spoon  in  her  outstretched 
hand,  stood  near  her  patient.  On  a  small  table  were  placed 
a  bottle  of  cough-mixture,  a  clinical  thermometer,  draught- 
glass,  and  a  bottle  of  eau  .de  Cologne.  A  two-fold  white 
muslin  screen  made  a  suitable  background.  Bottles  of  the 
Cough-mixture  were  laid  all  round  the  window-bottom,  and 
the  three  shelves  above  the  show  were  filled  with  cartons 
wrapped  in  bright  red  paper.  Nothing  but  Cough-mixture 
was  shown  in  *his  window,  and  only  the  two  colours,  red 
and  white,  were  employed.

Baggaridge.— The  death  occurred  on  January  23  of  Mr. 
James  Baggaridge,  who  for  the  past  twelve  years  had  been 
associated  with  the  firm  of  A.  S.  Watson  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Shanghai,  at  their  North  Szechuen  Road  factory.  The 
deceased,  who  leaves  a  widow  and  infant  son,  was  in  his 
forty-eighth  year. 

Clarke. — At  South  Lodge,  Champion  Hill,  London, 
•S.W.,  on  March  7,  Mr.  Charles  Goddard  Clarke,  M.P., 
of  Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke,  Lim., 
wholesale  botanic  druggists,  Artillery 
Lane,  E.,  aged  fifty-eight.  Mr. 
Clarke  had  been  in  poor  health  since 
Parliament  adjourned  last  Session, 
and  had  been  at  Hastings,  where  he 
benefited  by  the  mild  climate.  He 
returned  to  London  at  the  end  of 
last  month,  and  caught  a  chill  some- 
how, which  resulted  in  pneumonia. 
Until  Friday,  the  6th,  there  seemed 
no  fear  that  the  inflammation  would 
not  be  dispersed ;  but  he  grew 
worse,  and  died  on  Saturday  even- 
ing. One  of  the  London  papers  re- 
fers to  Mr.  Clarke  as  "one  of  the 
most  popular  London  M.P.'s,"  and 
this  is  no  exaggeration.  No  one 
who  has  had  occasion  to  see  him  at 
St.  Stephen's  since  he  was  returned 
there  in  January,  1906,  by  the  Peck- 
ham  electors  could  have  failed  to 
-appreciate  why  he  was  popular.  He  seemed  to  live  and  act 
as  a  representative  of  the  people,  as  one  in  the  position  to 
approach  those  who  had  power  to  right  wrongs,  and  he 
grudged  no  labour  to  get  what  was  wanted.  Mr.  Clarke 
was  a  self-made  man,  in  certain  respects.  He  was  born 
in  Aldersgate  Street,  E.C.,  on  March  10,  1849,  the  son  of  a 
•carpet  manufacturer,  and  had  his  schooling  in  Liverpool ; 
but  he  was  only  thirteen  when  he  had  to  begin  to  work, 
which  was  with  an  uncle  in  Peckham.  In  that  district  he 
•had  resided  ever  since,  and  worked  well  for  it  as  a  vestry- 
man, guardian,  and  Mayor  (1902),  also  in  the  London 
'County  Council  as  member  for  Peckham,  and  lastly  as  its 
member  of  Parliament.  In  1873  Mr.  Clarke  married  Miss 
Rebecca  Potter,  daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  Henry  Potter, 
wholesale  botanic  druggist,  and  sister  of  Mr.  Henry 
Potter,  now  chairman  of  Potter  &  Clarke,  Ltd.  He  entered 
into  partnership  with  his  brother-in-law  in  1875,  and 
worked  continuously  and  harmoniously  with  him,  develop- 
ing the  business  enormously.  Mr.  Clarke  was  accustomed 
•to  take  a  journey,  and  thus  he  was  well  known  throughout 
•Great  Britain.  He  was  a  man  full  of  activities  and  in- 
terests. He  and  Mrs.  Clarke  were  devoted  members  of 
•the  late  Rev.  C.  H.  Spurgeon's  congregation ;  he  was  a 
&een  educationalist,  managing  the  Summer  Road  group 


of  Board  Schools  for  twenty  years,  besides  being  Chairman 
of  the  Jewish  Evening  Classes,  Bell  Lane,  and  Governor 
of  the  Allen  School  for  Girls,  and  the  Wilson  Grammar 
School.  He  was  also  a  Freemason,  and  served  the  craft 
in  many  offices.  Mr.  Clarke  first  put  up  as  a  candidate  for 
Parliament  in  1895,  when  he  contested  Dulwich  as  Liberal 
candidate  against  the  late  Sir  John  B.  Maple,  who  got  in. 
Then  in  1900  he  contested  Mile  End  against  Mr.  Charring- 
ton  ;  but  his  real  chance  came  when  he  was  adopted  Liberal 
candidate  for  Peckham,  and  in  1906  he  unseated,  by  a 
majority  of  2,399,  Sir  F.  G.  Banbury,  who  had  repre- 
sented the  constituency  for  fourteen  years.  This  was  a 
remarkable  triumph  to  Mr.  Clarke's  popularity  in  the 
constituency.  In  Parliament  Mr.  Clarke  took  a  neutral 
position  in  regard  to  pharmacy  legislation,  but  on  non- 
controversial  matters  connected  with  the  drug-trade  he  was 
alert ;  for  example,  he,  at  our  suggestion,  interested  the 
Foreign  Office  in  regard  to  Russia's  prohibitive  conditions 
for  the  importation  of  drugs,  and  the  too  early  enforce- 
ment of  the  new  Japanese  Pharmacopoeia  Standards  on 
imported  drugs — in  both  cases  beneficially.  He  was  the 
author  of  a  useful  little  Bill  which  was  brought  forward 
last  Session,  and  would  probably  have  been  re-introduced 
this  year  had  he  survived,  for  securing  a  weekly  rest-day 
for  all  engaged  in  business.  Its  object  was  merely  to 
insure  that  each  person  working  for  an  employer  should 
have  twenty-four  hours'  rest  in  every  week;  and  in  cases 
where  Sunday  labour  is  necessary  to  have  one  Sunday  of 
twenty-four  hours  uninterrupted  in  each  fortnight,  and  a 
rest-day  during  the  intervening  period.  Exceptions  were 
made  in  the  Bill  in  regard  to  Jews  and  domestic  service, 
and  the  penalties  fixed  for  each  offence  were  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  20s.,  and  not  exceeding  51.,  together  with  the 
costs  of  the  prosecution.  He  proposed  to  extend  the  privi- 
lege to  policemen.  It  may  be  recalled  that  Mr.  Clarke 
was  one  of  the  jury  in  the  famous  baccarat  case  in  which 
our  present  King  was  a  witness.  Counsel  and  judge  had 
avoided  putting  to  the  Royal  witness  a  question  which  all 
desired  an  answer  to,  and  as  he  was  stepping  from  the 
box  Mr.  Clarke  rose  and  put  the  necessary  question, 
quietly  and  without  presumption.  Mrs.  Clarke  survives 
her  husband.  The  funeral  took  place  on  Thursday  after- 
noon, a  service  being  held  at  Rye  Lane  Baptist  Chapel, 
and  the  interment  was  at  Nunhead  Cemetery. 

Gray. — As  briefly  reported  last  week,  Mr.  Henry  R.Gray, 
pharmacist,  Montreal,  died  there  on  February  18.  Mr.  Gray 
(whose  portrait  we  give) 
established  his  drug- 
business  at  the  corner 
of  St.  Lawrence  and 
Lagauchetiere  Streets, 
Montreal,  in  1859,  and 
continued  in  business 
there  until  his  death. 
He  was  one  of  the  best- 
known  chemists  of  the 
city,  while  his  work  as 
alderman  during  the 
small-pox  epidemic  of 
1885-6  will  long  be  re- 
membered by  those  who 
passed  through  those 
times  of  trouble.  Mr. 
Gray  was  born  at  Bos- 
ton, Lincolnshire,  in 
1838,  and  was  edu- 
cated at  Standard  Hill, 

Nottinghamshire,  after  which  he  was  articled  to  William 
Marsh,  a  chemist  and  apothecary  of  Newark,  subsequently 
taking  a  course  of  lectures  in  chemistry  under  Roscoe  at 
Manchester.  He  went  to  Montreal  in  1859.  Mr.  Gray's 
business  prospered,  and  he  spent  a  great  portion  of  his  time 
in  the  study  of  sanitary  science,  especially  the  sanitation 
of  cities,  being  associated  with  every  movement  tending  to 
improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  Montreal.  He  was  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec,  of  which  he  was  successively  secretary- 
treasurer,  vice-president,  and  for  three  years  president. 
He  was  also  a  charter  member  of  the  Montreal  College  of 
Pharmacy,  and  for  two  years  president. 
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Martin. — At  the  Pharmacy,  Willow  Bridge  Street, 
Leicester,  on  March  7,  Mary  Ann  Martha  Martin,  aged 
fifty-three. 

Sorby.- — At  Sheffield,  on  March  9,  Dr.  Henry  Clifton 
Sorby,  aged  eighty-one.  Dr.  Sorby  was  a  distinguished 
microscopist.  He  was  an  honorary  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain,  having  been  elected  in 
1902. 

Our  Sheffield  correspondent  writes:  Dr.  Sorby  was  a  most 
attractive  lecturer,  his  attitude  in  this  being  as  at  all  times 
one  of  modest  depreciation  of  the  value  of  his  di&ooveries. 
Elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Geological  Society  of  London  in  1850, 
he  was  awarded  by  that  Society  the  Wollaston  Gold  Medal 
in  1869,  being  the  tenth  Englishman  to  receive  the  honour. 
He  also  served  on  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Society  in  1876 
and  1877,  and  in  1872  he  was  awarded  the  Boerheave  Medal 
of  the  Dutch  Society  of  Sciences  for  doing  the  most  to  ad- 
vance geology  and  mineralogy  in  the  previous  ten  years.  Two 
years  later  he  was  awarded  the  Gold  Medal  of  the  Royal 
Society  for  his  application  of  the  microscope  to  the  study  of 
rocks  and  for  the  invention  of  the  spectrum  microscope.  In 
1875  he  was  selected  President  of  the  Royal  Microscopical 
.Society,  a  post  he  occupied  for  three  years.  In  1876  he  was 
made  President  of  the  Mineralogical  Society,  and  for  three 
years  from  1879  he  occupied  the  presidential  chair  of  the  Royal 
Geological  Society.  The  honorary  degree  of  LL.D.  was 
granted  to  him  by  the  Cambridge  University  in  1879.  A  man 
of  most  charming  personality,  his  loss  will  be  particularly  felt 
in  Sheffield,  where  the  public  attitude  towards  him  was  one 
of  sincere  affectionate  esteem  and  admiration,  the  city  being 
greatly  indebted  to  him  as  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Skilbeck.— At  "The  Mount,"  Norton-on-Tees,  on 
March  6,  Mr.  John  Skilbeck,  aged  sixty-eight.  Mr. 
Skilbeck  was  for  fifteen  years  the  representative  of  Messrs. 
Wilkinson  &  Simpson,  Ltd.,  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  for 
Scotland,  and  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  all  with  whom 
he  came  in  contact.  His  son,  Mr.  J.  Mason  Skilbeck,  is 
in  business  at  Stockton-on-Tees  as  a  chemist  and  optician. 

Stapley—  Suddenly,  at  16  Thornville  Terrace,  Leith,  on 
March  9,  Mr.  Quintin  C.  Stapley,  for  thirty-eight  years  with 
Messrs.  Raimes,  Clark  &  Co.,  of  Edinburgh. 

Warrick. — At  his  residence  in  Gray's  Inn,  London,  on 
March  4,  Mr.  Robert  Betson  Warrick,  aged  seventy-eight. 
Mr.  Warrick  was  the  last  surviving  son  of  the  late  Mr.  John 

Warrick,  the  founder  or  the 
business  now  carried  on  by 
Messrs.  Warrick  Bros., 
Ltd.,  at  6  Nile  Street,  City 
Road,  London,  N.  Mr. 
John  Warrick  was  a  man  in 
advance  of  his  times.  He 
was  intimately  acquainted 
with  the  advances  in  che- 
Imistry  and  pharmacy  m 
I  France  during  the  first  de- 
cades of  last  century,  and 
introduced  many  fine  che- 
micals into  this  country. 
He  was  then  in  business  at 
9  Three  King  Court,  Lom- 
bard Street,  and  was  the 
agent  for  Messrs.  Pellitier, 

  Roliquet  &  Boyveau,  and 

for  M.  Levaillent,  of  Paris, 
whose  chemical  products  he  imported,  including  sulphate 
of  quinine  (Pellitier's),  morphine,  caffeine,  strychnine, 
salicin  and  iodine,  and  many  other  medicinal  agents. 
He  also  imported  French  essential  oils  and  perfumes.  From 
Three  King  Court  Mr.  Warrick  removed  to  Garlick  Hill, 
and  while  there  purchased  an  old  mill  on  Plumstead 
Common  (still  in  the  possession  of  the  family),  where  he 
began  the  manufacture  of  gelatin  capsules  and  jujubes. 
He  was  the  agent  of  Mothes,  the  inventor  of  gelatin 
capsules,  and  on  one  of  his  periodic  visits  to  France  learnt 
how  to  make  these  as  well  as  jujubes.  Mr. Warrick  had  a 
large  family,  and  with  singular  perspicacity  educated  them 
well  and  set  them  to  learn  the  branches  of  his  business. 
Thus  Mr.  Frank  Warrick  was  sent  to  Messrs.  Schimmel 
&  Co.,  of  Leipzig,  with  whom  he  was  apprenticed  to  the 
art  of  oil  distillation;  and  Mr.  Tom  Warrick  was  ap- 
prenticed in  the  South  of  France  to  a  manufacturer  of 


perfume  oils  and  pomades.  Mr.  Tom  Warrick  afterwards 
started  business  in  Nice  with  M.  Bonteau,  as  Bonteau  & 
Warrick,  perfume  manufacturers,  but  M.  Bonteau  married 
well  and  retired,  while  his  partner  died  young,  whereupon 
Mr.  Frank  Warrick  went  from  London  to  manage  the  busi- 
ness, which  was  afterwards  removed  to  Grasse,  and  is  now 
known  as  Warrick  Freres.  Robert  Betson  Warrick  was  the 
youngest  of  the  sons ;  he  was  born  in  Laurence  Pountney 
Lane,  London,  E.C.,  and  was  educated  at  the  City  of 
London  School,  then  in  Honey  Lane  Market,  Cheapside. 
He  was  only  in  his  fifth  year  when  he  was  sent  to  the 
school,  and  stood  at  the  door  with  a  crowd  of  boys  waiting 
its  first  opening.  He  was  the  first  to  get  in,  and  was 
always  proud  of  the  fact.  At  his  side,  as  a  boy,  sat  Mr. 
Frank  Thorman ;  these  two  were  life-long  friends,  and 
Mr.  Thorman  attended  his  old  friend's  funeral  this  week. 
Like  many  other  old  "  citizens,"  Mr.  Warrick  retained  his 
interest  in  the  City  School  throughout  his  life  and  became  a 
member  of,  and  more  than  once  Chairman  of,  the  Com- 
mittee. When  he  left  the  school  he  proceeded  to  Leipzig 
University,  with  a  view  to  qualifying  in  medicine.  His 
brother  Frank  was  in  Leipzig  at  the  time.  At  the  end 
of  three  years  he  was  recalled  to  England  owing  to  his 
father's  illness,  and  it  became  necessary  for  him  to  enter 
the  business.  On  his  father's  death  his  brother  Frank  and 
he  took  over  the  business  and  carried  it  on  as  Warrick 
Bros.,  latterly  at  Old  Swan  Lane.  When  Mr.  Frank 
Warrick  went  to  manage  the  factory  in  the  South  of 
France,  Mr.  Robert  Warrick  became  sole  manager  of  the 
London  house.  Although  not  registered  as  a  chemist,  he 
was  keenly  interested  in  pharmaceutical  matters ;  and  it 
is  interesting  to  recall  the  fact  that  he  was  one  of  three 
who  met  in  Croyden's  Pharmacy,  in  Wigmore  .Street, 
to  start  the  Chemists'  Ball.  He  remained  a  consistent 
supporter  of  it  for  many  years.  On  his  retirement  from  busi- 
ness in  1886  in  favour  of  his  son,  Mr.  Frederic  Walmsley 
Warrick,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.,  he  entered  the  Court  of  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  London  as  member  for  the  Vintry 
Ward,  and  later  for  the  Dowgate  Ward,  in  which  he  was 
born.  Altogether,  he  was  on  the  Common  Council  for 
twenty-four  years,  and  became  Chairman  of  the  City 
Schools'  Committee  in  1891.  He  retired  from  the  Council  in 
November  1907,  and  his  long  and  disinterested  services  to 
the  City  and  Dowgate  Ward  were  acknowledged  in  an 
address'of  thanks  by  the  Ward.  Mr.  Warrick  was  on  the 
Court  of  the  Musicians'  Company  and  had  served  it  as 
master  on  two  occasions.  He  was  a  devoted  Churchman 
and  was  at  one  time  churchwarden  of  St.  James's,  Garlick 
Hill.  Mr.  Warrick  had  been  in  poor  health  for  several  years, 
and  latterly  was  completely  invalided.  The  funeral  took 
place  at  Norwood  Cemetery  on  Tuesday. 

Tate  —At  Suva,  Fiji,  on  January  22,  Mr.  William  Francis 
Tate,  senior  partner  of  the  firm  of  W.  F.  Tate  &  Co.,  chemists 
and  druggists,  Suva,  aged  fifty-four.  Mr.  Tate  was  born  in 
London,  but  his  parents  went  to  Melbourne,  Victoria,  where 
he  was  educated  at  his  father's  school.  He  was  apprenticed 
to  Messrs.  Hood  &  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists,  Elizabeth 
Street,  Melbourne,  and  studied  chemistry  under  the  late 
Mr.  Cosmo  Newbury,  Government  analytical  chemist  of 
Victoria,  passing  several  examinations.  For  a  period  Mr. 
Tate  acted  as  travelling  manager  in  the  firm  of  Messrs. 
Hemmons  Laws  &  Co.  He  went  with  his  family  to  Iiji  m 
1880  and  embarked  in  sugar-cultivation  at  Waimanu  River, 
Rewa.  In  this  enterprise  he  remained  a  few  years,  when 
he  accepted  an  appointment  as  manager  for  Messrs.  T. 
Jones  &  Co.,  chemists,  of  Suva,  eventually  purchasing  the 
business.  The  firm  of  W.  F.  Tate  &  Co.  are  now  the 
leadino'  chemists  of  Suva,  and  their  establishment  is 
fully  equal  in  appointment  and  management  to  those 
in  any  \ustralasian  metropolitan  city.  Mr.  Tate  has  left 
a  widow,  four  sons,  and  three  daughters.  At  the  funeral 
on  January  23  there  was  a  large  attendance  of  civil  ser- 
vants, business  men,  and  other  citizens,  and  the  flags  on 
all  the  shipping  in  the  harbour  and  on  the  principal  houses 
were  flown  at  half-mast.  

The  quantity  of  vanilla  which  may  be  imported  under 
special  conditions  into  France  from  French  Oceania  during 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1908,  has  been  fixed  at  20,000  kilos.

seventeenth   century   Hatton    Garden    was  one 
most  esteemed  residential  quarters  of  London, 


principal's  room,  and  customers'  rendezvous.  The  tele-

and  it  is  not  difficult  to  trace  the  steps  in  the  evolu- 
tionary process  which  have  resulted  in  this  street 
being  the  headquarters  of  the  ,.  diamond  and  optical 
industries.  At  the  Clerkenwell  Road  end  of  the  thorough- 
fare is  situated  the  striking  new  building,  shown  in 
the  initial  letter,  which  Messrs.  Raphael's,  Ltd.,  manu- 
facturing opticians,  have  built  to  bring  all  their  business 
departments  under  one  roof.  The  new  premises  are  very 
close  to  the  old  building  in  Clerkenwell  Road,  so  that 
chemist-opticians  who  have  been  accustomed  to  call  or  send 
to  the  company  will  not  experience  any  inconvenience  from 
the  change.  From  a  business  point  of  view  the  perfect 
organisation  and  consolidation  of  departments  must  result 
in  facilitating  the  execution  of  orders,  which  in  the  optical 
trade,  where  much  prescription-work  is  done,  is  one  of  the 
most  important  factors  to  consider.  A  member  of  our  staff 
was  recently  shown  over  the  premises  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Raphael,  the  managing  director  and  founder  of  the 
business.  The  building  consists  of  six  floors.  As  one 
enters  from  Hatton  Garden  the  ground  floor  is  seen  to  be 
occupied  by  the  telephone  office,  general  office,  showroom,

parlments.  The  .  showroom,  well  lighted  and  beautifully 
fitted,  is  behind  the  general  offices,  and  contains  in  the 
glass  cases  samples  of  all  the  specialities  of  the  house. 
These,  as  most  chemists  know,  range  from  spectacles  to  tele- 
scopes and  meteorological  instruments.  Mention  should  be 
made  of  the  comfortably,  arranged  rendez- 
vous which  has  been  fitted  up  for  the  use  of 
customers — home  or  Colonial — who  desire 
to  do  their  correspondence  or  interview 
assistants.  One  can  here  receive  demon- 
strations of  the  use  of  new  or  unusual  optical 
instruments.  The  Curteis-Ettles  ophthal- 
mometer, for  example,  stands  on  the  floor 
of  this  room,  and  in  a  few  minutes  an 
optician  can  be  shown  the  simplicity  of  this 
fine  instrument.  A  letterpress  description 
can  only  with  difficulty  convey  an  adequate 
idea  of  the  working  of  an  ophthalmometer. 
Mr.  Raphael's  private  office  is  in  the  centre 
of  the  ground  floor,  and  corresponds  to  the 
heart  in  the  human  body,  as  from  here  the 
huge  business  is  controlled.  The  basement 
is  occupied  by  the  despatching  departments, 
one  counter  being  devoted  to  town  orders, 
another  to  country  orders,  and  so  on.  Electric 
lifts  and  telephones  put  this  part  of  the 
building  into  touch  with  the  manufacturing 
departments.  The  workshops  occupy  the 
remaining  four  floors  and  are  reached  by  the 
wide  concrete  staircases,  broad  landings, 
and  safety  lobbies,  which  London  build- 
ing by-laws  enforce  for  the  safety  of 
the  employes.  The  space  on  each  of  the 
floors  is  divided  up  in  a  definite  order,  so  that  in  walking 
from  room  to  room  one  comes  upon  sections  devoted  to  the 
manufacture  of  spectacle  and  eye-glass  frames,  lenses, 
sight  -  testing  instru- 
ments, trial-cases,  etc. 
The  stock  of  spectacle- 
lenses  is  enormous,  yet 
almost  any  strength  of 
,the  thousand-and-one 
spherical,  cylindrical 
toric  lenses  and  their 
combinations  can  be 
produced  from  its 
particular  drawer  in  a 
few  minutes.  If  it 
happens  that  an  out-of- 
the-way  combination  of 
cylinder    and    sphere  .  Sefbface-geinding. 

or  toric  is  not  in  stock, 

the  lens-grinding  shop  is  close  by,  where  in  a  few  hours, 
in  time  to  catch  the  country  post,  a  workman  will  have 
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the  lens  ready.  The  prescription  department  is  a  very 
interesting  one,  and  is  so  organised  that  the  checking  of 
each  order  becomes  almost  automatic.  The  machinery  in 
the  workshops  is  electrically  driven  by  independent  motors. 
Our  representative  spent  some  time  in  watching  operations 
in  the  glazing  and  frame-making  departments.  Probably

the  gold-frame  workers  represent  the  highest  development  in 
the  spectacle-maker's  art.  Here  the  most  minute  attention 
to  details  is  necessary,  and  scrupulous  care  has  to  be  taken  to

SEVENTEEN  years  ago  the  Co-operativa  Farmaceutica 
was  started  in  Milan  by  the  Civil  Service  Association 
on  the  initiative  of  Cav.  Luigi  Giussani,  who  has  since 
filled  the  post  of  president  of  the  company.  The  pharmacy 
was  founded  in  the  same  year  in  which,  by  the  law  of 
December  22,  1888,  pharmacy  became  an  open  profession. 
Considerable  opposition  had  to  be  faced  at  the  start.  Legal 
proceedings  were  instituted,  the  object  of  which  was  to 
test  the  validity  of  the  interpretation  of  the  new  law.  As 
a  result  of  these  proceedings  the  Co-operativa  Farmaceutica 
had  to  close  the  first  shop  that  had  been  opened  in  the  Via 
dell'  Orso.  The  next  move  was  to  buy  up  established  shops, 
and  so  get  over  the  legal  difficulties.  Naturally,  this  step 
brought  a  good  deal  of  competition,  but  the  co-operators 
were  able  to  meet  the  initial  troubles,  and  now  have  six 
pharmacies  in  Milan.  There  were  694  members  in  1890, 
with  a  share-capital  of  53,868  lire,  while  to-day,  with  1,418 
members,  the  capital  is  1,221,118  lire,  with  a  reserve  fund 
of  337,658  lire  The  sales  have  naturally  increased  to 
acount  for  this  improved  capital.  In  1890-91  the  sales 
amounted  to  26,351  lire:  in  1904-5  to  564,330  lire.  The 
shareholders  received  last  year  a  dividend  of  4^  per  cent. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  company  have  special 
laboratories  for  the  manufacture  of  chemicals  and  phar- 
maceutical products,  while  there  are  sterilisation  and  ana-

prevent  waste  of  the  precious  metal.  An  interesting  fact 
transpired  about  the  gold-working  department ;  it  is  that  the 
blouses  which  the  workmen  wear  are  burnt  after  being 
worn  a  specified  time,  and  that  the  gold  recovered  from  the 
ashes  more  than  pays  for  new  blouses.  We  noted  also  that 
in  arranging  the  premises  care  has  been  taken  to  provide  for 
the  comfort  of  the  staff  in  various  ways.  The  number  of 
men  and  women  employed  is  large,  and  it  seemed  to  a  casual 
visitor  that  in  brightness  and  intelligence  the  staff  was 
distinctly  above  the  average.  This  no  doubt  is  due  in  the 
first  place  to  careful  selection,  but  it  is  kept  up  to  the  pitch 
by  a  sympathetic  and  just  administration. 


I  lytical  departments,  although  these  are  not  unusual  in  the 
[  better-class  businesses  in  Italy.  There  is  a  profit-sharing 
scheme  among  the  assistants,  and  an  insurance  fund  is 
carried  on  for  their  benefit.

gun.  So  the  collection  has  grown,  and  some  of  the  best 
specimens  Mr.  Fairchild  keeps  beside  him  in  his  office.  He 
is  an  ardent  lover  of  nature,  with  almost  a  boy's  liking  for 
birds  ;  in  fact,  this  is  an  inborn  taste  with  him,  and  since 
boyhood  he  has  managed  to  gratify  it,  however  hard  the 
struggles  or  keen  the  business.  He  casts  a  fly  with  that 
jerk  of  the  wrist  which  seems  so  marvellous  to  those  who 
can't  do  it,  and  when  his  "  sight  "  touches  the  duck  or  the 
caraboo — there  is  another  specimen  for  the  collection.  The 
moose  on  the  top  of  his  desk  is  a  sample  of  the  silversmith's 
work.  Mr.  Fairchild  is  a  pharmacist  who  graduated  from 
the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  he  has  been 
President  of  the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy.  He  is 
a  frequent  visitor  to  England,  and  takes  a  keen  interest 
in  our  pharmaceutical  education,  as  is  testified  by  the 
foundation  of  the  scholarship  and  prizes  by  his  firm,  with 
him  as  the  guiding  spirit.

Xeoal  IReports. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Thomas  v.  Haywood. 
In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  March  5,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls 
and  Lords  Justices  Fletcher  Moulton  and  Buckley  heard  an 
appeal  by  the  plaintiff  in  Thomas  v.  Haywood,  the  hearing 
of  which  by  Mr.  Justice  A.  T.  Lawrance  was  reported  in  the 
C.  <L-  D.  1907,  II.,  925.  The  appellant  was  engaged  by  Mr. 
John  Haywood,  Castle  Gate,  Nottingham,  as  a  manager, 
subject  to  three  months'  notice  on  either  side.  After  being 
fully  a  year  in  Mr.  Haywood's  employment  he  received 
notice,  which  he  worked  out,  then  left,  and  commenced 
action  to  recover  the  balance  of  three  years'  salary  on  the 
ground  that  the  engagement  was  for  three  years,  after 
which  the  three  months'  notice  would  apply.  The  jury  were 
instructed  to  assess  the  damages,  if  any,  which  they  did  at 
141Z.  ;  but  on  the  question  of  law  Mr.  Justice  Lawrance  found 
for  the  defendant,  holding  that  the  agreement  was  for  three 
months'  trial,  then  three  years'  engagement  subject  to  three 
months'  notice.  Judgment  was  accordingly  entered  for 
the  defendant,  and  it  was  from  that  judgment  the  plaintiff 
now  appealed.  Mr.  Moyses  appeared  in  support  of  the 
appeal,  and  the  defendant  was  represented  by  Mr.  Craw- 
ford. Their  Lordships,  after  hearing  the  arguments,  dis- 
missed the  appeal,  with  costs,  as  they  considered  Mr.  Justice 
Lawrance  to  be  right. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Haslett  v.  McGoldeick. 
At  Louth  Assizes  at  Dundalk,  on  March  6,  an  appeal  was 
brought  by  Messrs.  J.  &  J.  Haslett,  Ltd.,  wholesale  drug- 
gists, Belfast,  against  a  decision  of  the  County  Court  Judge 
dismissing  their  claim  for  171.  6s.  lid.  against  Catherine 
McGoldrick  for  goods  sold  and  delivered.  Defendant,  it 
appeared,  was  the  administratrix  of  a  man  named  McVeigh, 
to  whom  the  goods  were  supplied.  She  claimed  that  the 
amount  included  some  items  which  were  supplied  after 
McVeigh's  death  without  her  knowledge.  The  Judge 
reversed  the  previous  decision,  and  gave  judgment  for  the 
amount  admitted. 

COTTONSEED-OIL  DISPUTE. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  March  11  Judge  Eentoul, 
K.C.,  gave  judgment  for  Messrs.  Charles  Price  &  Co.,  oil- 
merchants,  13  Upper  Thames  Street,  E.G.,  in  an  action 
which  they  brought  to  recover  51.  from  Davies  Bros.  (Lim.), 
varnish  manufacturers,  13a  Derby  Road,  South  Hackney, 
being  balance  of  an  account  amounting  to  116/.  11.?.  10c/.  for 
cottonseed-oil  delivered  to  the  defendants  in  April  and  May 
of  last  year.  Defendants  had  deducted  the  amount  for 
shortages  in  the  oil  supplied,  and  held  a  receipt  for  the 
108/.  13.s.  5c/.  which  was  paid,  but  the  plaintiffs  said  the 
receipt  was  given  by  mistake. 

Linko  Actions. 
At  the  Louth  Assizes,  on  March  7,  the  Union  Feeding  Co.  , 
Liverpool,  appealed  against  decisions  of  the  County  Court 
Judge  in  eight  cases  where  the  company  sought  to  enforce 
payment  for  various  quantities  of  a  calf -food  called  Linko. 
Among  the  witnesses  was  Mr.  A.  Smetham,  Liverpool,  for 
the  plaintiffs,  who  testified  that  Linko  is  as  good  a  calf- 
food  as  can  be  manufactured.  Mr.  David  Jardine,  a 
chemical  expert  for  the  defence,  expressed  the  opposite 
opinion,  but  Mr.  Smetham,  recalled,  said  he  had  experi- 
mented by  feeding  calves  with  the  food.  The  Judge 
reversed  the  decisions  of  the  County  Court. 

The  Chemist's  Red  Lamp. 
Before  Judge  Hans  Hamilton  at  the  Haslingden  County 
Court  on  March  5,  Messrs.  Crankshaw,  Ltd.,  Burnley 
Road,  Accrington,  sued  Henry  Cox  Snell  for  31.  5.s.  for  a 
lamp  and  balance  of  takings  over  the  counter.  Mr.  Slinger 
explained  that  last  year  defendant  purchased  the  plaintiff's 
chemist  and  druggist's  business  for  448/".  17s.  8c/.  A  claim 
was  made  for  3/.  for  the  red  lamp  which  hung  over  the 
shop  door,  which  they  had  always  regarded  as  their  pro- 
perty. Mr.  Spake,  for  the  defendant,  and  landlord  of  the 
property,  denied  that  the  lamp  was  included  in  the  sale  list. 
|  The  landlord  had  put  it  up  and  paid  for  it  thirty  years  ago. 
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Evidence  was  given,  among  the  witnesses  being  Mr.  Jos. 
Walmsley,  chemist  and  druggist,  Darwen,  and  manager 
for  Mrs.  Crankshaw,  who  bore  out  her  statement  that 
•defendant  promised  to  pay.  In  the  result  his  Honour  gave 
a  verdict  for  plaintiff  for  the  amount  claimed,  with  costs. 

A  Chemist's  Book-debts. 
The  case  of  Mcintosh  v.  Forrester  (C.  <£■  D.,  February  29, 
p.  326)  again  came  before  Sheriff  Moffatt  in  the  Falkirk 
Sheriff  Court  on  March  6.  It  was  an  action  to  recover 
37.  5*.  from  Mr.  Andrew  Forrester,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Falkirk,  who  had  received  the  money  on  behalf  of  Mr. 
■James  McNiven,  chemist,  Falkirk,  to  whom  it  had  been 
due  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Graham.  The  plaintiff,  Mr.  Fletcher 
Mcintosh,  chemist  and  druggist,  giving  evidence  in  sup- 
port of  the  claim,  stated  that  he  bought  the  business 
of  McNiven  &  Forester,  chemists.  Falkirk,  for  750/.,  and 
immediately  on  entering  he  found  that  it  had  been  mis- 
represented. Ultimately  McNiven  agreed  to  throw  in  all 
his  book  debts  due  at  July  1,  1907.  and  to  accept  395/. 
in  full.  There  were  nineteen  book  debts,  seventeen  of 
which  Mr.  Mcintosh  collected ;  one  was  wiped  out  by  a 
contra  account,  and  the  remaining  one  was  that  due  by 
Mr.  Graham. 

Mr.  McNiven,  giving  evidence  for  Mr.  Forrester,  stated 
that  he  had  authorised  the  latter  to  collect  his  book  debts. 
He  admitted  in  cross-examination  accepting  395/.  for  the 
business  as  stated  by  Mr.  Mcintosh.  He  authorised  For- 
rester to  use  the  name  "  McNiven  &  Forrester.-' 

Mr.  Forrester  stated  that  before  leaving  Falkirk  Mr. 
McNiven  had  asked  the  post-office  authorities  to  send  to 
his  house  all  letters  addressed  to  McNiven  &  Forrester. 
He  had  not  rendered  or  collected  any  other  accounts  than 
Graham's. 

The  Sheriff,  in  giving  judgment,  said  he  believed 
the  defendant  acted  quite  bona  fide,  but  this  did  not  affect, 
the  question  that  the  plaintiff  had  acquired  the  book-debts, 
and  defendant  must  therefore  make  restitution  to  him. 
His  Lordship  accordingly  granted  decree  for  3/.  5s.,  with 
expenses. 

Acetic  Acid  for  Warts. 
At  the  Cardiff  County  Court  on  March  5,  before  Judge 
Owen,  a  girl  named  Margaret  Alice  Davies  sought  (through 
her  father)  to  recover  the  sum  of  100/.  from  Messrs.  Williams 
&  Lea,  chemists,  Wocdville  Road,  Cardiff,  damages  for  negli- 
gently applying  acetic  acid  to  cure  warts.  For  the  plaintiff 
it  was  stated  the  girl  suffered  from  a  wart  on  the  middle 
finger  of  her  right  hand,  and  .she  went  to  defendants'  shop 
and  was  given  glacial  acetic  acid  in  a  battle  which  was 
labelled  "Poison."  She  was  not  told  how  to  apply  the 
liquid,  and  her  mother  put  some  of  it  on  her  finger  with  a 
■piece  of  rag.  Next  day  the  finger  was  verv  much  inflamed, 
and  subsequently  gangrene  set  in,  and  the  girl  had  to  go  to 
the  infirmary,  where  the  finger  was  amputated.  Plaintiff, 
in  cross-examination,  denied  that  she  was  told  by  Mr.  Lea 
to  apply  the  lotion  with  the' end  of  a  match.  Dr.  Watkins. 
resident  medical  officer  at  the  infirmary,  said  the  acid,  if 
properly  applied,  might  be  beneficial  for  warts.  For  the 
defence,  Mr.  Frederick  Lea,  chemist  and  druggist,  deposed 
that  he  was  formerly  in  the  service  of  Messrs.  Allen  &  Han- 
I  burys,  of  London,  and  at  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores.  He  had 
been  in  business  at  Cardiff  for  three  years.  In  October  last 
the  plaintiff  came  into  his  shop  and  asked  for  a  pennyworth 
•of  something  for  a  wart.  She  brought  a  bottle,  and  he  gave 
her  a  small  quantity  of  glacial  acetic  acid,  which  was  an 
•ordinary  cure  for  warts.  He  told  her  to  apply  it  with  the 
■end  of  a  match,  which  was  the  usual  method  of  doing  so, 
and  he  labelled  the  bottle  "  Poison."  Mr.  A.  Hagon  and 
Dr.  Cook  also  gave  evidence  for  the  defendants.  The 
Judge  said  the  case  was  a  sad  one  for  the  girl,  but  he 
believed  Mr.  Lea  had  told  her  how  to  apply  the  acid, 
and  that  there  was  no  negligence.  He  therefore  gave  judg- 
ment for  the  defendants,  who  did  not  ask  for  costs. 

Limited  Liability  in  the  Drcg-trade. 
At  the  Clerkenwcll  County  Court,  before  his  Honour  Judge 
Edge,  on  March  10,  Frederick  Barray,  described  as  a 
■chemist,  of  Great  Eastern  Street,  E.G.,  appeared  on  a  judg- 
ment summons  issued  by  Messrs.  F.  Schutze  &  Co.,  Black 
Bull  Works,  Caledonian  Road.  Judgment  was  obtained  in 
December  last  for  11/.  2s.  4(7.,  debt  and  costs.  Defendant 


failed  to  appear  upon  subpoena  when  the  case  was  previously 
before  the  Court,  and  the  Judge  fined  him  57.  or  one  month's 
imprisonment  in  default.  "He  now  stated  that  he  is  manager 
of  a  chemist's  business,  which  he  had  turned  into  a  limited 
liability  company  before  this  judgment  was  obtained.  Of 
the  1,000  shares  he  holds  650,  and  the  debenture-holders 
are  a  firm  of  wholesale  druggists,  to  whom  he  owed  money. 

The  Judge:  I  thought  so.  The  Limited  Liability  Act  is 
a  protection  to  everyone  who  gets  into  difficulties.  A  person 
getting  up  to  his  eyes  in  debt  can  slide  into  limited  liability 
and  no  one  can  touch  him.  I  don't  know  how  long  this  state 
of  things  will  continue.    What  was  this  debt  for  ? 

Counsel  replied,  For  goods  sold  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
business.  Defendant  offered  20s.  per  month,  and  the  Judge 
made  an  order  accordingly,  reducing  the  fine  from 
5/.  to  10s.,  to  be  paid  on  April  13. 

Boy's  Compensation. 
In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  on  March  10,  before 
Judge  Barry,  Thomas  Gray,  of  21  Vincent  House,  Vincent 
Street,  Shoreditch,  an  infant,  sued  Messrs.  Johns,  Son,  & 
Watts,  druggists'  sundriesmen,  of  City  Road,  E.C.,  to 
recover  damages  under  the  Employers'  Liability  Act,  for 
the  loss  of  the  tip  of  a  finger.  It  appeared  from  the  evidence 
that  the  lad  worked  at  a  machine  which  cut  thumb-holes 
in  the  sides  of  cardboard  boxes,  and  during  his  temporary 
absence  the  foreman  altered  the  gauge  unknown  to  him. 
On  his  return  he  started  using  the  machine  again,  but 
owing  to  the  alteration  in  the  gauge  his  finger  slipped,  and 
the  knife  took  the  top  of  the  finger  off.  The  firm  had  acted 
in  a  very  generous  way  to  the  lad,  sending  him  to  the 
firm's  doctor,  paying  his  wages,  and  then  when  he  became 
well  enough  they  employed  him  as  a  messenger^  Judge 
Bray  examined  the  finger,  and  expi'essed  the  opinion  that 
the  earning  power  of  the  lad  had  not  been  much  depreciated. 
It  also  transpired  in  the  course  of  evidence  that  the  boy 
was  told  not  to  use  the  machine  when  the  guard  waa  off, 
;is  it  Wi.s  when  the  gauge  was  altered.  His  Honour  gave 
judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for  67.  10s.  damages  and  costs.

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  March  6,  Mr.  Kearley 
(for  Mr.  Lloyd-George),  replying  to  Mr.  Mitchell-Thomson, 
stated,  in  regard  to  the  use  by  some  Japanese  firms  of 
imitations  of  British  trade-marks,  that  negotiations  are 
going  on  in  order  to  secure  the  protection  of  British 
trade-marks  in  the  East. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  following  notice  was  placed  on  the  House  of  Commons 
orders  on  Monday  by  Mr.  Whiteley,  the  Government  whip  : 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  [Lords]. — That  the  Lords 
Message  [March  5],  "  That  it  is  desirable  that  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill  [Lords]  be  referred  to  a  Joint  Committee 
of  both  Houses  of  Parliament,"  be  now  considered  : 

That  this  House  doth  agree  with  the  Lords  in  the  said 
Resolution. 

The  motion  was  carried  over  from  day  to  day  until  Wednes- 
day evening,  when  it  was  the  last  item  of  business  done 
before  the  House  adjourned  at  11.5.  It  has  been  arranged 
that  the  joint  committee  will  include  one  Nationalist,  one 
Unionist,  one  Liberal,  and  of  the  two  other  M.P.s  one  will 
be  Mr.  Idris. 

Phosphorus-poisoning. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday  afternoon  the  Home 
Secretary,  in  reply  to  Mr.  T.  P.  O'Connor,  M.P.,  stated 
that  his  information  is  to  the  effect  that  the  sale  of  lucifer 
matches  containing  white  or  yellow  phosphorus  is  for- 
bidden in  Norway  and  Sweden,  but  not  the  manufacture 
tor  export. — Mr.  A.  S.  Wilson  asked  Mr.  Gladstone  whether 
he  would  consider  the  advisability  of  imposing  a  tariff  on 
these  foreign-made  matches,  but  no  answer  was  given. — Mr. 
Byles  inquired  whether  the  British  matchmakers  are  not 
prepared  to  do  without  white  phosphorus  altogether,  and 
whether  it  is  not  possible  to  prohibit  its  importation  into 
this  country.  The  Home  Secretary  replied  that  he  did  not 
think  the  British  manufacturer  is  prepared  at  the  present 
time  to  discontinue  the  use  of  white  phosphorus,  but  in  any 
case  legislation  would  be  required.  In  reply  to  a  further 
question  by  Mr.  T.  P.  O'Connor  the  Home  Secretary  stated 
that  in  1906,  according  to  the  Registrar-General,  six  deaths 
were  attributed  to  poisoning  from  phosphorus  matches,  five 
of  the  victims  being  children  under  three  years  of  age  and 
one  a  girl  of  twelve. 


FIVE  suicides  and  one  misadventure  with  poisons  have 
occurred  during  the  week.  The  misadventure  took 
place  at  Canning  Town,  where  hydrochloric  acid  was  taken 
in  mistake  by  Frederick  Langfield  (18),  a  barman.— Annie 
Bint  (24),  a  Stroud  Green  domestic  servant,  committed 
suicide  by  drinking  hydrochloric  acid.— Rat-poison  was 
taken  by  Arthur  Gurney  (37),  a  Burnham  gardener,  and  by 
a  Crayford  miller  named  Mark  Jacobs.  In  the  case  of 
Jacobs  Battle's  vermin-killer  was  the  poison,  and  death  was 
due  to  strychnine  poisoning.— Albert  Meacham  Walpole, 
formerly  a  quartermaster-sergeant  in  the  4th  Battalion  Nor- 
folk Regiment,  but  latterly  employed  as  a  clerk  by  the 
National  Association  for  the  Employment  of  Reserve  and 
Discharged  Soldiers  at  Norwich,  poisoned  himself  with 
strychnine.— Katherine  Earl  committed  suicide  at  Willes- 
borough,  near  Ashford,  by  taking  an  ounce  of  laudanum 
in  a  cup  of  tea.  In  her  pocket  were  found  three  bottles 
which  had  contained  laudanum,  purchased  at  different 
chemists'  shops  in  Ashford.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 

THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on 
Wednesday,  March  4,  at  3  p.m.  Mr.  John  Smith 
(President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  the  other  members  of  the 
Council  present  were  Messrs.  George  D.  Beggs,  G.  H.  Bow- 
den,  William  Doig,  C.  P.  Fairweather,  James  Michie,  D.  M. 
Watson,  and  W.  F.  Wells. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  President  said  that  before  the  business  on  the  agenda- 
paper  was  proceeded  with  he  desired  to  draw  the  attention 
of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  since  their  last  meeting  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  had  been  again  introduced  in 
the  House  of  Lords.    The  Bill  as  introduced  did  not  apply 
to  Ireland,  but  they  had  reason  to  believe  that  pressure 
would  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  Government  to  extend  the 
measure  to  Ireland,  and  therefore  it  was  necessary.- that 
they  should  be  on  their  guard  so  that  advantage  might  not 
be  taken  of  their  absence  to  press  the  matter  through.  The 
second  reading  of  the  Bill  was  fixed  to  take  place  on  Thurs- 
day, March  5.    The  idea  was,  he  understood^  that  the  Bill 
was  to  be  referred  to  a  Joint  CorrHnittjee  of  bot'h  Houses, 
and  in  the  event  of  its  being  sought  to;'include  Ireland  in  the 
Bill  they  would  have  an  opportunity  of  being  represented 
at  the  inquiry  and  of  stating  in  what  way  the  measure  would 
affect  them.    Clause  2  revealed  the  real  purpose  of  the  Bill 
and  most  closely  affected  them,  as  by  it  it  is  proposed  to 
license  unqualified  persons  to  sell  poisons  for  agricultural 
and  horticultural  purposes.   These  licences  are  to  be  granted 
by  local  authorities.    This  clause,  they  should  strenuously 
oppose,  as  it  is  altogether  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  Phar- 
macy Acts  of  1875  and  1890.    Under  the  latter  Act  they 
had  a  grade  of  registered  sellers  of  poison  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  the  requirements  of  the  country  apart 
from  the  practice  of  pharmacy.    It  seemed  altogether  most 
unfair  that  their  rights  in  the  matter  should  be  disregarded. 
It  was  suggested  that  there  should  be  a  distance  limit  within 
which  licences  should  not  be  granted  when  there  were  exist- 
ing facilities  for  procuring  these  poisons,  but  in  practice  he 
feared  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  carry  this  out.    Clause  6 
was  to  compel  the  owners  of  branch  shops  to  exhibit  in  those 
premises  the  names  of  their  qualified  managers.   That  would 
apply  to  all  branch  establishments,  but  stores  and  other 
limited  corporations  were  not  included.    Clause  4  did  not 
refer  to  Irish  pharmacists.    Clause  5  was  intended  to  regu- 
late to  a  certain  extent  the  sale  of  such  poisons  as  sulphuric 
acid,  nitric  acid,  hydrochloric  acid,  soluble  salts  of  oxalic- 
acid,  and  such  other  substances  as  might,  for  the  time  being, 
be  prescribed  by  Order  in  Council."  The  clause  did  not  mean 
that  the  sale  of  those  substances  was  to  be  restricted  to 
registered  persons,  a  very  bad  and  unnecessary  precedent. 
It  was  desirable  that  the  Law  Committee  should  get  into 
touch  with  those  who  would  assist  them  in  Parliament,  and 
he  hoped  that  when  the  Bill  came  on  the  committee- would 
have  the  approval  of  the  Council  in  doing  what  they  could 
to  get  the  objectionable  clauses  eliminated. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Beggs,  a  resolution  was  passed'em- 
powering  the  Law  Committee  to  take  whatever  steps  were 
required  in  the  matter. 

Correspondence. 
A  letter  was  received  from  the  Irish  Privy  Council  Office 
asking  some  explanations  in  reference  to  a  resolution  which 
had  been  passed  by  the  Council  of  the  Society  relative  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  Preliminary  examinations  of  other 
bodies.  A  draft  reply  was  approved  of,  and  the  Registrar 
was  directed  to  send  with  it  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  had 
been  received  from  the  Intermediate  Board. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Fairweather,  seconded  by- Mr. 
Beggs,  thanks  were  voted  for  donations,  from  the  University 
of  Birmingham  of  a  copy  of  their  Calendar  for  1907-8;  from 
the  Pharmacy  Board  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  of  a  copy 
of  their  Register;  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  of  copies  of  their  Calendar  and  Register;  and  from 
the  Missouri  Botanical  Garden  of  a  copy  of  their  eighteenth 
Report  (1907). 

Elections. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.'  Fairweather,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Beggs,  Mr.  William  N.  Allen  was  re-elected  Examiner  for 


the  practical  pharmacy  division  of  the  Licence  examina- 
tion. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  seconded  by  Mr.  Michie, 
Mr.  Fawcett  Maxwell  was  re-elected  Examiner  for  the. 
qualification  of  Assistant  to  Pharmaceutical  Chemists. 

Mr.  Thomas  Ignatius  Keogh,  of  Harold's  Cross,  Dublin,, 
and  Mr  Edward  Breen,  of  Maryborough,  Ireland,  were- 
nominated  for  membership. 

Other  business  having  been  transacted,  the  Council  ad- 
journed.

"  The  Atomic  Weight  ot  Radium"  was  the  subject  of 
a  communication  by  Professor  T.  E.  Thorpe  to  the  Royal  I 
Society  on  March  5.  Using  as  his  material  residues  from  the 
uranium  workings  of  the  mines  at  Jbachimstahl,  Bohemia, 
which  were  presented  to  the  Royal  Society  two  years  ago, 
Dr.  Thorpe  made  radium  chloride,  and  with  this  determined 
the  atomic  weight  of  the  element  to  be  227,  as  compared  with 
Mme.  Curie's  latest  figure— 226.2. 

A  New  Solanaceous  Alkaloid.— Willslathe  and  Heubner 
have  extracted  a  new  alkaloid  from  the  leaves  of  Hyoscyamus  , 
muticus.  It  is  a  colourless  liquid  not  affecting  polarised! 
light,  of  sp.  gr.  0.7941  at  15°,  soluble  in  alcohol,  ether,  and 
water.  It  boils  at  169°.  Its  formula  is  CsH2„N2,  and  it  forms- 
well-defined  salts — especially  a  hydrochloride,  chloro: 
platinate,  and  aurochloride.  They  have  succeeded  in  pre- 
paring the  base  synthetically,  and  have  decided  that  its  con-  ( 
stitution  is  that  of  a  tetramethyl-diamino-butane. 

A  New  Chloral  Reaction.— K.  Oevelli  gives  the  following' 
in  "  Chem.  Zeit."  :  1  c.c.  castor  oil  is  heated  for  tenminute&' 
in  a  porcelain  dish  on  the  water-bath,  and  in  the  middle  of.  j 
the  oil  a  piece  of  antimony  trichloride,  about  the  size  of  a  pea, 
is  placed.-  A  resinous  orange-yellow  mass  forms,  and  if  a' 
trace  of  chloral  hydrate  be  introduced  into  this,  leaving 
meanwhile  the  dish  on  the  water-bath,  a  film  of  a, beautiful 
deep-blue  green  colour  results.    If  watery  solutions  of  chloral; 
hydrate  are  to  be  tested  they  should  be  shaken  out  with  an 
equal  volume  of  ether  ;  the  ether  mixed  with  1  to  2  c.c.  castor 
oil,  the  ether  evaporated  on  the  water-bath,  and  the  residue,, 
dried  on  sulphuric  acid,  then  used  for  the  reaction. 

Iodine  Assay  iu  Aribtol.— The  metboi  given  by  Duliire . 
for  estimating  the  iodine  in  aristol  ("  Annales  de  Pharm.  de, 
Louvain")  is  as  follows:  Weigh  out  0.5  gram  of  dry  aristol 
and  i  add  to  it  20  c.c.  of  alcohol  and  0.25  gram  of  potash. 
Evaporate,  incinerate,  wash  out  with  water,  acidulate  with , 
sulphuric  acid,  then  add  15  c.c.  of  chloroform  and  .a, little-, 
solution  of  potassium  nitrite.    Decant  the  chloroform,  and! 
repeat  the  process  twice.    Then  wash  the  chloroform  to 
remove  the  nitrous  acid,  and  add  a  solution  of  1  gram  of 
potassium  iodide  in  50  c.c.  of  water  and  a  few  drops  of  starch- 
paste.    The  liquid  is  then  titrated  with  decinormal  sodium 
hyposulphite.    The  number  of  c.c.  of  hypo  solution  multiplied 
by  0.0127  indicates  the  quantity  of  iodine  in  the  sample.  A 
pure  sample  of  aristol  free  from  chlorine  contains  ahout  46  per  | 
cent,  of  iodine. 

Solidification  of  Helium.- Sir  James  Dewar  communi- 
cated to  "The  Times"  of  March  6  a  telegram  received  on 
the  previous  evening  from  Dr.  Kamerlingh  Onnes,  of  the  I 
University  of  Leyden,  stating  that  he  had  converted  helium 
into  a  solid.    From  the  fact  that  the  last  evaporating  parts 
of  the  gas  showed  considerable  vapour-pressures,  it  appears 
as  if  the  liquid  state  were  jumped  over.    Dr.  Onnes  has- 
communicated  an  account  of  his  experiment  to  the  Dutch  J 
Academy  of  Sciences.     His  achievement   is  the  outcome 
of   a   long   and   persistent,   scries   of   experiments.     It  was., 
surmised  (says  the  Leyden  correspondent  of  the  "  Daily 
Telegraph"),    on    the    results    of    previous  experiments, 
that    helium    has    a    critical    temperature    of    —450°   F:;  . 
consequently,  if  compressed  under  a  pressure  of  100  atmo- 
spheres, and  at  a  temperature  of  -434°  F.,  the  melting-point 
of  hydrogen,  helium  might  probablv  be  reduced  below  lt&i 
critical  point.   Dr.  Onnes  placed  a  tube  with  thick  sides,  con- 
taining a  thinner  one  for  extra  protection  against,  external 
warming  influences,  in  a  vessel  filled  with  liquid  hydrogen,  : 
and  in  this  tube  about  one  and  a  half  gallon  of  helium  was 
compressed  under  100  atmospheres.    On  allowing  expansion 
to  a  lower  temperature,  a  cloud  appeared,  which  increased 
as  the  expansion  in  rucvo  continued."  Out  of  the  nebulous- 
mass  a  white  flocculent  substance  gathered  in  the  inner  tube 
where— although  the  tube  ■  was  well  closed— it-  evaporated 
within  twenty,  seconds.    Some  solid  substance,-  however,  was- 
left,  the  pressure  in  the  tube  meanwhile  rising  to,  one  atmo- 
sphere, and  when  the  valve  was  opened  and  the  pressure  wa-s- 
reduced  this  substance  exhaled  almost  immediately,  no  sign; 
of  liquefaction  being  observable.    The  substance  which  re- 
mained at  a  temperature  of  —434°  F.  was  solid  helium. 
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Observations  anb  IReflections.

A  Pharmacy  Bill  in  Parliament 

has  grown  into  a  habit  with 
us,  and,  like  other  indulgences  which  we  encourage,  it  is 
difficult  to  break  away- from.  Those  chemists  who  go  to 
meetings — they  are  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  total- 
insist  on  a  Bill  of  some  kind  to  talk  about.  It  does  not 
.seem  to  signify  greatly  what  is  the  character  of  the  pro- 
posals it  contains  :  something  different  from  last  year's 
for  preference.  When  Mr.  Hills,  as  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  was  pushing  his  Bill  through  Par- 
liament in  1898  the  frequently  repeated  apology  for  its 
insignificance  was  that  it  was  only  intended  as  a  con- 
solidating measure,  a  jumping-off  place,  and  that  when 
we  were  consolidated  we  were  going  to  march  against 
company-pharmacy  in  .  a  solid  and  irresistible  phalanx. 
After  one  or  two  false  starts  we  got  away,  and  for  the  past 
-six  years  we  have  been  "demonstrating."  Our  chiefs,  it 
now  appears,  knew  all  along  that  we  had  no  chance  of  final 
-success,  and  naturally  we  had  not  under  such  leadership. 
Now,  therefore,  we  are  called  upon  to 
Abandon  our  Objections 

to  unqualified  proprietorship,  tell 
Parliament  in  effect  that  we  have  been  putting  forward  an 
unreasonable  demand  all  these  years,  submit  to  Mr.  Alex- 
ander Cross's  rearrangement  of  the  regulations  for  the  sale 
■of.  poisons,  and  accept  thankfully  for  ourselves  positions 
ah  the  drug-departments  of  grocery  and  drapery  establish- 
ments. Let  it  be  understood  that  this  surrender  is  final. 
B,y  the  new  Bill  we  condone  any  injustice  we  may  think 
we''have  suffered,  and  it  will  be  childish  in  the  future  to 
go  about  complaining  of  it  when  we  have  not  the  per- 
severance to  persist  in  our  claim.  But  we  are  still  resolute 
men.  Our  irreducible  minimum  has  come  down  a  good 
many  notches,  but  we  have  arrived  once  more  at  a  sticking- 
place,  and  to  that  we  screw  our  courage.  The  unqualified 
■capitalists  may  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons, 
which,  in  fact,  is  all  that  most  of  them  desire  to  do.  But 
While  we  give  away  the  substantial  asset  we  are  sternly 
■determined  to  fight  for  the  more  sentimental  "magic  of  a 
name."  Of  course,  we  have  a  right  to  the  title— just  the 
sime  right  that  we  have  to  the  monopoly  of  owning  shops 
Where  poisons  are  kept.  But  having  abandoned  the  larger 
claim,  it  is  not  easy  to  see  where  the 
*\  Enormous  Principle" 

which  the  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  declares  we  are  fighting  for  comes  in.  It 
is  surely  a  mere  question  of  bargaining  now.  How  much 
■are  we  willing  to  pay  for  this  fragment  of  j ustice  ?  Accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Young,  the  principle  is  so  enormous  that  no 
mundane  considerations  ought  to  influence  us.  We  who 
have  the  misfortune  to  be  mundane  can  only  reverence  a 
lofty  view  of  such  elevation  ;  we  cannot  argue  against  it. 
But  we  cannot  help  being  mercenary  enough  to  try  to 
strike  a  balance.  Suppose  we  get  practically  all  we  contend 
for.  Suppose  that  the  Committee  to  whom  the 'questions 
involved  are  to  be  referred  accepts  our  views  generally, 
■and  permits  us  to  make  the  several  sacrifices  we  so  eagerly 
■offer,  what  position  shall  we  be  in  at  the  end  of  the  Session  ? 
'On  the  credit  side  companies  who  call  themselves  chemists 
or  cash  chemists  will'  have  to  substitute  some  other  title 
for  that,  they  will  have  to  exhibit  the  name  of  their 
qualified  manager  in  each  of  their  shops,  we  shall  have 
power  to  enforce  a  curriculum  on  the  fast  diminishing  band 
of  youths  who  are  still  attracted  by  the  coloured  bottles, 


we  shall  have  power  to  divide  the  Minor  examination,  and 
to  /accept J  Colonial  certificates  'in  lieu  of  our  own.  No 
enthusiasm  for  the  curriculum,  and  not  much  for  the  division 
of  the  examination  or  for  Colonial  qualifications  can  be 
looked  for ;  but  the  removal  of  the  title  from  a  number  of 
company  shops,  and  the  conspicuous  exhibition  of  the  name 
;  of  the  qualified  manager,  will,  without  doubt,  meet  a  long- 
:  felt  want  in  many  quarters.  It  may  be  as  well  to  remember, 
however,  that  even  if  this  is  agreed  to  a  time-limit  of  at 
least  seven  years  will  be  conceded,  and  that  there  are 
plenty  of  other  names  from  which  the  companies  will  be 
able  to  choose.    Now,  what  will  be 

The  Cost  of  these  Blessings, 

counting  only  that  which  we  are 
offering  to  pay  ?  First,  there  is  the  Government  Bill,  which 
we  are  tacitly  accepting  in  anticipation  that  the  organisers 
of  that  measure  will  reciprocate  by  adopting  some  part  of 
our  proposals.  That  means  that  licences  for  the  sale  of 
certain  poisons  are  to  be  granted  by  the  Privy  Council  to 
unqualified  persons  without  any  consultation  with  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  and  that  the  Privy  Council  are  to  have 
the  power  of  extending  this  method  of  supplanting  us 
whenever  they  think  proper,  which  means  whenever  out- 
side pressure  shall  be  strong  enough.  It  appears  that  we 
are  actually  allowing  that  scheme  to  go  through  Parliament 
without  even  a  protest.  Then  in  branch  shops  the  name 
of  the  manager  is  to  be  conspicuously  exhibited,  and  the 
same  advertisement  is  to  be  given  to  the  manager  employed 
by  executors.  This  is  held  out  as  a  triumph  for  the  demo- 
cratic principle,  an  advantage  for  the  qualified  assistant. 
So  it  is ;  but  to  just  the  extent  that  it  benefits  the  manager 
it  must  injure  the  proprietor,  who  ought  to  be  considered 
to  some  extent.  Widows  and  executors  generally  are  only 
to  be  permitted  to  continue  the  business  left  in  their  charge 
"  during  the  term  of  the  trust  or  administration,"  and  they 
must  not  even  exhibit  the  title — that  is,  they  must  not 
announce  themselves  as  executors  of  the  late  Mr.  Blank, 
chemist.  Lastly,  for  the  present — for  these  do  not  exhaust 
the  objectionable  features  of  the  Bill — every  association  of 
the  description  chemist  with  a  name,  historic  or  adopted, 
not  that  of  the  owner,  either  on  labels,  facias,  brasses, 
note-paper,  account-forms,  advertisements,  or  in  any  way 
whatever,  is  to  become  a  5/.  offence.  It  has  been  estimated 
that  about  a  third  of  the  chemists  of  Great  Britain  will 
be  affected  by  this  clause,  but  it  would  be  too  mundane  for 
a  wealthy  class  such  as  we  are  to  calculate  the  probable 
cost  of  complying  with  this  provision. 

The  Discovery  of  New  Offences 

is  making  civilised  life  in- 
tolerable. Good  people  who  have  fairly  conformed  to  both 
the  moral  and  the  artificial  law  all  their  lives  are  never  safe 
while  Parliament  is  sitting.  Practices  which  they  have 
followed,  as  their  forefathers  did  before  them,  in  full  con- 
fidence that  they  were  innocent,  they  suddenly  find 
scheduled  as  penal,  or  at  least  taxable.  It  is  just  to 
agitators  and  reformers  generally  to  recognise  that  they 
attack  in  preference  the  sins  they  have  no  mind  for  them- 
selves. It  is  here  that  pharmacists  differ  from  them.  They 
are  going  to  Parliament  to  suggest  additional  penalties  on 
themselves.  If  the  Legislature  forced  on  us  these  clauses 
directed  against  widows,  branch  shops,  and  old  trade- 
names, and  we,  after  a  decent  resistance,  were  compelled  to 
submit,  the  process  would  be  normal.  But  the  present 
position  is  as  if  the  brewers  and  publicans  were  actually 
clamouring  for  a  Licensing  Bill  which  should  curtail  the 
value  of  their  properties ;  and  that,  as  Euclid  might  say, 
is.inconceivable.-  -   '    .

Ebttortal  Comments. 


Pharmacy  Legislation. 

A  great  deal  has  still  to  hs  raid  in  regard  to  the  Society  V- 
draft  Bill  (which  has  not  yet  been  laid  before  Parliament), 
but  pressure  of  other  matters  prevents  fuller  reference  to 
it  this  week.  We  therefore  commend  to  the  serious  atten- 
tion of  chemists  the  criticism  of  "  Xrayser  ".  on  p.  409,  and 
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several  criticisms  of  the  same  Bill  and  the  Government 
one  in  our  correspondence  columns.  There  is  no  im- 
mediate danger  of  the  former  Bill  passing  through  Parlia- 
ment, but  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  some  of  its  prin- 
ciples are  embodied  in  the  Government  measure,  and  unless 
the  Committee  are  told  to  the  contrary,  they  may  be  con- 
sidered to  be  uncontroversial.  That  is  the  danger,  and 
chemists  individually  should  let  their  members  of  Parlia- 
ment know  that  the  Government  Bill  as  it  stands  means 
{1)  confiscation  of  the  trading  privilege  obtained  as  the 
i-esult  of  examination  and  registration,  (2)  additional  busi- 
ness restriction,  and  (3)  increased  expense  and  stringency 
of  qualification  uncalled  for  by  the  nature  of  the  business. 
The  first  point  is  the  most  urgent  danger.  Although  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  has  practically  acquiesced  in  the 
'Government  proposals  as  to  sale  of  agricultural  and  horti- 
cultural poisons,  on  the  ground  that  the  Bill  provides 
safeguards,  our  horticultural  opponents  show  jubilance 
which  shames  the  Society's  equanimity.  Mr.  G.  H. 
Eichards,  manufacturer  of  "  XL- All,"  gives  proof  of  this 
in  a  letter  he  has  issued  to  the  Press  this  week,  the  sub- 
stance of  which  is  as  follows  : 

Compounds  (Poisonous)  for  Horticultural  and  Agricultural 
Purposes. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  successfully  passed  its  second  reading  in  the  House  of 
liords  on  Thursday  last,  and  was  referred  to  a  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  both  Houses  of  Parliament. 

The  horticultural  trade  is  materially  interested  in  this 
Bill,  as  by  Clause  2  power  is  given  for  persons,  other  than 
■chemists,  such  as  nurserymen,  seedsmen,  ironmongers,  and 
agricultural  agents,  to  stock  and  sell  (under  provisions  to  be 
made  by  the  Privy  Council)  weed-killers,  insecticides,  sheep- 
dips,  etc. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Traders  in  Poisonous  Com- 
pounds for  Trade  Purposes  Protection  Society  has,  for 
years  past,  been  working  to  this  end,  and  it  is  due  to  the 
efforts  of  the  Society  that  this  clause  has  been  inserted  in 
the  Bill.  All  those  interested  in  the  sale  of  these  com- 
pounds should  assist  the  Society  in  its  efforts  to  get  members 
of  Parliament  to  support  Clause  2  of  the  Bill,  so  that  the 
same  may  become  law  this  Session. 

This  is  the  sort  of  thing  that  chemists  individually  must 
exert  themselves  to  counteract,  and  no  words  are  necessary 
to  prove  to  them  that  if  Mr.  Richards'  hope  is  realised 
and  the  Bill  becomes  an  Act  (and  that  an  enabling  one) 
this  session,  the  whittling  away  of  other  branches  of  the 
poisons  trade  from  chemists  to  other  shopkeepers  is  only  a 
quession  of  time.  Other  branches  of  the  retail  business 
will  naturally  go  with  poisons. 


The  Trade  of  February. 

The  Board  of  Trade  accounts  relating  to  the  trade  and 
navigation  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  issued  last  Satur- 
day, and  contained  the  figures  for  export  and  import  busi- 
ness during  February— a  month  of  twenty-five  working-days 
including  five  Saturdays,  as  compared  with  twenty-four 
days  with  four  Saturdays  in  each  of  the  Februarys  of  1906 
and  1907.  Last  year's  phenomenal  boom  was  not  bettered 
last  month,  but  there  was  a  falling-off.  The  figures  are  as 
follows  :

If  last  year's  trade  level  had  been  kept  up  we  should  have 
had  exports  of  British  goods  in  February  to  the  value  of 
33i  million  pounds.  The  falling  is  not  serious,  but  there 
is^  a  very  marked  diminution  in  re-exports— viz.,  two 
millions  last  month  and  four  millions  odd  for  January  and 
February.    It  is  satisfactory  to  note  in  connection  with  the 


latter  figures  that  the  decrease  is  due  chiefly  to  raw 
materials,  of  which  2,643,980/.  less  was  exported.  If  we 
have  kept  these  for  home  manufactures  there  is  nothing  to 
regret  in  the  decline,  especially  as  the  imports  of  the  prin- 
cipal items  were  less  in  February. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  increases  (  +  )  and 
decreases  (  — )  in  the  four  sections  of  trade  in  February 
1908,  as  compared  with  February  1907.

The  decrease  in  impoits  of  all  goods  for  the  two  mcnths 
now  amounts  to  4,666,270/.,  but  as  compared  with  1905  we 
have  still  an  increase  of  7,793,587/.  In  the  two  months' 
exports,  the  decrease  is  only  787,000/.  This  favourable 
result  is,  however,  solely  due  to  coal,  the  shipments  of  which 
increased  by  1,228,636/.,  while  the  exports  of  manufactured 
articles  have  this  year  declined  by  1,487,305/.  One  of  the 
few  bright  spots  is  that  the  total  shipments  of  chemicals, 
drugs,  dyes,  and  colours  show  an  increase  of  74,715/.  this 
year  so  far,  and  these  goods  to  the  value  of  three  millions 
sterling  have  been  exported.  But  the  fact  remains  that 
the  bulk  of  the  items  show  a  decrease  pointing  to  a  slacken- 
ing off  in  this  branch,  as  the  increase  is  due  to  sulphate  of 
copper,  glycerin,  manures,  and  miscellaneous  chemicals. 
The  copper  sulphate  figures  are  remarkable,  the  month's 
exports  being  valued  at  79,373/.,  or  5,227  tons  more,  and 
for  the  two  months  trie  values  are  up  by  close  upon  100.000/. 
and  the  weight  by  6,852  tons,  these  figures  pointing  to  an 
unusual  spring  demand.  The  effect  of  business  with  the 
United  States  is  traceable  in  the  greatly  diminished  exports 
of  bleaching  materials,  which  fell  in  February  from 
70,000  cwt.  to  30,000  cwt.,  and  for  the  two  months  from 
147,000  cwt.  to  85,000  cwt.,  but  the  shipments  to  "other 
countries  "  are  practically  stationary.  There  was  a  decline 
of  17,776/.  in  our  exports  of  medicines  last  month,  but  on 
the  year  this  amount  is  reduced  to  7,465/.  As  compared 
with  two  years  ago  the  figures  are  distinctly  favourable,

The  demand  for  quinine  was  again  poor  in  February, 
74,640  oz.  British  make  being  shipped,  while  so  far  this  year 
130,035  oz.,  or  58,868  oz.  less  have  been  exported.  The 
exports  of  quinine  during  the  past  three  years  declared 
as  of  "foreign"  make  are  so  extraordinary  that  we  give 
them  in  detail  :

Other  products  call  for  little  comment,  except  that  the 
high  prices  of  glycerin  are  reflected  in  the  diminished 
exports,  the  26,181  cwt.  of  British  make  being  valued  at 
57,510/.,  whereas  the  30,672  cwt.  exported  during  the  first 
two  months  of  1907  cost  but  52,648/.  In  view  of  the  all- 
round  depression  in  the  world's  trade,  especially  in  the 
United  States  and  Germany,  the  contraction  in  our  foreign 
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commerce  is  only  natural.  Indeed,  it  is  surprising  that 
the  volame  of  business  is  so  well  maintained,  and  with 
cheaper  money  it  is  to  be  expected  that  this  will  be  the 
tale  of  the  year.  In  any  case  there  is  occasion  for  still 
greater  effort  on  the  part  of  manufacturers  and  exporters, 
upon  whom  mainly  depends  the  progress  of  British  com- 
merce. Official  trade  statistics  are  not  a  measure  of 
Governmental  power,  but  of  individual  enterprise,  for  we 
are  a  nation  who  do  not  brook  official  interference  with  our 
business  ;  we  want  a  free  hand  and  liberty  for  enterprise. 
Therefore,,  when  the  Boaid  of  Trade  Returns  show  dimin- 
ished trade  that  is  a  very  good  reason  for  giving  a  renewed 
stimulus  to  business  effort. 


Cocaine  in  India. 

We  have  been  desired  to  solicit  the  co-operation  of  the  home 
trade  with  the  authorities  in  India  and  the  best  of  the 
Indian  drug-trade  in  controlling  the  distribution  of  cocaine 
and  its  congeners  which  have  caused  most  deplorable 
ravages  by  excessive  use  among  the  native  population  of 
our  great  dependency.  The  present  is  an  opportune  time 
for  presenting  facts  which  may  not  be  as  well  known  in 
Europe  as  they  are  to  English  chemists  in  our  great  de- 
pendency. 

In  India  cocaine  is  commonly  dealt  in  by  persons  (in- 
cluding pedlars  and  hawkers)  of  a  lower  class  than  dealers 
in  Europe,  and  its  use  as  a  stimulant  has  so  spread  as  to 
become  a  national  danger.  The  authorities  can  expect  little 
help  from  the  general  public  in  their  campaign  against  the 
cocaine-habit,  and  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the 
native  subordinates,  on  whom  they  must  depend,  are  often 
not  above  the  temptations  which  are  offered  to  them  to 
collude  in  the  malpractices  which  they  may  detect.  It 
therefore  behoves  all  honest  dealers  in  cocaine  to  co-operate 
with  the  Government.  This  applies  particularly  to  English 
and  Continental  wholesale  druggists  or  drug-houses.  India 
obtains  its  cocaine  entirely  from  Europe,  and  the  Indian 
dealers  would  have  little  opportunity  for  the  evasion  of  the 
regulations  by  which  Government  attempts  to  regulate 
the  trade  in  the  drug  if  only  the  wholesalers  who  supply 
them  would  study  those  regulations  and  co-operate  in 
making  them  effective.  The  wholesale  trade  as  a  body 
have  acted  up  to  the  high  standard  of  English  commercial 
integrity,  but  there  are  exceptions,  all  but  one  being  in 
Germany. 

The  regulations  in  force  in  the  Punjab  are  typical  of  those 
in  other  Provinces.  Bengal  was  the  first  to  adopt,  in  1902, 
regulations  respecting  the  importation  and  sale  of  cocaine ; 
Bombay  followed  in  1903,  then  Madras,  and  in  1906  the 
sanction  of  the  Legislature  was  given  to  a  measure  which 
enabled  the  Punjab  to  issue  rules  and  regulations  (C.  d-  D., 
1906,  II.,  p.  627).  Now  the  cocaine-trade  throughout  India 
is  at  present  controlled  by  the  Government,  which  pro- 
hibits the  use  of  the  Post  Office  for  the  importation  of  the 
drug,  and  officers  connected  with  the  mail  and  postal  service 
have  been  authorised  to  search  postal  articles  suspected  of 
containing  the  drug,  and  to  take  steps  for  its  confiscation. 
The  Government  also  restricts  the  importation  of  cocaine 
by  means  other  than  the  post  to  persons  or  their  authorised 
agents  who  have  been  specially  permitted  to  import  the 
drug  by  a  local  Government  or  Administration  (i.e.,  the 
authorities  of  one  of  the  Provinces).  Customs  officers  at 
the  seaports  are  instructed  not  to  pass  cocaine  to  any  except 
persons  so  authorised.  From  information  which  we  have 
received  from  correspondents  it  appears  that  evasion  of  the 
Government  control  over  the  trade  is  most  often  effected 
by  post,  and  it  is  therefore  desirable  to  recall  the  rules  and 


regulations.  We  cite  those  of  the  Punjab,  which  are  the: 
most  recent,  and  are  practically  the  same  as  in  other  Pro-, 
vinces.  According  to  these  the  possession  of  cocaine, 
except  under  a  licence,  is  forbidden  saving  the  special 
cases  (a),  (b),  (c)  noted  below.  The  rules  apply  to  eucaine,. 
novocaine,  tropa-cocaine,  alypin,  and  all  admixtures  or, 
preparations  of  these,  as  well  as  to  cocaine.  The  special! 
cases  are  : 

(a)  Possession  of  the  drugs  purchased  from  a  duly 
authorised  vendor  for  all  medicinal  purposes,  on  the  pre- 
scription of  a  person  who  practises  medicine  according  to- 
Western  methods ; 

(6)  Possession  of  the  drugs,  up  to  the  limit  of  1  oz.  each,, 
required  for  the  exercise  of  his  profession,  by  a  person  who- 
has  been  registered  under  a  European  or  American  Medical 
Act,  or  who  has  received  a  medical  diploma  from  an  Indian;1 
University  or  College,  and  who  practises  medicine  accord- 
ing to  Western  methods  ;  and 

(c)  Possession  up  to  the  limit  of  1  oz.  as  in  (b)  required  for' 
the  exercise  of  his  profession  by  a  person  who  has  received 
a  European  or  American  degree  in  dental  surgery,  and  who. 
practises  dental  surgery  in  the  European  method. 

In  no  other  case  is  unlicensed  possession  allowed,  and  un- 
licensed sale  is  forbidden  in  all  cases.  A  qualified  medical) 
practitioner  or  dentist  may  without  a  licence  dispense 
cocaine  or  its  substitutes  in  his  own  prescriptions,  but  if  i 
he  sells  them  he  must  be  licensed  to  do  so.  Licences  for 
sale  are  issued  free  of  charge,  but  they  are  not  given  to  any 
person  who  is  not  a  chemist  and  druggist  or  medical  practi- 
tioner. Ordinarily  a  licensee  is  authorised  to  possess  only 
1  oz.,  but  in  special  cases  the  limit  may  be  raised.  The 
alkaloids  must  be  kept  and  sold  in  approved  and  specified1 
premises,  and  may  be  purchased  by  a  licensee  only  from 
Europe  or  from  another  licensed  vendor  in  India.  Licensees- 
are  required  to  register  their  transactions  in  cocaine  or  its 
substitutes,  and  may  sell  them  to  any  other  licensee  or  to  'a 
qualified  medical  practitioner  or  dentist,  but  to  no  other 
person  except  upon  the  prescription  of  a  qualified  medical 
practitioner.  A  licensee  who  makes  a  sale  on  a  prescrip- 
tion is  required  to  retain  the  original  prescription,  or  a  copy, 
and  to  note  on  it,  as  well  as  on  the  copy,  if  there  is  one, 
every  sale  made  according  to  it ;  and  he  is  forbidden  to 
repeat  a  prescription  except  on  the  order  of  a  qualified 
medical  practitioner.  A  difficulty  has  been  felt  about  the 
trade  in  proprietary  articles  containing  cocaine  or  its  sub- 
stitutes, but  it  has  now  been  decided  that  they  may  not  be 
sold  except  by  licensed  persons,  and  that  licensees  may  sell 
them  only  if  the  articles  show  plainly  on  the  labels  what 
quantities  of  cocaine,  eucaine,  and  novacocaine,  etc.,  are  in 
them. 


Cheap  Cocaine; 

The  sharp  contest  between  the  manufacturers  of  cocaine 
which  we  reported  in  our  last  issue  is  an  event  of  unusual 
interest  in  the  history  of  this  important  alkaloid,  indicating, 
as  it  does,  the  weakness  of  so-called  "conventions"  when 
assailed  by  independent  or  "outside"  makers  determined 
to  obtain  a  footing  on  the  market  at  any  price.  As  a  con- 
sequence of  sudden  and  sweeping  reductions  the  cocaine 
market  has  become  unsettled,  there  being  a  want  of  con- 
fidence in  the  stability  of  the  article.  In  order  to  induce 
business,  therefore,  the  makers  have  instituted  quite  a  new 
departure  by  granting  a  falling  clause  to  protect  buyers  for 
delivery  over  the  next  nine  months,  which  in  other  words 
means  that  if,  during  the  currency  of  a  contract,  buyers 
should  be  quoted  lower  prices  than  the  contract-price  for 
equal  quality,  they  would  be  charged  the  same  price  on 
receipt  of  proof,  or  allowed  to  deduct  the  respective 
quantity  from  the  balance  of  their  contract.  This  unu  sually 
long  period  of  "  protection,"  which  covers  buyers  to  the  end 
of  this  year,  has  led  to  a  fair  amount  of  speculative  business. 
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That  the  present  prices  leave  a  loss  goes  without  saying,  as 
the  cost  of  crude  cocaine  is  said  to  be  about  Is.  per  oz.  In 
November  last  we  reported  that  the  Peruvian  crude  cocaine 
factories  had  closed  down  and  that  the  export  trade  had 
declined  considerably.  About  that  time  large  consign- 
ments, which  represented  the  factory  stocks,  were  shipped 
to  Hamburg  in  order  to  await  a  better  market,  and  as  these 
have  since  been  drawn  upon,  it  is  anticipated  that  eventu- 
ally the  makers  of  hydrochloride  will  find  a  difficulty  in 
■obtaining  delivery  of  the  crude  material.  Moreover,  the 
increased  demand  for  crude  alkaloid,  engendered  by  the 
recent  speculation,  may  have  the  effect  of  Peruvian  makers 
instructing  their  principals  on  the  Continent  to  advance 
their  prices,  which  are  at  present  unchanged.  Should  this 
happen,  there  will  in  all  probability  be  a  "  squeeze,"  and 
this  in  turn  would  put  an  end  to  the  current  unprecedentedly 
low  prices.  These  opinions  are  advanced  by  those  who  are 
believed  to  know  most  about  the  position  of  the  article, 
but  it  need  hardly  be  said  that  the  intentions  of  the  manu- 
facturers are  only  known  to  themselves.  In  view  of  the 
present  interesting  situation,  we  have  compiled  the  fol- 
lowing table,  showing  the  fluctuations  in  the  makers'  prices 
of  hydrochloride  (for  minimum  bulk  lots  of  175  oz.)  over  a 
series  of  years  :

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1884,  at  the  time  cocaine 

hydrochloride  was  introduced  as  a  commercial  product,  the 
following  statement  appeared  in  a  C.  <£■  D.  editorial  : 

The  alkaloid  is  at  present  very  costly,  9rZ.  or  Is.  per  grain, 
and  its  price  is  not  likely  to  fall  for  a  few  months. 

In  that  year  Messrs.  J.  W.  Drysdale  &  Sons  made  a  sale  of 
200  grams  (about  6  oz.)  to  the  Continent,  which  cost  the 
buyer  250?.  ;  whereas  to-day  the  value  of  175  oz.  is  just 
under  50?.,  a  decline  which  we  believe  is  unprecedented  in 
the  commercial  history  of  fine  chemicals.  The  causes  of  the 
present  depression  are  deep-seated,  one  of  the  contributory 
factors  being  the  prohibitory  measures  taken  against  the 
consumption  of  cocaine  in  India  and  elsewhere,  with  which 
the  preceding  article  deals  fully. 


"  Known  and  Admitted  " 

We  called  attention  in  our  issue  of  February  22,  p.  297, 
to  the  fact  that  the  use  of  possessive-case  names  on  medi- 
cinal preparations  sold  under  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts 

I exemption  as  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies, 
is  not  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  unless 
such  names  have  been  approved  by  the  Board.  The  occa- 
sion for  these  remarks  was  the  sale  by  a  chemist  of  Stokes's 
Expectorant  Mixture  without  a  duty-stamp.  Knowing  that 
this  preparation  and  Stokes's  Liniments  have  never  been 
proprietary  medicines,  we  submitted  to  the  Board  a  brief 
account  of  their  origin,  and  the  Board  have  now  agreed 
not  to  regard  the  titles  hereafter  mentioned  as  setting  up 
a  claim  to  proprietary  right.  The  following  are  the  recipes

These  preparations  were  originated  by  Dr.  William  Stokes 
(a  son  of  Professor  Whitley  Stokes,  Professor  of  Physic 
at  the  University  of  Dublin),  who  graduated  in  medicine 
at  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and  early  last  century 
began  practice  in  Dublin.  By  1835  he  had  become  noted 
for  his  skill  in  the  treatment  of  chest-diseases,  and  in  1837 
he  published  a  book  on  these  diseases.  He  succeeded  his 
father  as  Regius  Professor  of  Physic  in  the  University  of 
Dublin  in  1848,  and  became  one  of  Queen  Victoria's  Phy- 
sicians in  Ordinary  in  Ireland,  as  well  as  a  Crown  Repre- 
sentative on  the  General  Medical  Council.  In  the  practice 
of  his  profession  Dr.  Stokes  was  accustomed  to  prescribe 
a  mixture  for  coughs,  and  the  prescription  which  is  now 
most  commonly  followed  in  this  country  is  No.  1  above, 
and  in  the  United  States  and  elsewhere  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Atlantic  No.  2.  The  liniments  are  also,  like 
the  mixture,  commonly  known  to  and  compounded  by 
chemists  in  the  United  Kingdom,  in  the  United  States, 
in  Canada,  and  elsewhere,  and  recipes  for  them  have  been 
published  in  various  books.  We  pointed  out  to  the  Board 
that  Dr.  Stokes  never  had  a  proprietary  interest  in  the  pre- 
parations, his  position  as  a  professor  and  practitioner  pre- 
cluding him  from  participating  directly  or  indirectly  in 
proprietary  medicines,  and  we  suggested  that  they  should 
be  added  to  the  category  of  "known,  admitted,  and 
approved  remedies."  In  reply  to  these  representations  we 
have  received  the  subjoined  letter  :

Sir, — I  have  laid  before  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  your 
letter  of  the  17th  ultimo,  and  in  reply  I  am  directed  to 
acquaint  you  that,  on  consideration  of  the  history  of  the  under- 
mentioned preparations,  they  have  decided,  in  administering 
the  medicine  stamp-duty,  not  to  regard  the  titles  by  which 
the  preparations  are  known,  as  setting  up  a  claim  to  a  pro- 
prietary right,  viz.  :

This  is  a  satisfactory  addition  to  the  existing  exemptions, 
but  the  conditions  of  sale  applicable  to  such  specially 
exempted  remedies  should  be  clearly  understood  and  acted 
upon.  The  effect  of  the  Board's  decision  is  to  free  all 
the  preparations  from  liability  to  stamp-duty  on  account 
of  possessive  case  names,  and  to  bring  those  that  are 
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otherwise  dutiable  within  the  terms  of  the  exemption. 
Therefore  those  that  are  held  out  for  the  prevention,  cure, 
or  relief  of  human  ailments  must  bear  on  the  labels  a 
reference  to  the  published  formula  (i.e.,  "Pharmaceutical 
Formulas  ")  or  a  disclosure  of  (he  medicinal  ingredients. 


X-Rays  at  Bloomsbury. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  last  evening  meeting  for 
this  session  was  held  on  Tuesday^  when  Dr.  H.  R.  Le 
Sueur  gave  a  lecture  on  "  x-Rays  and  the  Passage  of 
Electricity  through  Gases  at  Low  Pressures."  The  point 
of  view  is  a  great  matter,  and  the  lecturer  was  perhaps 
under  the  impression  that  his  audience  was  composed  of 
chemists  such  as  he  had  met  at  Galen  Place  as  examina- 
tion candidates.  Of  its  kind  the  demonstration  was  excel- 
lent, and  Dr.  Le  Sueur  treated  the  subject  quite  seriously, 
but  the  unconscious  humour  of  the  situation  tickled 
some  of  the  audience.  After  showing  the  well-known 
effects  obtained  by  passing  electricity  through  vacuum- 
tubes  of  various  degrees  of  exhaustion,  the  apple-green 
stage  was  reached  at  which  a;-rays  are  given  off.  Here 
the  lecturer  deliberately  wrote  on  the  blackboard 
"  x-Rays  "  (there  could  be  no  mistake  after  that) ;  a  little 
while  afterwards  barium  platinocyanide  was  mentioned, 
and  the  name  promptly  transferred  to  the  blackboard. 
This  lecture  ends  the  session  at  Bloomsbury,  and  we  trust 
the  Council,  or  whoever  is  responsible  for  the  evening- 
meeting  arrangements,  realise  that  the  Society  has  been 
hopelessly  outpaced  by  provincial  organisations,  and  espe- 
cially by  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  in 
respect  to  reflecting  the  progress  of  practical  pharmacy  as 
carried  on  in  this  country.

Traders  and  Railways:  The  Traders'  Case.  By  Thomas 
Waghorn,  Barrister-at-Law.  7^x4J.  Pp.  233.  4s.  net. 
London  :  E.  Wilson,  54  Threadneedle  Street,  E.C.) 
The  patchwork  legislation  affecting  railways  has  brought 
with  it  many  grievances  to  traders,  while  it  has  strengthened 
the  position  and  relative  monopoly  of  the  various  com- 
panies. Mr.  Waghorn  says  that  it  is  time  a  codifying  Act 
in  simple,  everyday  language  is  passed  in  the  interests  of 
traders.  We  are  afraid  this  is  a  task  of  such  magnitude 
that  few  governments  will  care  to  tackle  the  subject  in  a 
whole-hearted  way,  and  matters  will  probably  go  on  much 
as  they  are  for  a  great  number  of  years.  Perhaps  by  per- 
sisting in  bringing  forward  some  of  the  major  evils,  from 
the  traders'  point  of  view,  improvements  may  be  effected 
here  and  there.  This  book  gives  in  condensed  form  the  legal 
position  in  regard  to  conditions,  owner's  risk,  special  con- 
tracts, undue  preference,  competition,  through  rates  con- 
ciliation, siding  rent,  collection  and  delivery,  and  many 
other  matters  which  traders  should  know  about  railways. 
We  are  afraid  one  of  the  effects  of  a  perusal  of  the  book  will 
be  to  realise  the  helplessness  of  the  position.  As  an  instance, 
it  is  stated  that  the  northern  railways  decline  to  publish 
their  station-to-station  rates  as  required  by  the  Railway 
Acts  of  1873  and  1888,  and  by  including  cartage  rates  in 
their  charges  have  been  illegally  obtaining  one  and  a  half 
million  pounds  per  annum  for  fifteen  years.  This  sum,  Mr. 
Waghorn  suggests,  the  Attorney-General  might  recover,  and 
it  would  form  a  substantial  nucleus  for  an  old-age  pension 
fund.

6s.  net.    London,  1907  :  Longmans,  Green  &  Co. 
In  the  translator's  preface  to  this  series  of  lectures  by 
the  Professor  of  Physiological  Chemistry  in  the  University 
of  Basel,  Dr.  Plimmer  says  "  the  subject  has  been  presented 
by  the  author  in  such  a  new  and  interesting  manner  that  it 


seemed  to  me  that  this  book  would  appeal  to  English  as 
much  as  it  has  done  to  German  students."  This  remark 
we  heartily  endorse.  We  have  never  read  a  book  on  the 
elements  of  organic  chemistry  which  puts  facts  and  prin- 
ciples so  clearly.  The  student  who  approaches  the  subject 
for  the  first  time  must  be  a  very  dunce  if  he  does  not  grasp 
the  instruction  it  affords.  Although  written  for  medical 
students,  we  find  it  to  contain  what  is  required  by  Minor 
and  Major  pharmacy  students.  The  following  is  a  synopsis, 
of  the  lectures  included  : 

(1)  The  rise  of  organic  chemistry  during  the  last  decade;. 
(2)  the  hydrocarbons ;  (3)  methane  and  its  derivatives ;  (4)> 
ethane  and  its  derivatives ;  (5)  the  homologues  and  isomers 
of  the  methane  series;  (6)  the  derivatives  of  propane  and 
butane  and  stereoisomerism;  (7)  glycerol  and  the  fats; 
(8)  the  carbohydrates  ;  (9)  the  glucosides  ;  (10)  the  cyanogen 
compounds  ;  (11)  urea  and  its  derivatives  ;  (12)  the  aromatic- 
compounds,  benzene  and  its  oxidation  products;  (13)  the 
homologues  of  benzene  and  their  oxidation  products;  (14)* 
aromatic  nitrogen  compounds;  (15)  naphthalene,  anthra- 
cene, terpenes,  resins,  camphor  ;  (16)  the  alkaloids ;  (17)  the 
proteins. 

Dr.  Aders  Plimmer's  translation  is  well  done,  and  he  has  j 
added  to  the  original  text  where  the  requirements  of  English) 
students  demand  it.

Their  Supervision   and  Collection. 


IT  is  no  uncommon  thing  for  the  travellers  of  large  whole- 
sale and  manufacturing  concerns  to  be  told  by  the 
chemists  and  druggists  on  whom  they  call  for  payment  of 
| accounts  and  for  further  orders  that  so  much  money  is  out 
that  they  must  have  a  little  more  time,  etc.  Now  such  a 
policy  should  be  avoided  by  any  self-respecting  chemist. 
One  should  not  expect  the  wholesaler  or  manufacturer  to 
finance  one's  business,  for  that  is  what  it  amounts  to,  and 
such  a  course  is  distinctly  prejudicial  to  the  making  of  good 
profits.  If  one  can  pay  so  as  to  get  the  best  discounts  on 
all  purchases,  which  will  usually  average  about  3J  per  cent. , 
the  difference  in  the  net  annual  profit  of  a  shop  turning 
over  only  about  201.  weekly  would  be  between  30£.  and  40/. 
Such  a  net  profit  is  not  to  be  despised  even. by  the  pro- 
prietor of  a  much  larger  business.  The  manufacturing 
houses,  who  usually  have  plenty  of  capital  at  command, 
are  very  keen  on  this  point,  and  usually  stipulate  for  an 
extra  discount  from  the  suppliers  of  raw  materials,  etc., 
for  cash  in  seven  days.  The  retailer  might  well  take  a  hint 
from  them,  but  if  his  capital  is  locked  up  by  a  number  of 
customers  who  will  not  pay  until  actually  asked  to  do  so, 
it  is  obvious  that  a  systematic  arrangement  for  the  super- 
vision and  collection  of  overdue  accounts,  even  in  a  small 
business,  is  of  great  importance. 

Most  chemists  and  druggists  find  this  question  a  serious 
one.  Many  of  their  customers  seldom  think  of  paying  until 
pressed.  Doctors  particularly  are  offenders  in  this  respect. 
Yet  the  chemist  does  not  like  to  exert  too  much  pressure  on 
account  of  the  fear  of  driving  custom  away.  It  would  be 
an  ideal  state  of  things  if  all  credit  accounts  were  paid 
monthly,  but  it  is  too  much  to  hope  for.  Frequently,  how- 
ever, customers  would  pay  much  more  promptly  if  out- 
standing accounts  were  dealt  with  in  a  systematic  and 
business-like  manner,  because  some  people — professional 
men  particularly — much  prefer  to  do  business  with  one  who 
is  uniformly  systematic  and  punctual,  assuming,  of  course, 
that  the  same  spirit  of  promptitude  is  carried  into  all  busi- 
ness transactions. 

It  is  usually  granted  by  business  experts  that  the  item 
book  debts  should  be  kept  at  the  lowest  possible  point,  with 
a  view  to  the  economical  financing  of  a  business.  To  allow 
accounts  to  run  on  month  after  month  without  any  effort  to 
collect  them  may  not  prevent  a  large  trade  being  done ;  but 
it  may  seriously  hamper  one  unless  there  is  unlimited  capital 
at  command.  Even  some  customers  whose  credit  is  quite 
good  never  think  of  settling  their  tradesmen's  accounts 
except  at  long  intervals,  and  only  do  it  when  actually 
pressed  for  payment.  If  such  customers  are  in  the  im- 
mediate locality  there  is  nothing  better  than  a  personal  call 
from  the  principal  or  one  of  the  staff,  and  if  a  promise  is 
made  for  some  future  date,  a  note  to  call  again  should  be 
made  in  one's  diary. 

Some  of  the  large  houses  have  elaborate  systems  of  cards 
for  the  overdue  accounts,  with  what  are  called  "  ticklers," 
that  is,  sets  of  monthly  and  daily  guide-cards.  These  are 
arranged  so  that  on  any  given  day  particulars  appear  of  any 
account  which  should  bo  paid  on  that  date.  Such  a  system, 
however,  would  not  be  of  much  service  to  the  ordinary  shop- 
keeper or  small  wholesale  druggist. 

Where  accounts  cannot  conveniently  be  collected  by  one 
of  the  staff,  it  is  necessary  to  try  to  deal  with  them  through 
the  medium  of  the  post,  and  here  much  tact  and  discretion 
is  called  for.  It,  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  draw  money  from 
a  long-winded  customer  without  offending  him,  and  on  the 
other  hand  one  does  not  like  the  accounts  of  such  customers 
to  become  too  large.  To  steer  safely  between  these  two 
evils  requires  skill  and  experience. 

The  simplest  way  of  supervising  overdue  accounts  is  to 
have  an  overdue  book  and  to  enter  in  it  at  monthly  or 
quarterly  intervals  particulars  of  all  accounts  which  require 
special  attention. 

It  is  surprising  how  quickly  this  can  be  done,  even  where 
a  few  hundred  accounts  have  to  be  gone  through,  but  if 
only  a  few  dozen  the  same  system  might  with  advantage  be 
used.  The  following  is  a  very  useful  ruling  for  such  a 
book  :

The  first  four  columns  explain  themselves.  In  the  re- 
marks column  will  be  entered  such  notes  as  "  watch," 
"press,"  immediate,"  etc.  in  the  numbered  columns  are 
entered  the  dates  on  whicn  calls  or  applications  are  made. 
The  use  of  stereotyped  letters,  or,  as  they  are  usually  called, 
form-letters,  is  not  always  wise,  as  some  customers  become 
irritated  on  receiving  letters  of  this  description.  However, 
if  they  are  so  prepared  that  they  seem  to  be  specially 
written,  there  is  no  objection  to  them,  and  if  a  typewriter  be 
included  in  the  equipment  of  the  establishment,  it  is  a 
simple  matter  to  write  a  number  of  such  letters  at  odd 
moments,  copying  everything  from  the  model  except  the. 
name  and  address.  No.  1  might  simply  be  the  impression 
of  a  rubber  stamp  on  the  statement  as  follows  :  "  Due  for 
payment  on  and  subject  to  per  cent,  if  then  paid, . 
afterwards  net."  No.  2  may  be  a  letter  as  follows  : 

Dear  Sir, — In  case  you  have  overlooked  it,  we  send  you.. 

herewith  a  copy  of  our  statement  of  your  account  due 

on  ...  . 

Yours  respectfully, 

No.  3  might  read  : 

May  we  take  the  liberty  of  reminding  you  that  your 
account  is  now  overdue  '/  We  should  therefore  be  obliged 
by  a  remittance  at  your  earliest  convenience. 

Thanking  you  in  anticipation, 

Yours  respectfully. 

The  writer  has  found  that  after  the  lapse  of  about  a  week, 
to  send  a  postcard  to  those  customers  (who  are  not  private 
individuals)  who  have  not  yet  paid,  simply  asking  for  a 
reply  to  letter  of  such  a  date  secures  attention.  This  would 
be  entered  as  application  No.  4.  The  recipient  may  have 
forgotten  the  letter  referred  to,  but  looks  it  up,  and  while 
i  the  matter  is  still  in  mind  sends  a  cheque,  while  a  letter 
stating  exactly  what  is  required  may  receive  little  or  no 
attention.  Postcards  should  never  be  sent  to  private  cus- 
tomers. They  can  only  be  safely  used  in  the  case  of  whole- 
salers collecting  accounts  from  their  trade  customers,  am] 
even  then  the  fact  that  the  account  is  the  subject  of  the- 
communication  should  not  be  mentioned  on  the  postcard. 
One  must  not  forget  that  the  majority  of  small  shopkeepers 
and  professional  men  do  their  clerical  work  themselves, 
and,  especially  at  busy  times,  letters  relating  to  accounts 
are  put  on  one  side  until  other  correspondence  has  been 
attended  to.  Thus  the  payment  of  accounts  may  be  de- 
ferred week  after  week  without  any  real  intention  to  evade 
payment.  Such  customers  one  cannot  afford  to  lose,  and 
much  patience  is  sometimes  necessary.  Application  No.  5^ 
might  therefore  be  : 

Probably  our  recent  applications  re  account  have  escaped 
your  attention,  but  we  trust  the  present  reminder  will  result 
in  our  hearing  from  you  within  the  next  few  days. 

No.  6  should  be  couched  in  more  emphatic  language,  and, 
while  being  polite,  might  adopt  a  more  threatening  tone. 
It  might  read  : 

We  regret  that  our  recent  applications  re  account  have 
not  yet  received  your  attention.  We  should  be  extremely 
sorry  to  have  to  place  it  in  the  hands  of  our  solicitors,  but 
if  you  still  neglect  payment  there  will  be  no  other  course 
open  for  us. 

Such  letters  would  be  sent  out  at  suitable  intervals,  and 
could,  of  course,  be  varied  to  meet  special  cases.  One  or 
two  of  them  may  be  omitted  where  it  is  desired  to  exert 
pressure  somewhat  early.  As  the  accounts  are  paid  they 
are  crossed  off  the  list,  and  by  the  time  the  last  letter  of 
the  series  is  reached,  perhaps  only  about  5  per  cent,  will 
still  remain  unpaid,  and  the  threat  of  legal  proceedings  will 
probably  reduce  these  by  about  half. 

Some  business  men  object  to  slow  accounts  being  fanned 
out  to  the  agencies  or  financial  firms,  but  a  little  judicious 
pressure  from  one  of  the  debt-collecting  agencies,  or  an 
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application  from  the  solicitor  employed  by  the  local 
tradesmen's  association,  of  which  the  reader  will  no  doubt 
be  a  member,  often  brings  a  defaulting  customer  to  a  sense 
of  his  liability  and  induces  payment  after  one's  own  efforts 
have  been  ignored.  Where  a  tradesmen's  association  exists 
it  is  usually  wise  to  become  a  member,  because  the  solicitor 
to  the  association  usually  undertakes  to  press  for  payment 
of  overdue  accounts  for  a  very  small  sum,  generally  only 
a  few  pence. 

When  customers  can  be  approached  personally  the  appli- 
cation might  be  sent  by  post,  with  an  intimation  that  the 
collector  will  call,  except  with  those  individuals  who  leave 
a  message  that  they  are  "  not  at  home." 

A  system  such  as  outlined,  when  once  in  operation,  re- 
quires only  a  very  short  time  at  intervals  to  work  it  pro- 
perly, and  the  result  will  be  to  reduce  to  a  considerable 
extent  the  capital  which  the  tradesman  might  otherwise 
have  locked  up  in  outstanding  accounts.

THE  annual  New  Zealand  Official  Year-book  for  1907, 
which  has  just  been  published,  deals  with  the  import 
and  export  trade  of  the  colony  for  1906 — a  rather  belated 
report,  and  the  new  Dominion  might  try  to  do  better.  We 
find  that,  exclusive  of  specie,  New  Zealand's  imports  in  1906 
were  valued  at  14,303,170?.,  or  1.822.000/.  more  than  in  1905, 
and  the  decade  shows  that  the  import  trade  has  greatly  in- 
creased, while  there  has  been  considerable  development  in 
internal  manufacturing  industries.  The  imports  (excluding 
specie  and  Maoris)  were  15/.  19.?.  5d.  per  capita  in  1906,  com- 
pared with  11/.  Is.  Id.  ten  years  ago.  From  the  United 
Kingdom  the  imports  in  1906  were  9,003.229/.,  an  increase 
of  1,207,945/.  over  1905,  while  a  further  3,886,787/.  was 
obtained  from  British  colonies  and  possessions,  or  an  in- 
crease of  972,429/.  It  is  curious  that  details  of  the  actual 
articles  imported  from  Great  Britain  are  lacking,  though  the 
principal  imports  from  the  United  States  and  Germany  are 
given.  Of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  druggists'  wares  the  total 
amount  imported  from  all  sources  was  316,173/.,  or  50,762/. 
more  than  in  1905.  The  United  States'  share  in  the  above  is 
16.933/.,  or  7,056/.  more  than  in  the  preceding  year;  and  of 
patent  and  proprietary  medicines  the  U.S.  A.  shipped  14,076/. 
worth,  against  16,532/.  in  1905,  the  falling-off  being  probably 
due  to  the  outcry  against  secret  medicines,  but  the  total 
from  all  quarters  was  higher.  Perfumery  and  photographic 
goods,  valued  at  3.581/.  and  1,298/.  respectively,  were  also 
supplied  by  the  U.S.A.  Germany's  chief  items  of  interest 
were  6,171/.  worth  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  druggists'  wares 
(1905.  1,283/.),  acetic  acid  1,571/..  dyes  1,008/..  and  empty 
glass  bottles  2,457/.  in  1905,  and  the  figures  for  1905  are  put 
alongside  for  comparison.

Italian  State  Quinine. — The  sale  by  the  State  of  quinine 
for  the  peasants  in  the  malarious  districts  in  the  financial 
year  1906-7  shows  a  gross  yield  of  70.204/.,  or  5,410/.  more 
than  in  the  preceding  year.  Allowing  for  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction, the  net  profit  amounted  in  1906-7  to  18,575?., 
or  6,783/.  more  than  in  1905-6.  This  profit  does  not  go 
to  the  Exchequer,  but  is  used  to  combat  malaria,  and  since 
this  law  was  passed  in  1902  profits  amounting  to  46,274?. 
have  been  expended  in  this  manner.

1  BLUE-BOOK  of  five  hundred  pages,  dealing  with 
L  statistics  of  the  State  of  Tasmania  for  the  year 
905-6,  has  just  been  issued  by  the  Tasmanian  Govern- 
ment, which  tells  all  there  is  to  know  about  the  population, 
;ade,  finance,  agriculture,  production,  and  so  on.  Like  all 
Australian  colonies,  the  population  has  increased  very 
jowly,  the  last  census  (19U1)  showing  a  total  of  172,475 
persons,  an  increase  of  only  25,808  in  a  decade.  At  the  end 
t  1905  there  were  sixty-one  chemists  and  druggists  in  the 
iland  (an  increase  of  nine  since  1896),  of  which  thirteen 
fere  located  at  Hobart  and  eleven  at  Launceston.  Practic- 
Qy  all  their  supplies  are  imported,  there  being  no  local 
iianufacture  of  drugs  and  chemicals  according  to  the  in- 
dustrial census.  There  are,  however,  three  soap  and  candle 
ictories,  but  the  industry  has  declined,  considering  that  in 
k)l  there  were  six  factories,  the  total  quantity  of  soap 
iade  in  that  year  being  1,170  tons,  as  compared  with 
18  tons  in  1905.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  principal 
wports  in  which  the  drug-trade  is  interested,  but  no  com- 
irisons  are  afforded  as  to  whether  they  denote  progress  or 
;therwise  :-

MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  W.,  on 
L  Thursday,  March  5,  the  chair  being  taken  by  the 
resident,  Sir  William  Ramsay.  The  list  of  the  names  of 
ficers  proposed  for  next  year,  and  to  be  balloted  for  at 
e  annual  meeting,  was  read.  The  only  changes  are  the 
lditic»i  of  Professors  Campbell-Brown,  Bobbie,  Kipping, 
id  W.  H.  Parkin,  and  of  Dr.  R.  Messel  and  Sir  A. 
edler,  to  the  list  of  vice-presidents,  &.nd  the  selection  of 
essrs.  Julian  Baker.  A.  C.  Chapman,  J.  B.  Cohen,  and 


J.  T.  Hewitt  as  ordinary  members  of  Council,  vice 
Messrs.  Baly,  Dyer,  Grant-Hooper,  and  Moody,  who  retire. 

Several  of  the  papers  down  for  reading  were  of  indirect 
pharmaceutical  interest,  but  unfortunately  the  authors 
were  not  present,  and  so  they  were  taken  as  read.  These 
included  papers  on  the  "  Volatile  Oil  of  the  Mosquito-plant 
of  Sierra  Leone  "  and  on  "  The  Occurrence  of  an  Isomeride 
of  Vanillin  in  a  Species  of  Chlorocodon  from  Uganda,"  and' 
a  third  on  the  discovery  of  a  "  New  Element  of  the  Tin> 
Group  in  Thorianite."    The  first  paper  read  dealt  with  the' 

Solubility  of  Iodine  in  Water, 

and  was  contributed  by  Messrs.  Hartley  and  Campbell, 
who  showed  that  the  previous  determinations  were  in- 
accurate mainly  because  ordinary  glass  apparatus  was  used, 
from  which  water  dissolves  out  some  alkali,  which  reacts 
with  the  iodine.  In  the  present  investigation  boro-silicate 
glass  apparatus  was  employed  and  conductivity- water, 
and  the  solubility  was  determined  over  a  considerable 
range  of  temperature. 

DlMETHYL-DIHYDROBENZENE. 

Two  papers  dealing  with  the  constitution  of  the  hydro- 
carbons of  this  name  obtainable  from  dimethyl-dihydro- 
resorcinol  were  read  by  Dr.  Crossley  on  behalf  of  himself 
and  Miss  Nora  Renouf.  The  second  paper  was  devoted 
mainly  to  refuting  criticisms  which  Professor  Harnes,  of 
Kiel,  had  levelled  at  some  former  work  on  the  same  subject 
published  by  Professor  Crossley  with  Dr.  Le  Sueur.  The 
new  results  confirm  and  amplify  the  previous  work,  and 
leave  no  doubt  that  Professor  Harnes's  criticisms  were  ill- 
founded.  The  last  paper  read  was  one  on  the  "  Viscosity 
of  Mixtures  of  Pyridine  and  Water,"  by  Messrs.  Dunstan.

OLYMPIA  has  been  the  scene  of  a  remarkable  Business 
Exhibition,  about  which  we  give  a  few  concise 
notes  below.  We  do  not  pretend  to  mention  a  tithe 
of  the  firms  exhibiting,  but  merely  indicate  the  leading 
features.  Silk-hatted  and  frock-coated  men  appeared  at 
every  stand  ready  to  initiate  the  ignorant  into  the  mysteries 
of,  say,  adding-machines  and  other  labour-saving  appliances 
without  the  expenditure  of  grey  matter,  while  the  endless 
array  of  roll-top  desks  and  high-class  office  furniture  was 
enough  to  fill  the  quill  driver  with  envy.  There  was  no 
end  of  card-index  systems,  calculating-machines,  copying- 
machines,  filing-systems,  billing-machines,  loose-leaf 
ledgers,  perpetual  ledgers,  advertising  novelties,  business 
systems,  posters,  outdoor  signs,  typewriting-machines,  etc. 
We  place 

Typewriters 

first,  as  they  were  a  strong  feature  of  the  Exhibition,  a 
thoroughly  representative  display  being  made.  The  "  Rem- 
ington "  has  an  imposing  stand,  but  the  Underwood  exhibit 
was  the  great  centre  of  attraction,  as  there  the  American 
•champion  lady  typist,  Miss  Rose  Fritz,  gave  demonstrations 
daily  on  their  machines.  The  "Underwood"  is  steadily 
winning  its  way  to  popularity  on  this  side,  one  of  its  chief 
advantages  being  that  the  typing  is  in  full  view  of  the 
operator ;  while  as  regards  automatic  conveniences,  in  the 
reduction  of  noise,  accuracy  of  paper-feed,  and  line- 
spacing,  it  represents  the  last  word  in  typewriters.  The 
company  also  showed  ingenious  billing-machines  and  various 
apparatus  for  saving  time  and  labour  in  business-houses, 
including  a  patent  safety  cheque-writer  which  at  one  opera- 
tion perforates  the  cheque  with  needle-point  type  to  pre- 
vent any  alteration  and  writes  the  counterfoil  as  well  as 
the  customer's  receipt.  The  British  Typewriter  Co.  made 
an  offer  enabling  anyone  to  test  the  merits  of  the  "Arm- 
strong "  typewriter  in  his  home  for  a  week  without  pay- 
ment. They  turn  out  a  high-grade  machine  at  a  remarkably 
low  price — 9/.  15s.  for  cash.  The  Smith-Premier  Co.  had 
an  extensive  exhibit  of  their  latest  models,  all  their 
machines  being  fitted  with  an  exclusive  device  by  which 
writing  can  be  done  in  three  colours.  Another  machine  of 
the  "  visible  "  type  is  the  "  Empire,"  which  sells  at  slightly 
over  151.  It  is  only  5  in.  high,  and  weighs  17^  lb.  Among 
billing-machines  to  be  seen  is  the  "  Ideal,"  made  by 
the  Ideal  Typewriter  Co.,  which  is  fitted  with  special 
invoice  condenser  and  tabulator  for  writing  invoice  and 
-clay-book  sheet  at  one  operation.  The  "Dictaphone"  is  a 
new  invention  into  which  the  business  man  dictates  his 
letters,  which  are  afterwards  transcribed  by  the  typist, 
thus  eliminating  shorthand.  It  evidently  has  a  future,  and 
its  value  has  been  recognised  in  several  Government  De- 
partments. The  Elliott-Fisher  Co.  showed  their  latest 
combined  invoicing  and  adding  machines,  which  were  de- 
scribed in  these  columns  some  time  ago.  There  are  also 
-piachines  for  writing  policies,  way-bills,  ships'  manifests, 
bills  of  lading,  etc.,  which  "  duplicate  "  up  to  thirty  copies. 
These  labour-saving  devices  are  making  considerable  head- 
-way  in  this  country,  having  been  taken  up  by  many  leading 
firms  and  corporations.   There  were  several 

Calculating-machines. 
on  show,  one  of  the  most  interesting  being  the  "Brical" 
adding-machine,  a  little  instrument  for  adding  columns  of 
pounds,  shillings,  and  pence  in  an  easy  and  accurate  manner. 
This  is  in  the  form  of  a  metal  disc  about  6  in.  in  diameter, 
and  is  adapted  for  pocket  use.  There  is  no  keyboard  to 
learn,  and  no  mental  exertion  is  required,  the  pence  being 
automatically  converted  into  shillings,  and  the_  shillings 
into  pounds.  The  machine  is  worked  by  the  insertion  of  the 
"stylus"  or  pencil  in  the  divisions  above  the  figures  re- 
quired. It  has  been  exhaustively  tested  by  the  Govern- 
ment and  adopted  for  use  in  the  Post  Office,  while  it  has 
also  been  taken  up  by  many  public  companies  and  bodies. 
The  money-adding  machine  sells  at  three  guineas  but  there 
is  also  one  that  adds  weights  on  the  same  principle.  The 
"  Adix"  is  also  another  machine  which  is  operated  on  the 
touch  system,  the  price  of  which  is  two  guineas  ;  and  a  third 
is  known  as  the  "  Adder,"  which  adds  all  kinds  of  weights, 


measures,  and  quantities,  and  is  adapted  for  British 
American,  French,  and  German  coinage.  This  sells  at  50s. 
and,  like  all  these  mechanical  adders,  is  easily  learned. 
The  "Burroughs"  adding  and  registering  machine  is 
another  time-saver,  by  means  of  which,  on  a  system  similar 
to  the  typewriter,  it  prints  and  adds  any  number  of  items. 
It  is  rapid  and  easy  in  operation,  and  its  results  are  in- 
fallible. Items  can  be  listed  at  the  rate  of  4,500  per  hour, 
and  when  the  last  item  is  printed  the  total  is  obtained 
instantaneously.  There  are  over  70,000  of  these  machines 
in  use.  The  Rotary  Cyclostyle  duplicator  (D.  Gestetner's 
patent)  still  maintains  the  lead  among  the  many  duplicating- 
machines  on  the  market,  and  its  use  is  now  world- 
wide, so  that  it  needs  little  to  recommend  it.  The 
company  issue  an  attractive  pamphlet  setting  forth  the 
advantages  of  the  Cyclostyle  and  its  accessories.  The 
Manifold  Printing  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  the  originators  of  the 
"  M.P."  invoicing-systems,  in  connection  with  which  they 
are  the  inventors  of  a  postal  statement  of  account  and  en- 
velope combined,  which  may  also  be  used  in  returning 
receipted  statements  by  attaching  fresh  stamps  to  the  old 
form,  thereby  saving  2,000  envelopes  and  2,000  addressings 
to  every  thousand  statements.  The  Addressograph,  Ltd. 
showed  the  card-index  Addressograph,  combining  an  ad 
dressing-machine  and  a  card-index  which  is  capable  of  print 
ing  2,000  complete  addresses  an  hour.  The  Quadruplex  Co 
have  several  ingenious  machines  for  copying  correspondence, 
With  the  ' '  Quadruplex  "  it  is  only  necessary  to  feed  the 
letter  into  the  machine,  turn  the  handle,  and  the  letter 
comes  out  copied  perfectly.  It  sells  at  six  guineas.  Among 
the

mention  should  be  made  of  S.  H.  Benson,  Ltd.,  who  had 
a  splendid  exhibit  in  the  centre  of  the  main  avenue  illus- 
trating the  nature  of  the  advertising  they  undertake  for 
such  firms  as  Bovril,  Colman's  mustard,  Rowntree,  and 
others.  Illuminated  hand-painted  transparences,  changing 
every  twelve  seconds  throughout  day  and  night,  are  a  novel 
and  striking  form  of  advertising  shown  by  the  Patent  Ex- 
pedit  Advertising  Co.  The  machines  are  placed  in  railway 
stations,  public  institutions,  stores,  and  other  places.  In  the 
gallery  was  a  fine  collection  of  posters  representing  the  prin- 
cipal advertising  firms  of  the  country,  and  the  public  are 
being  asked  to  vote  for  the  "most  persuasive  poster."  Curtis, 
Gardner  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  well-known  business  advisers  and 
puunshers  of  the  "Business  Blue-book,"  had  a  large  stand 
of  their  "  Success  "  booklets  and  other  publications.  They 
make  a  speciality  of  the  conversion  of  businesses  into 
private  or  public  companies,  transfers  and  partnerships, 
accountancy,  etc.,  and  give  advice  generally  on  business- 
building. 

Miscellaneous. 

There  are  many  little  side-shows  which  more  or  less 
border  on  an  exhibition  of  this  character.  Among  them  we 
noticed  the  Income-tax  Adjustment  Agency,  Ltd.,  whose 
objects  are  well  known  to  our  readers.  They  issue  a  con- 
cisely written  prospectus  containing  many  "points"  and 
showing  the  necessity  for  expert  assistance.  Mr.  Percy  C. 
Radley  is  a  specialist  in  the  metric  system,  in  connection 
with  which  he  issues  a  marvellois  penny  book  giving  all  de- 
nominations and  their  equivalents  as  authorised  by  the  Board 
of  Trade.  The  London  Association  for  Protection  of  Trade 
demonstrated  the  efficiency  of  their  organisation  to  business- 
men. Their  objects  include  the  making  of  private  inquiries, 
collection  of  debts,  detection  of  swindlers,  and  so  on. 
Halsby  &  Co.  show  the  Protectograph  for  safeguarding 
cheques  and  other  documents  against  fraudulent  alteration. 
A  novel  and  new  water- filter,  called  the  "  Hydnol,  is 
exhibited  by  F.  Mellin  &  Co.  The  filter  is  made  of  brass, 
consisting  of  three  parts,  all  easily  unscrewable,  while  the 
filtering-substance  is  gravel  or  crushed  pumice-stone.  M 
easily  fits  any  ordinary  tap,  and  sells  at  4s.  H.  C.  bhngsDy 
showed  patent  trucks  of  all  kinds,  which  trucks  are  known 
the  world  over.  Hand-carts  and  carrier  tricycles  are  among 
his  specialities.  The  International  Linguaphone  Co.,  \M-> 
at  their  stand  demonstrated  the  system  of  acquiring  toreign 
languages  by  the  phonograph,  thereby  enabling  the  learnei 
to  dispense  with  attending  classes.

Association  Presidents. 

The  Torquay  Chemists*  Association  is  one  of  the  numerous 
bodies  existing  in  the  retail  drug:trade  which  give  first 

attention  to  local  affairs  and 
the  maintenance  of  friendly 
feeling  among  the  chemists  of 
the  district.  Mr.  James 
Young,  this  year's  President, 
has  been  an  active  participa- 
tor in  its  work  since  its  in- 
ception— in  fact,  it  was  his 
activity  in  business  matters 
which  created  it — and  he  was 
the  first  Secretary.  Mr.  Young 
was  apprenticed  to  the  late 
Mr.  W.  Smith,  Market  Place, 
Nottingham,  and  studied  for 
the  Minor  examination  at  the 
Westminster  College  of  Phar- 
macy, where  he  obtained  the 
silver  medal  for  dispensing. 
He  passed  tho  Minor  in  1881, 
and  soon  after  acted  as  dis- 
penser with  Messrs.  Dyson  & 
Arkinstall,  Gloucester  Road, 
S.W.,  afterwards  going  to  Torquay  as  assistant  with  Messrs. 
Palk  &  Smith.  Mr.  Young's  first  venture  in  business  on  his 
own  account  was  at  Pontefract,  where  he  purchased  the 
pharmacy  of  Mr.  Edwin  Foster,  and,  adopting  modern  | 
methods,  doubled  the  turnover  in  the  first  year.  He  is  a 
great  believer  in  advertising,  and  the  way  in  which  he  gave 
publicity  to  his  cough-mixture,  called  "  Sally  Come  Up,"  made 
it  known  far  outside  Yorkshire.  He  started  branches  of  his 
business  at  Knottingley  and  Snaith,  also  developing  his  manu- 
facturing connection,  especially  in  the  well-known  "  Camphor 
Cross."  His  too  hard  work  completely  broke  down  his 
health,  and  he  was  compelled  to  sell  out  and  retire  to  Torquay.  | 
After  a  few  years'  residence  there  Mr.  Young  so  far  recovered  I 
his  health  that  he  ventured  into  business  again,  purchasing  an 
old-fashioned  pharmacy  at  18  Fleet  Street,  Torquay.  This 
he  had  completely  refitted  by  Maw,  and  there  he  has  built  up 
a  good  retail  and  dispensing  business.  He  has  besides  a 
perfume-department,  carried  on  on  a  large  scale,  his  leading 
specialities  being  "  Dartmoor  Heather  "  and  "  Real  Devon- 
shire Violets."  Mr.  Young  takes  a  keen  interest  in  muni- 
cipal matters,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Town  Council  of 
Torquay,  as  well  as  a  director  of  the  Torquay  Gas  Co.  He  is 
a  fighter,  and  it  was  in  connection  with  his  opposition  to  the 
P.A.T.A.  with  which  he  had  a  two-years'  battle,  that  the 
Torquay  Association  was  formed.  When  a  truce  was  called 
the  chemists  of  the  town  came  together,  Mr.  Young  buried  the 
hatchet,  and  the  fact  that  he  is  now  President  of  the  Associa- 
tion shows  that  modern  methods  of  business  need  not  be 
incompatible  with  fraternity.

Pharmaceutical  Testing. 
He  explained  that  this  was  the  second  paper  on  the 
subject,  and  the  present  one  was  devoted  to  a  severe  criti- 
cism of  the  "  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,"  especially 
in  regard  to  its  omission  of  certain  official  assay  processes. 
He  also  cautioned  his  hearers  about  the  centesimal  system 
in  recipes,  and  concluded  with  practical  demonstrations  of 
simple  methods  of  determining  the  purity  of  various  drugs 
and  preparations. 
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A  discussion  followed,  in  which  the  Chairman  and  Mr. 
Freeman  referred  to  Mr.  Royce's  proposed  post-gradua'te 
class,  which  is  suspended  for  the  present,  and  in  his  reply 
Air.  Royce  promised  to  consider  the  taking  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia seriatim,  confining  himself  to  tests. 


Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in  Robert 
Gordon's  College  on  March  4,  Mr.  James  Spence  presiding 
over  a  fair  attendance. 

The  Annual  Reports  and  balance-sheet  were  sub- 
mitted. The  Chairman,  in  proposing  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  said  that  during  the  year  there  had  been  several 
subjects  of  interest  brought  up  at  the  meetings  to  attract 
the  members.  The  attendances  had  averaged  seventeen. 
The  balance-sheet  showed  a  healthy  state,  as,  after  the 
payment  of  the  ordinary  expenses  and  providing  for  one 
scholarship  of  71.  7s.,  there  remained  a  substantial  balance 
on  hand  of  64/.  On  the  consideration  of  an  application 
from  Mr.  Fotheringham,  Secretary  for  the  Technical  Col- 
lege scheme,  it  was  resolved  to  give  a  subscription  of  251. 
towards  the  fund  for  this  purpose. 

Elections. — The  election  of  officials  was  then  proceeded 
with,  when  Mr.  James  Spence  was  unanimously  re-elected 
President,  Mr.  R.  Leslie  Vice-President,  Mr.  J.  Paterson

A  communication  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
proposed  United  Guild  or  Society  of  Registered  Chemists 
and  Druggists  was  considered,  and  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Hay  it  was  remitted  for  discussion  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Association. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Adam,  252  George  Street,  was  admitted  a 
member  of  the  Association. 


Keighley  Chemists'  Association. 

At  last  week's  meeting  of  this  Association  Mr.  Walter 
Ecroyd  read  a  paper  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  a  dis- 
cussion on 

Poisons  Legislation. — After  reviewing  the  objects  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  the  effect  upon  it  of  the 
decision  on  company-pharmacy,  Mr.  Ecroyd  said  the  two 
questions  of  the  day  are  (1)  the  Government  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Pill  and  (2)  the  interpretation  of  Section  17  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  Taking  the  last-named  question 
first,  Mr.  Ecroyd  said  a  company  can  sell  poison  if  the 
qualified  man  it  employs  complies  with  the  conditions  of  the 
section.  The  speaker  did  not  agree  with  the  contention  that 
poison-selling  could  be  made  into  dispensing  by  entering  in 
the  prescription-book  except  under  such  a  case  as  the  fol- 
lowing :  If  the  chemist  makes  his  own  syr.  hypophosph.  co. 
or  syr.  Easton.,  and  keeps  them  in  bulk,  and  when  asked  for 
one  of  these  syrups  pours  it  out  into  a  bottle,  labels  it  with 
the  dose,  and  enters  it  in  the  prescription-book  with  the 
name  of  the  purchaser,  the  Act  is  obeyed.  In  such  cases 
Mr.  Ecroyd  held  that  the  chemist  compounds  and  dispenses 
and  brings  the  sale  under  the  exemption  clause,  knowledge 
of  the  purchaser  being  unnecessary.  Of  course,  in  order 
to  be  quite  safe,  at  present  it  is  advisable  to  stick  to  the 
letter  of  the  law.  In  regard  to  the  Government  Poisons 
Bill,  under  the  old  Act  chemists  retained  the  small  trade  in 
poisons,  but  the  new  Bill  not  only  threatens  to  deprive  them 
of  some  of  that,  but  proposes  to  hand  over  the  control  to  the 
local  authority.  The  body  specially  created  for  watching 
over  the  distribution  of  poisons  is  ignored,  and  the  local 
wiseacres  are  to  be  allowed  to  hand  out  licences  to  the 
grocer,  ironmonger,  or  anybody  they  pleased.  He  held 
that  the  proposal  is  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge  and  must  be 
opposed,  or  the  chemist's  business  will  be  split  asunder 
without  hope  of  repair. 


Association  of  Certificated  Dispensers. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in  the 
Court-room  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Blackfriars,  E.G., 
on  March  5,  Mr.  Montagu  Smith  (Lewisham  Infirmary) 
presiding.  The  meeting  was  largely  attended,  most  of  those 
present  being,  engaged  in  the  Poor-law  infirmaries  and  out- 
door dispensaries,  general  and  special  hospitals,  and  general 


dispensaries  in  London.  The  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  L.  Ander- 
son (Whitechapel  Infirmary),  presented  his  balance-sheet, 
which  showed  the  substantial  sum  of  24?.  6s.  Qd.  to  the 
credit  of  the  Association.  The  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  A. 
Howell  (Dalston  Dispensary),  then  presented  his  annual 
report,  which  showed  that  the  Association  continues  to 
prosper,  the  membership  having  increased  by  fifty  during 
the  year,  now  making  a  total  membership  of  225.  A  deputa- 
tion had  waited  on  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Society 
of  Apothecaries,  urging  the  adoption  of  several  urgent  and 
necessary  reforms  which  would  greatly  enhance  the  value  of 
the  Assistant's  Certificate.  The  introduction  of  a  Bill 
into  Parliament  on  behalf  of  the  assistants  will  stand  over 
until  it  has  been  seen  what  can  be  done  for  them  through'the 
Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  now  before -Parlia- 
ment. The  register  kept  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  had  been 
the  means  of  securing  temporary  or  permanent  engagements 
for  a  large  number  of  dispensers,  and  members  were  invited 
to  make  their  holiday  arrangements  in  good  time  in  order 
to  be  provided  with  reliable  "  locums."  The  meeting  then 
proceeded  !o  appoint  the  committee,  and  after  some  slight 
re-arrangement  of  some  of  the  offices  held  the  officers  of 
last  year  were  practically  re-elected.  The  Hon.  Secretary 
then  announced  that,  if  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be 
made,  it  is  proposed  to  institute  a  journal  to  circulate  among 
the  members  quarterly ;  also  that  the  next  general  meeting 
would  be  of  a  social  character  to  enable  the  members  to  meet 
and  know  each  other  better.  Mr.  Howell  then  made  an 
appeal  to  those  present,  on  behalf  of  an  assistant  in  dis- 
tressed circumstances,  the  result  being  that  11.  17s.  6d.  was 
collected  and  forwarded  forthwith.  Votes  of  thanks  to  the 
Master  and  Wardens  for  the  use  of  the  room,  the  Chairman, 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  local  secretaries,  and  committee  for 
their  work  in  making  the  Association  so  great  a  success, 
concluded  the  business. 


Edinburgh  and  District  Chemists'  Trade 
Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
Monday  evening,  March  9,  Mr.  C.  F.  Henry  in  the  chair. 

Balances  and  Scales. — The  Chairman  stated  that  from 
inquiries  he  had  made  at  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and 
Measures  he  found  that  the  conditions  under  the  new 
regulations  for  certifying  balances  would  not  be  so  harass- 
ing to  chemists  as  they  had  imagined.  It  was  not  intended 
to  prosecute  for  a  small  inaccuracy  in  the  balance,  but  they 
would  be  requested  to  have  their  balance  sent  in  for  adjust- 
ment. 

Apprenticeship.— Mr.  Lunan  reported  a  conference  con- 
vened by  the  Edinburgh  School  Board  for  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  to  advise  scholars  leaving  school  as  to 
suitable  employment,  conditions  of  apprenticeship,  _  and 
prospects  of  remuneration ;  also  to  advise  scholars  desirous 
of  proceeding  to  higher-grade  schools,  as  to  the  course  of 
study  with  a  view  of  following  certain  callings. _  The 
whoie  time  of  the  Conference  was  occupied  in  considering 
the  first  proposal.  Mr.  Henry  explained  the  position  in 
regard  to  pharmacy,  and  added  that  Professor  Lodge 
had  made  an  interesting  statement  to  the  effect  that 
the  Board  intended  to  establish  a  committee  of  outside 
persons  in  connection  with  each  school  district,  and  when 
that  came  about  the  chemists  would  wish  to  be  represented. 
The  Professor  had  also  suggested  that  the  remuneration 
of  chemists'  apprentices  during  pupilage  is  too  low,  and  the 
result  is  that  they  enter  other  callings  which  offer  higher 
remuneration,  although  their  ultimate  condition  is  worse. 

New  Poisons  Schedule. — The  meeting  considered  in 
committee  a  report  and  recommendations  by  a  committee 
on  the  proposed  poison  schedules.  The  discussion  was 
adjourned  till  Friday,  March  13. 

Motions.— Mr.  Wm.  Lyon  gave  notice  that  he  would 
move  a  resolution  in  favour  of  the  Society's  Bill.  Mr. 
C.  A.  Macpherson  moved  that  they  petition  in  favour  ot 
Mr.  Mitchell  Thomson's  Bill  for  the  amendment  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  which  was  intended  to  place  defen- 
dants in  prosecutions  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  in 
Scotland  in"  the  position  of  being  able  to  recover  expenses 
from  the  prosecutor  if  the  case  against  them  failed,  as  in 
England.  After  some  remarks  by  Mr.  Hill  it  was  agreed 
to  consider  at  the  'adjourned  meeting  the  Criminal  Proce- 
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dure  Amendment  Bill  for  Scotland  with  reference  to  the 
question  of  exemption  from  jury  service. 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  73  Newman  Street,  W.,  on  March  5, 
Mr.  W.  G.  Northey,  (President)  in  the  chair.  A  paper  was 
read  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow  Woolcock  on  "  Pharmacy  :  Past, 
Present,  and  Future,'  which  was  prefaced  by  a  brief  survey 
of  the  history  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  since 
its  foundation  in  1864.  The  author  treated  his  subject  in  an 
interesting  manner,  and  in  the  course  of  his  references  to 
pharmacy  in  England  mentioned  the  committee  appointed 
in  1802  by  a  general  meeting  of  apothecaries,  chemists,  and 
druggists  in  London,  over  which  Mr.  William  Chamberlaine, 
surgeon,  presided.  This  committee  was  formed  to  secure 
some  amendment  of  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts,  and  after  its 
work  was  successfully  accomplished  it  was  formed  into  a 
standing  committee.  In  1813  it  took  vigorous  and  success- 
ful action  when  the  welfare  of  chemists  was  attacked  by  a 
Bill  introduced  by  the  apothecaries.  The  money  which  had 
been  raised  for  the  defence  fund  exceeded  the  expenditure 
by  about  500/.  Interest  was  allowed  to  accumulate  for 
twenty-five  years,  until,  in  1841,  the  sole  surviving  trustee, 
William  Allen,  was  instructed  by  the  subscribers  to  hand 
over  862/.  18s.  2d.  to  the  newly-formed  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  which  act  connects  the  pharmaceutical  races  of 
the  beginnings  of  two  centuries.  After  referring  to  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  Mr.  Woolcock  said  the  position  of  pharmacy 
to-day  is  one  which  must  cause  us  severe  misgivings.  We 
are  undergoing  a  period  of  unrest  and  change,  and  failure 
to  appreciate  the  true  inwardness  of  our  position  will  lead 
to  our  discomfiture.  Pharmacy  is  passing  out  of  the  hands 
of  individuals,  and  company-trading  is  now  firmly  estab- 
lished in  our  own  craft.  He  firmly  believed  that  if  the 
House  of  Lords  decision  in  1880  had  been  against  the  London 
and  Provincial  Supply  Association,  we  should  still  have 
company-chemists,  with  the  difference  that  the  companies 
would  be  owned  by  qualified  chemists.  As  to  the  future, 
Mr.  Woolcock  thought  rhat  in  100  years'  time  there  will  be 
no  medicine  as  we  know  it  to-day ;  the  demand  for  drugs 
will  be  non-existent,  and  medical  men  will  be  paid  to  keep 
us  well.  As  soon  as  we  become  ill  their  fees  will  be  stopped. 
A  split  in  the  ranks  of  pharmacy  is  bound  to  come  sooner 
or  later,  and  those  who  are  scientifically  inclined  will  become 
more  so  and  devote  their  attention  to  the  manufacture  of 
serums  and  vaccines,  bacteriology,  urine-  and  water-analysis. 
The  other  branch  will  become  more  and  more  commercial, 
competing  with  the  stores  and  selling  anything  and  every- 
thing ;  they  will  also  be  the  sellers  of  poisons  and  retain  the 
dispensing  of  prescriptions. 

An  interesting  and  lengthy  discussion  followed,  in  which 
the  President  and  Messrs.  Latreille,  Tompsett,  Wilkinson, 
and  Thompson  took  part;  and,  on  the  proposal  of  Mr. 
Northey,  a  very  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr. 
Woolcock. 


Society  of  Chemii.t=Opticians. 

A  Council-meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at  St.  Bride 
Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  London,  E.C.,  on  March  5.  In 
the  absence  of  the  President  through  illness  the  chair  was 
taken  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Cornish.  There  were  also  present  Mr. 
F.  S.  Horsey,  Mr.  Rex  Blanchf ord,  Mr.  S.  W.  Wcolley,  and 
Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff  (Hon.  Secretary). 

Elections. — The  following  chemists  were  elected  mem- 
bers :  Mr.  E.  F.  Cooper  (Bishops  Stortford),  Mr.  F.  T.  S. 
Davis  (Lewisham),  Mr.  H.  T.  Escritt  (Streatham),  and 
Mr.  T.  R.  Millman.  Mr.  G.  W.  Gray  was  elected  an 
associate,  and  Mr.  E.  St.  A.  P.  Middleton  and  Mr.  J.  C. 
Ritchie  assistants. 

Diseases  of  the  Eye. 
An  evening  conference  of  the  members  of  the  Society 
was  afterwards  held,  at  which  Mr.  Rex  Bianchford  pre- 
sided. There  was  a  good  attendance.  The  Chairman 
called  on  Mr.  S.  W.  Woolley  to  read  a  paper  on  "  Diseases 
of  the  Eye."  This  was  a  risumt  of  the  various  affections  of 
the  human  eye,  and  was  not  intended,  the  lecturer  explained, 
to  serve  as  a  guide  to  the  treatment  of  eye-diseases,  but  to 
be  of  service  to  chemist-opticians,  who  often  see  the  begin- 


nings of  serious  eye-troubles.  The  first  symptom  of  many 
eye-complaints  is  a  failing  of  the  sight,  for  which  spectacles 
are  sought.  The  chemist-optician  can  often  do  his  cus- 
tomer a  service  by  urging  him  to  go  to  an  oculist  without 
delay.  The  lecturer  emphasised  the  rights  of  chemists  to 
supply  remedies  for  simple  eye-troubles.  First,  reference 
was  made  to  the  black  eye  and  foreign  matters  in  the  eye, 
and  in  speaking  of  the  use  of  the  electro-magnet  for  remov- 
ing metallic  particles  the  lecturer  noted  that  some  of  the 
newer  steels  are  non-mignetio,  and,  in  consequence,  cannot 
be  removed  by  the  magnet.  The  various  eye-troubles  were 
then  taken  in  order  from  the  eyelids  to  the  optic  nerve,  the 
following  being  the  matters  dealt  with  :  Hordeolum  or  stye, 
the  lachrymal  apparatus,  exophthalmos,  enophthalmos, 
nystagmus,  congestion  of  the  conjunctiva,  conjunctivitis, 
keratitis,  conical  cornea,  iritis,  cyclitis,  choroiditis,  sym- 
pathetic irritation  and  sympathetic  ophthalmia,  retinitis, 
optic  neuritis,  amblyopia,  hemeralopia,  nyctalopia,  muscaa 
volitantes,  flickering  scotoma,  asthenopia,  cataract,  glau- 
coma, and  operations  on  the  cornea. 

The  discussion  which  followed  was  an  exceedingly  in- 
teresting part  of  the  proceedings.  As  is  customary  at  these 
evening  conferences,  the  members  freely  gave  their  ex- 
periences. In  regard  to  reciprocity  between  oculists  and 
opticians  the  opinion  seemed  to  be  that  it  is  only"  in  the 
ca?e  of  the  smaller  general  practitioner  that  any  jealousy 
of  the  chemist-optician  exists.  Mr.  Blanch/or  \  read  a  pas- 
sage from  "  Golden  Rules  of  Refraction,"  in  which  the 
medical  writer  stated  that  it  was  a  duty  of  the  oculist  to 
reciprocate  with  the  chemist  consistently  with  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  patient.  The  treatment  of  black  eye  was 
leferred  to,  two  of  the  speakers  stating  that  distilled  witch- 
hazel  on  a  compass  is  better  than  arnica  or  boric  acid  and 
spirit  lotions.  The  ingredients  of  eye-lotions  formed  another 
theme.  With  some  medical  men  alum  is  preferred  to  zinc  sul- 
phate, while  others  order  copper  sulphate.  The  use  of  sodium 
salicylate  solution  as  an  antiseptic  lotion  was  aiso  noted  as  a 
variant  on  boric  acid  solution.  Congenital  opacities  of  the 
lens  had  given  trouble  to  several  members,  and  this  led 
on  to  a  consideration  oi  what  a  chemist  should  say  to  a 
customer  when  he  finds  cataract  or  any  other  eye-disease 
present.  It  sometimes  requires  a  good  deal  of  tact  to  meet 
a  customer  who  asks,  "  Have  I  got  cataract?  "  The  con- 
clusion of  the  discussion  was  that  it  is  not  fair  to  the 
medical  man  who  would  afterwards  see  the  case  to  make  a 
shot  at  a  diagnosis  ;  and,  moreover,  if  the  chemist's  diagnosis 
should  be  wrong — as  it  might  easily  be — the  patient  would 
be  unnecessarily  alarmed.  Mr.  Woolley,  replying  to  some 
of  the  points  raised,  went  into  the  question  of  counter- 
prescribing,  showing  how  the  rights  of  chemists  as  con- 
served in  section  28  of  the  Apothecaries  Act  differ  from  the 
legal  offence  of  "  acting  as  an  apothecary."  Votes  of  thanks 
to  the  lecturer  and  Chairman  finished  the  meeting,  but  the 
discussion,  which  had  lasted  for  about  an  hour,  still  went 
on  over  coffee  and  cake,  difficulties  met  with  in  practical 
sight-testing  being  put  forward  for  suggestions. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  some  very  fine  sections  of 
human  eyes  mounted  in  jelly,  which  had  been  lent  for  the 
occasion  by  Messrs.  Raphael's,  Ltd.  Another  exhibit  was 
a  coloured  lithograph  of  some  of  Mr.  Head's  drawings  of 
types  of  the  fundus  of  the  eye. 


Drink-cup.es. — The  report  of  the  inspector  for  Scotland 
under  the  Inebriates  Acts,  which  was  issued  recently,  con- 
tains the  following  reference  to  drug-cures : 

A  specific  drug-treatment  was  tried  in  one  reformatory, 
Girgenti,  but  was  found  to  be  a  complete  failure.  The 
experience  gained  by  the  trial  of  that  treatment  was  of 
value,  because  the  results  were  sufficiently  definite  to  be 
conclusive.  The  drugs  used  were  atropine,  quinine,  am- 
monium, sodium,  and  aloine,  a  mixture  much  vaunted  for 
the  cure  of  inebriety.  The  managers,  desiring  to  try  the 
effects  of  such  treatment,  asked  for  inmates  willing  to 
submit  to  it,  and  twenty-two  volunteered  and  underwent  a 
full  course.  The  result  in  every  case  was  failure,  for  every 
one  of  the  women  so  treated  has  since  discharge  relapsed 
into  drunken  habits.  Girgenti  has  been  successful  in  re- 
forming some  inebriates,  but  of  those  subjected  to  this  drug- 
cure  none  have  been  reformed.  The  experiment  is  of  great 
value ;  it  has  shown  the  uselessness  of  any  such  treatment 
when  dealing  with  the  degraded  class  of  inebriates  com- 
mitted to  reformatories.

The  Development  of  Stale  Platinum  Paper. 

The  usual  method  of  producing  bright  prints  with  good 
contrast  on  stale  platinum  paper  is  to  slightly  over-print 
and  develop  with  the  ordinary  oxalate  developer  to  which 
has  been  added  from  2  to  5  per  cent,  of  a  1-per-cent.  solu- 
tion of  potassium  bichromate.  Mr.  John  Bartlett,  a  Phila- 
delphian  photographer,  now  suggests  that,  instead  of  using 
the  bichromate,  from  a  quarter  to  half  a  grain  of  the  neutral 
chromate  of  potash  be  added  to  each  ounce  of  the  developer 
diluted  to  half-strength. 

Fixing  and  Hardening  Baths. 

Professor  Namias  has  been  giving  some  attention  to  the 
use  of  fixing-baths  containing  alum  and  chrome-alum  as 
hardening-agents.  As  a  result  of  his  experiments,  which 
are  fully  set  forth  in  "  Das  Atelier  des  Photographen,"  he 
finds  that  the  addition  of  sodium  acetate  to  the  bath  pre- 
vents the  decomposition  of  the  hypo  with  attendant  pre- 
cipitation of  sulphur,  and  recommends  a  bath  composed  as 
follows  as  being  the  most  efficacious  : 

Sodium-hyposulphite  solution  (50- 

per-cent.)    ...    ...    50  c.c. 

Chrome-alum    solution  (1.5-per- 
cent.)  50  c.c. 

Sodium  acetate    2.5  grams 

This  solution  renders  gelatin  completely  insoluble  in  about 
ten  minutes,  remains  clear,  and  is  altogether  a  great  im- 
provement on  the  usual  chrome-alum,  hypo,  and  acid  bath. 

Sensitising  Canvas. 

The  following  process  is  attributed  to  Dr.  Mebes  for 
sensitising  artists'  canvas  for  making  enlargements.  The 
canvas  is  first  rubbed  with  ammonia  (strength  not  stated) 
4  oz.,  alcohol  1  oz.,  and  is  rinsed  with  water  until  the 
water  runs  off  freely.  It  is  then  dried.  The  sensitising 
solution  is  thus  made  : 

Dissolve — 

Gelatin    20  grains  in 

Water    1  oz. 

by  warming,  and  add — 

Potass,  iodid.    26  grains 

Ammonium  bromide    Hi  grains 

Ammonium  chloride    3g  grains 

Albumen   20  grains 

Water    1  oz. 

When  thoroughly  mixed  add  distilled  water  to  make 
3  oz.  This  is  painted  on  the  canvas,  allowed  to  dry, 
and  the  following  sensitiser  applied  in  the  dark-room  : 

Silver  nitrate    37  grains 

Glacial  acetic  acid   18  minims 

Distilled  water    loz. 

The  prepared  canvas  is  exposed  while  wet,  and  is  de- 
veloped by  brushing  over  with  the  following  : 

Gallic  acid   20  grains 

Lead  acetate    10  grains 

Glacial  acetic  acid   75  minims 

Distilled  water  to   2oz. 

Fix  in  a  20-per-cent.  hypo  solution. 

The  Oii  Process. 
The  following  notes  are  abstracted  from  a  short 
article,  contributed  by  Basil  Schon,  on  the  Rawlins 
process  in  the  "Photographic  News":  The  sensitiser 
is  best  made  by  diluting  a  saturated  solution  of 
potassium  bichromate  with  an  equal  volume  of  water, 
and  although  the  sensitising  can  be  altered  to  suit 
the  quality  of  the  negative,  it  is  best  to  start  with  such 
negatives  as  give  good  prints  in  carbon,  and  to  carry  out 
the  sensitising  and  printing  under  ordinary  carbon  condi- 
tions. It  is  better  to  expose  by  actinometer,  at  least  for 
beginners,  and  the  exposure  is  to  the  same  tint.  This  is 
a  good  suggestion,  and  one  worth  repeating  to  amateur 
customers  who  are  just  starting  the  process.  If  when  print- 
ing by  actinometer  the  photographer  carefully  notes  the 
appearance  of  the  image,  he  will  soon  be  able  to  recognise 
correct  exposure  and  judge  the  printing  without  mechanical 
help.

— Writing  on  February  29,  a  Smyrna  corre- 
spondent states  that  the  question  of  stock,  which  has  been 
the  subject  of  more  or  less  fantastic  estimates,  has  just 
been  decided  by  the  Smyrna  Chamber  of  Commerce,  who 
state  in  the  Impartial  :  "In  view  of  the  difference  of 
opinion  with  regard  to  the  actual  stock  of  opium  in  Smyrna, 
those  interested  are  informed  that  as  a  result  of  careful  in- 
vestigation the  number  of  cases  held  by  the  banks  and  in 
the  merchants'  depots  is  1,419,  representing  1,219  actual 
•cases.  The  large  holders  continue  to  maintain  a  strictly 
reserved  attitude,  and  it  would  not  be  surprising  if  prices 
advanced  again  in  the  event  of  a  more  active  demand. "  An- 
other correspondent,  writing  March  7,  states  that  two  cases 
Karahissar  have  been  sold  for  export  at  125  and  128  piastres, 
so  that  prices  are  much  the  same  as  last  week.  As  the 
weather  is  at  present  favourable  the  agriculturists  of  the 
interior  are  able  to  attend  to  the  last  sowings.  The  arrivals 
amount  to  1.358  cases  against  3,169  cases  last  year  on  the 
same  date.    The  market  closed  uncertain.

Values, 
however,  show  very  little  fluctuation,  since  the  manufacturers 
are  coming  more  and  more  to  the  view  that  the  restriction  of 
nroduction  to  the  general  demand  is  the  most  profitable

Sulphate  of  Ammonia. — There  has  been  a  fair  demand  on  con- 
tract account,  and  this  has  caused  production  to  be  well  taken 
up.  and  prevented  any  accumulation  of  large  stocks.  Very  little 
is  being  done  in  late  forward  requirements.  Values  are  on 
the  firm  side  and  present  nearest  figures  are  Beckton  12?.  3s.  9c?. 
to  12?.  5s.,  Beckton  terms  12?.,  London  12?.,  Leith  12?.  2s.  6c?., 
and  Hull  11?.  18s.  9c?.  to  12?. 

Barium  Products.— Demand  in  this  branch  in  the  shape  of 
-miscellaneous  business  is  perhaps  not  quite  so  heavy,  but  on 
•contract  account  it  is  a  good  average.    General  tone  keeps 


very  firm,  since  costs  of  production  are  high  and  raw 
materials  keep  very  steady.  Blanc  fixe,  pure  precipitated 
sulphate  of  barium,  in  paste-form,  61.  15s.  to  11.  10s.  per  ton 
in  usual  casks.  Pure  blanc  fixe,  dried  and  in  powder-form, 
8?.

American  Drug-market. 

Nciv  York,  March  3. 

Some  slight  improvement  in  the  general  drug-trade  was 
noticeable  during  the  week,  although  as  a  rule  only  jobbing 
orders  were  booked.  Advances  and  declines  were  fairly  well 
balanced,  the  latter  taking  definite  shape  in  the  case  of  bismuth 
and  iodine  preparations.  Opium  has  not  altered.  Hydrastis, 
peppermint,  and  spearmint  oils  are  firm. 

Aloes. — Case  Curacao  is  still  irregularly  quoted  at  7c.  to 
9c,  but  the  tendency  is  slightly  upward,  and  sales  are  re- 
ported at  7fc,  representing  an  advance  of  ic.  on  prices 
actually  paid.  Gourds,  also,  are  in  better  position  at  10c. 
True  Barbados  is  worth  35c,  Cape  8gc.  and  upwards,  accord- 
ing to  quantity. 

Bismuth  Salts  have  been  reduced,  subnitrate  in  jobbing  lots 
being  now  quoted  at  $1.50  to  $1.55 — a  decline  of  25c. — sub- 
carbonate  at  $1.75  to  $1.80.  Other  compounds  are  propor- 
tionately lower. 

Camphor.— Refined  on  spot  has  declined  to  66c.  to  67c.  for 
barrels  and  cases  respectively,  in  sympathy  with  the  unsettled 
and  weaker  position  abroad. 

Cascara  Sagrada  is  by  no  means  active.  Abundant  stocks 
are  carried  in  the  local  market,  and  while  85C  to  10c.  is  the 
general  run  of  quotations,  better  might  be  done  on  a  firm 
order. 

Copaiba. — Central  and  South  American  have  been  taken  to 
a  fair  extent  at  prices  within  the  previously  noted  range  of 
45c.  to  50c.  The  main  spot  supplies  are  controlled  by  a  few, 
and  with  the  elimination  of  the  smaller  stocks,  prices  may  be 
expected  to  advance  to  a  level  more  in  keeping  with  the 
position  at  primary  sources. 

Hydrastis. — Due  probably  to  the  general  inactivity  in  this 
market,  small  lots  are  still  available  at  $1.95,  but  $2  to  $2.10 
better  represents  values  where  larger  supplies  are  concerned. 

Iodides. — Open  quotations  are  lower  at  $1.80  to  $1.85  for 
potassium  iodide,  $2.85  to  $2.90  for  iodoform,  based  on  an 
8-per-cent.  reduction  in  the  price  of  iodine. 

Opium. — In  the  absence  of  positive  information  regarding 
the  primary  situation,  buyers  show  little  concern  for  future 
requirements.  Quotations  are  unaltered  at  $4.50  for  50-lb. 
lots. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American).— Local  dealers  have  been  slow 
in  responding  to  the  buoyant  views  of  the  Western  distillers, 
but  some  indications  of  increased  firmness  are  now  apparent, 
and  $1.70_  is  asked  by  most  holders  here.  $1.65  will  still  buy, 
but  only  in  a  limited  way. 

Peru  Balsam  has  declined  to  $1.85  to  $1.90,  owing  to  the 
slow  demand  and  competition  with  synthetic  product. 

Senega  has  been  fairly  active  during  the  week.  46c.  was 
obtained  for  Western. 

Spearmint  Oil. — Supplies  are  scarcely  equal  to  the  increased 
demand,  and  stocks  are  firmly  held  at  $5,  with  trend  of  prices 
steadily  upwards. 

Vanilfa  Statistics. 

Mr.  Hermann  Mayer  Senior  has  issued  his  annual  statistics 
of  the  world's  supply  of  vanilla.  He  estimates  the  quantities 
of  the  1907-8  crop,  the  major  portion  of  which  has  left  the 
countries  of  production,  as  follows  :  Bourbon  40  tons,  Sey- 
chelles 65  tons,  Comores  and  Mayotte  80  tons,  Madagascar 
and  Nossi-Bes  50  tons,  Mexican  100  tons,  Tahiti  120  tons, 
Mauritius  3  tons,  Ceylon  and  Java  7  tons.  Fiji  and  Zanzibar 
4  tons,  Guadeloupe  and  Martinique  6  tons,  making  a  total 
of  475  tons.  This  quantity  proves  to  be  about  75  tons  in 
excess  of  the  previous  season's  yield,  but  having  come  on  a 
very  bare  market,  the  present  average  prices  are  somewhat 
above  those  of  the  same  period  in  1907,  while  those  for  fancy 
lengths,  which  are  scarce,  and  for  Bourbon  varieties,  which 
are  firmly  held,  are  considerably  higher.

The  Elusive  Falling  Clause. 

Sir, — The  time-honoured  usage  of  the  words  "a  drug 
on  the  market"  would  seem  to  indicate  that  over-production 
had  long  been  a  weakness  particularly  applicable  to  the 
drug-trade.  The  falling  clause  (which  is  of  general  in- 
terest at  the  present  moment)  was  originally  devised  to 
afford  protection  against  instability  of  prices  consequent 
on  the  ineffectual  trust  methods  of  groups  of  manufacturers 
who  have  sought  to  control  the  prices  and  production  of 
manufactured  articles,  while  the  materials  for  manufacture 
were  at  the  disposal  of  rival  producers.  The  existence  of 
the  falling  clause  as  the  adjunct  to  modern  contracts 
throughout  the  trade  is  in  the  nature  of  an  admission  that 
the  majority  of  the  so-called  Pools,  Syndicates  and  Con- 
ventions have  failed  to  justify  their  existence.  Circum- 
stances would  appear  to  necessitate  that  protection  of  some 
description  should  be  afforded  to  consumers.  But  the  sys- 
tem by  which  the  falling  clause  operates  is  inconsistent  with 
the  exactments  of  commercial  morality.  The  protection 
thereby  afforded  to  consumers  is  purely  theoretical  because, 
in  order  to  enforce  the  falling  clause,  the  consumer  usually 
is  required  to  produce  for  his  supplier's  edification  the  quo- 
tation of  a  rival  manufacturer —  and  that  it  is  not  possible  to 
do  in  all  cases  consistently  with  one's  honour.  A  manu- 
facturer whose  quotation  has  thus  been  exposed  would  not 
be  likely  to  afford  similar  facilities  on  another  occasion  to 
the  consumer  who  adopted  such  short-sighted  tactics,  and 
the  manufacturer  who  exacted  such  conditions  could  not 
logically  suppose  that  respect  for  his  own  quotations  would 
be  shown  by  a  consumer  who  would  go  so  far  as  to  exercise 
the  privilege  of  the  falling  clause. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  position  should  be  realised  by  all 
parties  concerned.  The  falling  clause  is  aimed  at  under- 
mining the  good  faith  essential  to  sound  business  relations. 
Surely  it  were  better  that  the  falling  clause  should  cease 
to  exist  than  that  the  trade  should  countenance  what  is, 
to  say  the  least  about  it,  a  mean  and  questionable  proposi- 
tion to  place  before  the  "Brethren  of  the  Order."

What  is  Benzine  ? 

Sir, — Your  correspondent  "  Chemico,"  whose  letter 
appeared  in  the  G.  <L-  D. ,  February  29,  labours  under  a  mis- 
apprehension in  supposing  that  bottles  labelled  "  benzine  " 
should  contain  the  coal-tar  product  benzene.  This  term 
"benzene"  is  unfortunately  used  by  some  chemists  to 
denote  benzol  (C0H6),  the  coal-tar  derivative,  and  a 
definite  chemical  compound,  being,  in  fact,  the  first  hydro- 
carbon of  the  aromatic  series.  It  should  be  noted  that 
the  name  "benzene"  is  used  to  indicate  benzol  only. 
Benzine,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a  petroleum  derivative,  being 
prepared  from  crude  petroleum  by  fractional  distillation, 
as  also  are  petroleum  ether,  benzoline,  and  petrol.  Never- 
theless, these  four  substances  are  not  identical,  although 
doubtless  they  contain  a  small  percentage  of  constituents 
common  to  all  four.  The  chief  distinction  between  them 
is  the  difference  in  "  boiling-point  "  and  ""flash-point,"  but 
these  characters  in  each  case  vary  within  wide  limits.  The 


benzine  official  in  the  U.S. P.  is  a  purified  form  of  the 

commercial  article.    That  authority  reads  : 

Benzin,  a  purified  distillate  from  American  petroleum,, 
consisting'  of  hydrocarbons,  chiefly  of  the  marsh-gas  series 
(CsHu.CsHu — CioH22, Curias)  and  homologous  compounds, 
having  a  sp.  gr.  of  .670  to  .675,  and  boiling-point  from. 
50°  to  60°  C. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  benzene  denotes, 
benzol,  while  benzine  indicates  a  petroleum  spirit

Sir, — Your  correspondents  are  undoubtedly  right  that 
benzine  is  benzoline  or  light  petroleum,  not  benzene  or 
benzol,  obtained  by  distillation  of  coal.  It  is  very  unfor- 
tunate that  the  name  "  benzine  "  was  ever  introduced,  and 
there  is  no  wonder  that  assistants  are  liable  to  make  a 
mistake,  especially  when  such  an  authority  as  Cooley 
gives  benzine  =  benzole.  I  fancy  the  Americans  are 
responsible  for  the  word.  The  form  "  benzin  "  is  used  in 
U.S.P.  Allen  ("Organic  Analysis,"  Vol.  II.,  Part  II., 
p.  97)  says  :  "The  employment  of  the  terms  'benzoline,' 
'benzine,'  and  'benzin,'  to  denote  the  more  volatile 
fractions  obtained  on  distilling  petroleum  or  shale  oil  has 
caused  great  confusion  between  the  products  so  called  and 
benzene,  CtHt,  the  leading  constituent  of  coal-tar 
naphtha."  Yours,  etc.,

[The  point  which  started  this  correspondence  was  that  in 
trade  the  article  required  as  "  benzine  "  for  removing  oil- 
stains  is  the  coal-tar  product  (a  mixture  of  benzol  anct 
toluene),  and  not  benzoline,  or  any  other  petroleum  products 
In  the  article  on  benzene  Attfield  says:  "It  is  a  valuable 
solvent  of  fats  and  oils,  and  under  the  name  of  'Benzine 
Collas  '  was  introduced  by  M.  Collas  in  1848  for  cleansing 
purposes."  We  are  old-fashioned  enough  to  consider  that 
"benzine"  required  by  the  public  is  not  a  petroleum  pro- 
duct, but  there  is  also  no  question  that  the  practice  has 
grown  of  selling  for  dry  cleaning  a  petroleum  "  benzine  "  of 
sp.  gr.  0.730  to  0.750  and  boiling-point  248°  to  302°  F.— i.e., 
the  heaviest  and  highest  boiling  fraction  of  petroleum  (before 
the  burning  oil  distils  over)— but  cleaning-benzoline  (sp.  gr. 
0.703)  is  also  described  as  benzine.  Benzin  U.S.P.  is  petroleum, 
ether,  an  unsuitable  agent  for  cleaning-purposes,  to  which  this 
correspondence  strictly  applies. — Editor.] 

A  Minority  of  Three. 

{Re  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  Bill.) 
Sir, — Three  of  a  minority  on  a  vote  of  eighteen  looks 
like  a  big  beating.  If  chemists  will  take  the  official  list, 
however,  score  out  all  the  names  which  appear  under  the 
word  "  for"  except  the  fifth,  and  set  that  against  the  list 
of  names  appearing  under  the  word  "  against,"  the  contrast 
is  not  so  great.  The  Bill  these  fifteen  men  voted  for  has 
nothing  in  it  to  assist  the  man  behind  the  counter  in  any 
way.  It  has  nothing  in  it  to  curtail  the  enslavement  of 
qualified  men,  as  Mr.  Harrison  points  out  with  so  much 
ability ;  in  short,  its  only  important  clause  is  the  Curriculum 
Clause.  It  is  a  Curriculum  Bill  pure  and  simple.  The  fifth 
name  on  the  list  of  "  fors  "  is  that  of  Mr.  Carteighe.  During 
all  my  time  he  has  stood  for  the  curriculum  and  a  higher 
educational  standard,  and  it  cannot  be  doing  him  an  injustice 
to  suppose  that  he  is  doing  so  still.  You  tell  me  that  Mr. 
Schacht  stood  for  the  curriculum  before  Mr.  Carteighe.  If 
I  had  been  studying  pharmaceutical  politics  twenty-five  02? 
thirty  years  ago  I  would  have  stood  for  the  curriculum  too. 
I  am  not  standing  up  for  a  poor  class  of  men  poorly  trained. 
Had  we  Acts  confining  the  practice  of  pharmacy  to  qualified; 
men  I  would  most  certainly  be  in  favour  of  a  curriculum,, 
and  the  highest  grade  of  education  we  can  command.  As 
the  drug-trade  is  daily  becoming  more  of  a  store-department 
affair,  however,  I  cannot  see  what  we  are  going  to  do  with 
curriculum-trained  men,  or  where  we  are  going  to  get  men 
to  go  in  for  a  curriculum.  We  cannot  afford  to  have  "  Rip. 
Van  Winkles  "  wakening  up  in  1908  to  advocate  a  policy 
which  was  sound  enough  in  1875.  Besides  all  this,  we  have 
a  right  to  demand  an  explanation.  Will  Mr.  Carteighe,  or 
any  other  man  whose  name  appears  in  this  "  for"  list,  sit 
down  and  write  a  clear  statement  of  the  end  he  has  in  view? 
We  are  not  unreasonable  men.  We  will  listen  to  anything 
laid  before  us,  and  accept  it  if  it  appeals  to  our  reason. 
Were  we  assured  that  the  curriculum  men  have  any  cleaj! 
aim  in  view  we  would  feel  more  satisfied,  but  it  is  a  fear — 
amounting  almost  to  a  certainty — that  they  do  not  know 
where  they  are  going  themselves  that  worries  us.    Many  of 
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the  Major  men,  even  now,  leave  retail  pharmacy  and  find 
other  fields  of  labour.  What  is  the  reason?  It  is  because 
they  are  educated  beyond  the  needs  of  pharmacy  as  it  is 
practised  at  present.  What,  then,  are  we  going  to  do  with 
curriculum-trained  men  ?  Is  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
going  to  exist  for  the  purpose  of  training  men  to  go 
botanising  in  the  Himalayas,  or  assisting  the  Prince  of 
Monaco  in  his  deep-sea  investigations,  or  becoming  asso- 
ciated with  Edison  or  Marconi  in  their  work,  or  in  some 
other  way  hanging  on  to  the  skirts  of  Science  ? 

The  Council  may  rest  certain  that  they  will  get  their  Bill 
through  as  it  is  now  drawn.  Nobody  will  raise  a  finger  to 
prevent  this  suicide.  The  stores  men,  unqualified  dealers  in 
poisons,  and  co-operative  men  will  all  help  to  bury  phar- 
macy at  the  nearest  cross-roads  with  a  stake  through  its 
body.  Those  who  have  been  standing  up  for  better  Phar- 
macy Law  could  fight  the  House  of  Commons,  and  all  these 
outsiders,  but  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  going  to  go 
over  to  the  enemy  they  can  only  say  ct  tn  quoqiia  and  lay 
down  arms. 

The  policy  of  the  minority  is  quite  clear  and  logical.  They 
do  not  expect  to  be  able,  meantime,  to  get  a  Bill  through 
which  meets  the  needs  of  pharmacy,  but,  by  keeping  such 
a  Bill  before  Parliament,  they  can  go  far  to  arrest  the  con- 
fiscating course  of  the  Government.  The  majority  are 
blindly  following  a  leader,  whoever  he  may  be.  who  does 
not  know,  or  will  not  say.  where  he  is  going,  and  they  apnear 
to  be  quite  willing  to  acquiesce  in  the  Government  policy. 
One  cannot  help  thinking  that  all  this  has  come  about  as 
the  result  of  an  absence  of  great  constructive  statesmen  in 
the  House  of  Commons  as  much  as  at  Bloomsbury  Square. 
Such  men  are  not  often  found  in  professional  ranks,  but 
we  have  a  right  to  look  for  them  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
A  confiscating  measure,  such  as  the  Government  advance, 
would  never  have  found  its  way  into  the  ranks  of  Govern- 
ment Bills  in  the  days  of  Disraeli,  Gladstone,  or  Salisbury. 
The  first  consideration  of  a  great  statesman  is  justice,  the 
second  common-sense;  this  Bill  is  characterised  by  neither. 
Weak  men  are  at  the  mercy  of  permanent  officials,  and  this 
is  a  permanent  officials'  Bill.  Pharmacy  law  needs  to  be 
dealt  with  from  the  very  foundation  ;  but  it  must  be  sorrow- 
fully admitted  that  there  are  no  men  on  either  side  of  the 
House  of  Commons  capable  of  doing  this.

Registered  Assistants  Wanted. 
Sir, — Pharmacy-law  revision  has  been  before  the  trade 
so  long,  and  the  practical  outcome  has  been  so  small,  that 
the  average  pharmacist  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
nothing  ever  will  be  done,  and  so  the  best  thing  he  can  do  is 
to  spend  his  time  over  something  more  profitable.  It  has 
been  the  old  cry  of  "  Wolf,  wolf,"  and  now  the  finale  of  the 
fable  is  likely  to  be  repeated,  unless  this  state  of  affairs  is 
discarded.  There  is  one  noticeable  feature  about  matters 
this  year.  The  Bill  now  in  Parliament  has  been  referred  to 
-a  Committee  of  both  Houses.  This  may  be  taken  as 
evidence  that  the  Government  intend  to  do  something.  If, 
then,  something  is  to  be  done,  if  we  are  to  put  up  with  the 
loss  of  some  of  our  undoubted  rights,  if  we  are  to  put  up 


with  a  lot  more  interference  with  our  liberty,  is  there  any- 
thing we  can  work  for  that  will  be  for  our  benefit?  I  think 
there  is.    In  the  Irish  Act  of  1890  is  the  following  section  : 
The  Council  may  cause  examinations  to  be  held  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  them 
from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  examining  assistants  to 
pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  such  assistants  as  shall  pass 
such  examination  shall  be  competent  to  transact  the  business 
of  a  licentiate  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  his  tem- 
porary absence,  but,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  conduct  or 
manage  a  business  or  to  keep  open  shop  on  their  own 
account. 

In  Great  Britain,  at  present,  when  engaging  an  assistant,  a 
chemist  has  to  decide  whether  he  will  employ  one  who  is 
qualified  or  one  who  is  not.  Outside  of  a  few  first-class 
businesses  there  is  no  real  necessity  to  have  two  fully 
qualified  chemists  on  the  premises.  The  owner  is  practically 
always  there,  and  as  the  conditions  of  the  trade  will  not  | 
allow  luxuries,  an  unqualified  man  is,  in  a  very  large  number 
of  cases,  employed  on  the  ground  of  expense.  Now,  the 
Irish  chemist  can  obtain  an  assistant  who  has  been  ex- 
amined in  prescription-reading,  dispensing,  recognition  of  - 
drugs,  etc.,  and  knowledge  of  pharmacy  law — in  short,  in 
the  practical  work  that  he  may  reasonably  be  expected  to 
know  after  a  few  years  in  the  trade,  and  which  would  enable 
him  to  carry  out  the  ordinary  business  of  the  shop,  without 
having  gone  to  the  additional  expense  in  qualifying  for  the 
further  unties  that  properly  devolve  on  the  proprietor  or 
manager.  The  advantage  which  the  chemist  and  the  public 
in  Ireland  gain  from  the  qualified  assistant  seems  to  me  to 
be  very  considerable,  and  the  object  of  this  letter  is  strongly 
to  urge  the  necessity  for  a  provision  of  this  kind  in  Great 
Britain.

Chemists  and  Agricultural  Poisons. 
Sir, — I  have  perused  the  letter  of  "  Agriculturist  "  with 
great  interest,  as  the  subject  affects  my  own  business  very 
nearly.  Your  correspondent  boldly  states  that  "the  pass- 
ing of  Clause  2  into  law  will  not  materially  affect  chemists, 
and  where  it  does  affect  them  will  do  so  to  their  benefit." 
Further  on  in  his  letter  he  remarks  that  "the  weed-killer 
trade  will  pass  almost  entirely  into  the  hands  of  seedsmen  | 
and  nurserymen,"  which  is  quite  a  contradictory  statement. 
As  to  the  sheep-dip  trade,  I  feel  sure  that  Clause  2,  if 
passed,  will  act  entirely  to  our  detriment,  for  it  will  be 
open  to  many  ironmongers  to  take  out  "poison-licences," 
and  as  these  individuals,  or  their  representatives,  usually 
call  on  all  the  farmers  in  their  district  at  regular  intervals, 
they  will  be  able  to  book  orders  for  dip  as  well  as  for 
their  usual  lines,  and  deliver  at  the  farmer's  door  in  the 
same  way.  This  will  bt  a  considerable  handicap  to  the 
chemist,  for  he  cannot  usually  spare  the  time  to  go  round 
soliciting  orders,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  would  con- 
sider  it  undignified  to  do  so.  I  regard  the  opinion  of 
"Agriculturist"  that  we  shall  gain  in  sales  of  sheep-dip 
from  small  shops  which  cannot  afford  a  poison-licence  as 
absurd,  and  I  very  much  question  whether  village  shops 
sell  arsenical  dips  to  any  extent.  If  such  cases  do  exist 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  "Agriculturist,"  will  he  kindly 
oblige  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  with  a  little  information 
on  the  subject  ?  I  fail  entirely  to  see  what  benefit  I  should 
derive  from  the  passing  of  my  weed-killer  business  into  the 
hands  of  a  neighbouring  seedsman,  and  as  I  wish  to  save 
my  trade  in  sheep-dips,  if  possible,  I  trust  that  Clause  2 
will  be  opposed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  also 
by  chemists  individually  to  the  utmost  of  their  power.

Sir, — In  moving  the  second  reading  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  the  Earl  of  Crewe  said  that  it  was  to  enable 
"poisons  for  horticultural,  etc.,  purposes  to  be  sold  by 
dealers  who  were  not  chemists,  in  places  where  the  need 
arose  owing  to  the  absence  of  qualified  chemists."  The 
question  arises  who  is  to  define  such  "places"  and  what 
distance  will  it  be  considered  legal  for  customers  to  travel- 
will  they  have  to  be  bond-fide  travellers  and  come  a  six-mile 
limit  ?  Here  in  Torquay  I  could  buy  enough  arsenic  from 
unqualified  sellers  (other  than  chemists)  to  poison  the  whole 
town.  Clause  1  will  add  more  poisons  to  the  schedule  list 
and  make  the  sale  of  them  more  irksome  to  chemists  than  at 
the  present  time.    Clause  4  is  to  make  the  examination 
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"stiffer"  and  more  expensive;  by  all  means  let  this  be 
|  done  if  it  is  desired  that  the  next  generation  or  two  should 
find  the  chemist  as  extinct  as  the  dodo.  We  chemists  would 
willingly  submit  to  more  severe  tests  to  be  competent  to  sell 
Eno's  fruit-salt  at  Is.  9^d.  per  bottle  and  Doan's  pills  at  2*. 
per  box.  There  is  nothing  new  in  Clause  5.  Chemists 
usually  label  oxalic  acid."  Poison  "  and  not  "  Epsom  Salts," 
'as  Dickens  has  it.  As  to  the  Society's  Bill,  for  the  life  of  me 
I  cannot  see  what  good  it  will  be  to  chemists.  If  it  is  in 
jany  way  the  result  of  the  labours  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  surely  it  puts  into  the  shade  the  story  of  the 
mountain  in  labour  that  brought  forth  a  mouse.

Nurses  want  Cut  Kates. 
Sir, — Within  the  last  few  days  an  instance  has  occurred 
where  a  nurse  endeavoured  to  obtain  a  rebate  on  Allenburys 
Food,  an  article  on  the  protected  list  of  the  P.A.T.A.  This 
was  refused,  but  as  she  persisted  in  her  statement  that  such 
could  be  had  in  the  city,  the  matter  was  referred  to  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones,  the  question  as  to  supplying  doctors  being  also 
included,  and  his  reply  as  as  follows  : 

In  reply  to  yours  of  the  2nd  inst.,  it  is  contrary  to  P.A.T.A. 
rules  for  nurses  to  be  supplied  with  P.A.T.A.  goods  at  less 
than  the  minimum  retail  prices.  The  Council  have  not 
hitherto  raised  any  objections  to  doctors  being  supplied  at 
less  than  minimum  retail  prices,  provided  they  do  not 
resell  the  goods  to  their  patients  at  less  than  the  fixed 
prices.

Be  a  Chemists'  Union. 
Sir, —  May  I  just  give  a  few  data  which  will  help  to  main- 
tain the  allegations  of  "  Luke  Erron,"  who  has  referred  to 
me  in  your  issue  of  February  29,  also  to  confirm  his  state- 
ments from  another  source  to  "  A  Certified  Chemist"  ?  On 
February  20  I  was  asked  for  6d.  of  strychnine  to  poison 
moles.  I  have  often  had  the  farmer  in,  but  never  to  buy 
much.  I  asked  him  for  his  signature,  and  also,  if  he  could 
bring  anyone  he  knew  as  a  witness.  This  he  refused  to  do, 
telling  me  that  he  often  gets  it  by  post.  I  was  informed  by 
a  late  apprentice  with  the  divisional  secretary  of  my  dis- 
trict that  he  used  to  supply  unqualified  traders  with  Id. 
packets  of  red  and  white  precipitates  to  retail.  Several  of 
my  would-be  customers  have  been  supplied,  so  they  inform 
me,  without  signature,  with  poisons  in  the  First  Schedule. 
These  people  refuse  to  buy  from  me  unless  I  will  do  like- 
wise. On  Saturday,  February  29,  a  young  man  came  in  and! 
asked  for  some  tincture  of  cantharides.  I  inquired  for  what 
purpose  it  was  intended  to  be  used.  This  being  refused  I 
was  told  other  young  fellows  besides  himself  could  get  it 
without  question,  and  he  would  do  so  again.  Trusting  this 
will  help  to  show  the  absolute  necessity  for  a  self-protecting 
union.

Bergamot  and  Lemon  Oils. 

Sir, — The  recent  communications  on  these  two  oils 
published  in  your  columns  show  that  gross  and  impudent 
adulteration  of  the  Sicilian  oils  is  still  being  practised,  and 
seem  to  indicate  that  in  spite  of  the  advances  made  in  the 
scientific  examination  of  essential  oils,  a  considerable 
amount  must  still  be  bought  without  even  the  most 
elementary  tests  as  to  their  purity  being  applied.  Thus, 
in  the  case  of  lemon  oils  adulterated  with  petroleum,  this 
sophistication  is,  of  course,  at  once  proved  by  the  decrease 
in  the  optical  rotation  and  with  the  two  bergamot  oils 
quoted  as  being  sold  as  "  guaranteed  genuine,"  the  specific- 
gravity  alone  wouiu  be  sufficient  to  condemn  them.  The 
real  danger  appears,  however,  to  be  where  the  blending 
with  other  bodies  has  been  more  scientifically  carried  out, 
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■so  that  a  routine  analysis,  unless  supplemented  by  special 
tests,  fails  to  reveal  any  adulteration.  As  for  the  fact  that 
both  the  samples  of  bergamot  oil  described,  though 
impure,  were  soluble  in  half  their  volume  of  90-per-cent. 
alcohol,  I  some  years  ago  concluded  from  my  own  experi- 
ments that  the  solubility  in  90-per-cent.  alcohol  is  prac- 
tically valueless  as  a  test  for  purity  of  bergamot  oil,  but 
have  found  that  the  solubility  in  82-J,-per-cent.  alcohol, 
in  which  strength  most  oils  that  are  insoluble  in  80-per- 
cent, alcohol  readily  dissolve,  is  a  really  useful  test.

Under  which  Degree  ? 

Sir. — Probably  the  time  is  past  for  any  discussion  of  the 
relative  merits  of  the  B.Sc.(Pharm.)  and  the  B.Ph.  as  a 
•degree  for  qualified  pharmacists,  but  the  procedure  of  the 
Privy  Council  in  the  matter  is  distinctly  interesting.  If 
one  requires  to  go  outside  for  advice  there  is  a  great  deal 
in  knowing  where  to  go.  To  go  to  a  medical  council  for 
•expert  advice  on  the  question  of  a  University  degree  for 
pharmicists  seems  a  questionable  proceeding,  and  when 
that  council  happens  to  be  presided  over  by  a  gentleman 
^vho  is  head  of  a  body  which  is  actively  in  opposition  to  the 
proposed  degree,  the  proceeding  appeals  in  an  even  more 
unfavourable  light.  It  is  not  surprising  that  the  resulting 
report  should  contain  all  that  nonsense  about  pharmaceu- 
tical graduates  posing  as  qualified  medical  practitioners, 
while  tbe_  expression  as  to  the  danger  to  the  public  from 
a  non-registrable  degree  in  pharmacy  is  simply  absurd.  I 
think  our  own  Council  are  sometimes  open  to  criticism  (in 
their  attempts  at  legislation,  for  instance),  but  they  have 
my  sympathy  in  requiring  to  submit  to  the  decisions  of  a 
body  which  goes  for  its  information  and  instruction  on 
poison  schedules  and  other  matters  to  unauthorised  and

With  that  I  got  to 
work.  He  got  his  TO  lb.  of  tooth-powder,  but  I  leave  the 
reader  to  imagine  the  state  of  a  small  pharmacy  (whose 
largest  mortar  is  a  No.  7)  at  the  end  of  the  ordeal.

The  Diet  Problem. 

Sir, — Might  I  be  allowed  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  outline  of  Mr.  Pearmund's  very  instructive  lecture  on 
p.  385  of  your  March  7  issue,  and  at  the  same  time  to  call 
attention  to  one  or  two  points  in  the  last  section  which, 
in  view  of  the  importance  of  this  part  of  the  lecture,  re- 
quire criticism  or  correction  ?  Mr.  Pearmund  is  reported  to 
have  said  that,  "judging  from  the  teeth  and  digestive 
organisation,  man  is  adapted  to  a  mixed  diet."  This  seems 
not  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  testimony  of  science. 
Baron  Cuvier,  in  "The  Animal  Kingdom,"  vol.  i.,  p.  88, 
says  on  this  subject  : 

Fruit,  roots,  and  other  succulent  parts  of  vegetables 
appear  to  be  the  natural  food  of  man  ;  his  short  and  com- 
paratively weak  jaws,  and  his  short  canine  teeth  not  passing 
beyond  the  common  limit  of  the  others,  would  not  permit 
him  either  to  feed  on  herbage  or  devour  flesh,  unless  these 
aliments  were  previously  prepared  by  the  culinary  process. 

Professor  Sir  Charles  Bell,  in  his  "  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
and  Diseases  of  the  Teeth"  (p.  33),  says  : 

Every  fact  connected  with  the  human  organisation  goes 
to  prove  that  man  was  originally  formed  a  frugivorous 
animal.  .  .  .  This  opinion  is  principally  derived  from  the 
formation  of  his  teeth  and  digestive  organs  as  well  as  from 
the  character  of  his  skin  and  the  general  structure  of  his 
limbs. 

One  might  multiply  authorities  on  this  subject,  but  I 
merely  mention  that  Charles  Darwin,  in  "  The  Descent  of 
Man"  (2nd  edition,  p.  156),  expresses  the  same  opinion,  and 
Sir  R.  Owen's  "  Odontography"  (p.  471)  shows  in  addition 
that  man's  dentition  and  that  of  the  apes  are  practically 
identical.  I  would  recommend  anyone  interested  in  this 
matter  to  read  "The  Chemistry  of  Food,"  by  A.  W. 
Duncan,  F.C.S.  (price  3d.;  R.  J.  James  &  Co.,  Warwick 
Lane).  Yours  truly,

Sir, — In  your  correspondence  column  on  March  7  you  give 
the  synopsis  of  what  should  prove  a  very  interesting  lecture, 
suitable  for  delivery  by  chemists  inclined  that  way.  I  am 
afraid,  however,  that  if  the  lecturer  proceeded  on  the 
assumption,  as  suggested  in  the  synopsis,  that  "vegetable 
diet  is  not  rational "  he  would  cause  a  good  deal  of  mild 
surprise  among  his  audience,  especially  when  we  consider 
that  nine-tenths  of  the  human  race  not  only  exist,  but  live 
well,  on  vegetable  products.  May  it  not  be  that  it  is  the 
remaining  tenth,  who  feed  on  the  dead  bodies  of  their  fellow- 
creatures,  who  are  the  irrational  eaters?  The  vegetable 
kingdom  is  the  prime  source  of  all  organic  food,  and  when 
man  eats  mutton,  for  instance,  he  is  only  consuming  a  portion 
of  the  food  which  the  sheep  obtained  from  the  grass,  clover, 
turnips,  etc.  All  the  proteids  in  the  flesh  once  existed  in  the 
vegetables.  The  soil  that  produced  the  herbage,  grain,  and 
roots  eaten  by  the  cattle  in  most  cases  could  have  produced 
food  capable  of  direct  utilisation  by  man.  Of  course  some 
people  may  prefer  to  eat  their  food  secondhand,  but  the 
majority  of  mankind  do  away  with  the  middleman,  and  live 
healthily,  happily,  and  economically  on  the  fruits  of  the 
earth  as  supplied  by  nature  direct.  Consider  for  a  moment 
the  kind  of  food  a  flesh-eater  is  in  the  habit  of  consuming, 
and  see  if  any  but  those  accustomed  to  it  would  call  it 
"rational."  For  breakfast  he  probably  has  bacon  made 
from  offal-fed  pig,  and  overloaded  with  salt  to  make  it  keep, 
or  he  takes  sausage  made  from  imported  boneless  meat  (for 
description  of  which  see  Board  of  Agriculture  report  issued 
a  week  or  two  ago),  doubly  preserved  with  boric  acid,  and 
coloured  with  artificial  dyes.  Liver  and  kidneys  are  also 
favourite  dishes  for  this  meal ;  but  the  less  one  thinks  of  their 
origin  the  better.  Then  dinner.  I  will  pass  over  the  soup, 
which  is  usually  made  with  scraps  from  the  butchers 
counter,  and  scraps  from  previous  dinners,  and  come  to  the 
piecc-de-risistance— the  roast  beef  of  old  England.  This 
may  have  come  all  the  way  from  Argentina,  or  it  may  be 
part  of  an  animal  that  was  killed  to  prevent  its  dying—one 
never  knows— for  in  spite  of  official  inspectors  it  is  impossible 
to  keep  diseased  meat  out  of  the  market.  In  any  case,  be 
the  meat  of  the  best  quality  procurable,  flesh- tood  is  ot 
necessity  intimately  mixed  up  with  the  decayed  tissue  about 
to  be  removed  from  the  body  by  the  venous  blood  and  ex- 
cretory organs  of  the  animal  when  killed,  and  therefore  must 
contain  deleterious  products  in  the  form  of  xanthines,  unc 
acid  and  urates.    At  tea-time  it  is  difficult  to  say  how  mucn 
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of  the  product  of  the  cow,  and  how  much  of  other  animals 
enters  into  the  composition  of  his  butter,  while  the  constant 
advice  about  boiling  and  pasteurising  milk  shows  how  ever- 
present  is  the  fear  of  contracting  typhoid  fever  or  tubercu- 
lar disease  from  this  source.  As  regards  supper,  it  is 
needless  to  say  more  than  that  tinned  meats  and  fish  are  far 
from  being  above  suspicion.  Contrast  all  this  with  the 
wholesome,  health-giving  foods — nuts,  fruits,  cereals,  and 
vegetables — on  which  a  vegetarian  lives,  and  dare  anyone 
say  that  the  flesh-eater  is  a  more  rational  feeder  than  he  ? 
No  need  has  he  to  depend  on  a  huge  army  of  inspectors  to 
insure  his  having  food  free  from  disease.  His  own  eyes  tell 
him  at  once  whether  a  thing  is  in  good  condition  or  otherwise. 
There  are  no  hidden  disease-germs  in  what  he  eats. 

I  am  afraid  I  have  already  taken  up  too  much  of  your 
space,  but  I  should  just  like  to  add  that  the  last  sentence  of 
the  synopsis  which  says  "Judging  from  the  teeth  and 
digestive  organisation  man  is  adapted  for  a  mixed  diet  "  does 
not  tally  with  Darwin's  statement  to  the  effect  that  "  judg- 
ing from  analogy  man  originally  subsisted  on  a  frugivorous 
diet,"  or  that  of  another  scientist  who  writes,  "The  teeth 
of  man  have  not  the  slightest  resemblance  to  those  of  the 
carnivorous  animals,  except  that  their  enamel  is  confined  to 
the  external  surface."  Trusting  these  remarks  will  put  any 
prospective  lecturer  on  the  right  track,

Morphine  Orders. 

With  reference  to  the  order  for  morphine  hydrochloride 
reproduced  on  p.  67  of  the  G.  <L-  D.  Coloured  Supplement, 
March  7,  we  have  received  several  communications,  and 
have  instituted  an  inquiry,  as  a  result  of  which  a  lament- 
able history  has  been  elucidated.  We  do  not  propose  to 
go  into  this  at  present,  but  may  inform  our  readers  that 
two  individuals  have  been  obtaining  morphine  in  this 
manner.  They  are  brothers,  and  one  is  a  registered 
medical  practitioner.  The  latter  has  been  ordering  the 
drug  from  wholesale  houses  for  years.  We  have  before 
us  an  order  exactly  similar  to  the  one  reproduced  last 
week,  but  signed  "Gilbert  E.  Cope,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P., 
Lond."  Mr.  Cope  has  asked  chemists  to  call  the  police 
when  such  orders  bearing  his  name  are  presented  to  them. 
Mr.  Milton  Hersant,  34  Archway  Road,  N.,  writes  : 

On  Saturday  morning,  March  7,  Mr.  Maclagan  paid  me 
a  visit,  and  wrote  a  prescription  for  cocainse  hydrochlor., 
but,  thanks  for  your  notice  respecting  the  said  medico,  the 
sale  was  not  effected.

Torquay  Chemists  (126/54)  have  to  pay  an  extra  water- 
rate  of  12s.  a  year.  What  is  the  experience  of  chemists  in 
other  towns,  and  what  do  they  do  ? 

— Will  any  of  your 
readers  tell  me  the  best  way  of  EtDcking  dressing-combs  to 
preserve  them  at  their  best  and  yet  be  handy  for  quick 
display  to  the  customer  ?  I  have  tried  more  than  one  of  the 
advertised  display-stands,  and  they  are  not  a  success.  In 
actual  experience  I  find  year  by  year  many  combs  have  to  be 
sold  off  at  half  face  value,  for  if  kept  side  by  side  in  a 
drawer  they  soon  lose  their  condition. — Yerac.    (103 /9.) 

A  Wine  Order.— Mr.  J.  H.  Taylor,  St.  Anne's-on-the- 
Sea,  writes  in  regard  to  an  order  for  a  medicated  wine 
which  he  recently  gave  to  a  traveller.  As  a  result  of  that 
gentleman's_  representations  he  signed  an  order  for  a  case, 
thinking  this  was  the  dozen  agreed  to  verbally,  and  was 
to  receive  half  a  dozen  as  a  bonus.  After  the  traveller 
had  left  he  found  the  duplicate  of  the  order  had  the  words 
"  Cases  contain  3  dozen  "  printed  at  the  foot.  Mr.  Taylor 
cancelled  the  order  by  the  first  post,  and  is  now  threatened 
with  legal  proceedings.  He  would  be  glad  to  hear  from 
any  chemist  who  is  in  the  same  position. 

Credit  and  Discount.—  Don  (133/41)  would  be  glad  if 
some  of  our  readers  will  give  their  opinion  of  the  following  : 

_  Suppose  you  give  a  month's  credit  on  cash  prices,  what 
is  the  best  way  to  act  if  three  months'  credit  is  taken? 
Invoice  the  goods  at  an  advanced  price  on  a  second  account, 
or  book  them  at  a  higher  price  than  cash  terms  at  first,  and 
allow  discount  when  paid  in  a  month  ? 


"  Hornby"  Mixture  in  Blackburn. 

We  have  received  for  publication  several  communica- 
tions in  regard  to  this  matter  and  the  note  in  our  issue 
of  March  7,  p.  368,  but  owing  to  exceptional  pressure  on 
our  space  this  week  we  are  compelled  to  quote  only  from 
letters  written  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
North-East  Lancashire  Chemists'  Association,  explanatory 
of  the  action  taken  by  that  body. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Critchley  (President)  writes:  "The  point  at 
issue  is  this:  Various  chemists  in  this  town  have  been  selling 
a  Hornby  Mixture  for  years  without  claiming  sole  proprietor- 
ship. Suddenly  Mr.  Gifford  tries  to  claim  the  sole  right  to 
make  it,  advertises  '  Beware  of  imitations  '  in  the  public  Press, 
and  sends  sandwich-men  to  parade  in  front  of  other  chemists' 
shops,  saying  '  The  Hornby  Mixture  is  not  sold  in  this  street.' 
This  is  the  grievance,  and  not  the  composition  of  the  mixture." 

Mr.  John  Rennie  (Secretary),  after  stating  the  origin  of  the 
Ormskirk  remedy  for  influenza,  explains  how  this  preparation 
became  popular  in  Blackburn  and  acquired  the  name  of 
"  Hornby  Mixture."  He  proceeds  to  state  that  the  Hornby 
Mixture  prepared  and  sold  by  Mr.  Gifford  is  not  merely  a 
phenol  solution,  and  that  its  composition  is  best  known  to 
Mr.  Gifford,  adding:  "  I  wish  to  point  out  that  it  is  not  this 
which  caused  the  North-East  Lancashire  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion to  take  action  ;  it  was — 

1.  Its  objection  to  the  advertisements  in  the  local  Press, 
which  read  '  Beware  of  imitations.' 

2.  Its  objection  to  sandwich-men  parading  the  streets  with 
a  notice  calculated  to  interfere  with  legitimate  business. 

3.  The  action  of  Mr.  Gifford  in  refusing  to  discuss  the 
matter  with  the  President  or  to  attend  a  general  meeting 
of  the  Association  when  the  matter  was  down  for  discussion. 

In  view  of  these  remarks  I  fail  to  see  how  the  N.E.L.C. 
Association  can  be  expected  to  withdraw  from  the  attitude  it 
has  assumed." 

[Mr.  Gifford's  claim,  as  explained  to  us,  is  that  his  mixture 
is  sui  generis.  The  other  matter  above  referred  to  may 
safely  be  left  to  Father  Time.— Editor.] 


Dispensing  Notes. 


An  Eye-lotion. 

In  Vino  Veritas  (139/70)  wants  to  know  how  to  dispense  the 
following : 

Acid,  salicylat.    3j. 

Sodii  biborat.    gr.  yj. 

Aq.  ad  3viij- 

The  lotion  with  3  or  4  parts  of  tepid  water  for  bathing  the 
eyes  and  lids. 

[Dissolve  the  borax  in  2  oz.  of  water  and  add  the  salicylic 
acid  to  it.  There  is  not  enough  borax  to  dissolve  all  the  acid, 
and  the  prescriber  should  be  advised  to  order  "  sodii  biborat. 
q.s."] 

German  Prescription.— 6?.  S.  (133/24).— We  think  there  is 
no  doubt  that  tinctura  chinae  composita  of  the  German  Pharma- 
copoeia is  ordered  in  the  prescription  you  send.  This  is  a 
different  preparation  from  the  tinctura  cinchonas  co.  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  the  formula  being  : 


Cinchona    6 

Orange-peel   2 

Gentian-root    2 

Cinnamon-bark    1 

Spirit    50 


Legal  Queries. 


E.  W.  B.  (138/37). — The  services  of  a  solicitor  for  the  trans- 
fer of  a  lease  are  not  legally  necessary,  but  there  are  so  many 
technicalities  to  be  observed  that  it  is  unwise  not  to  have  one's 
interests  looked  after  by  a  solicitor. 

Manufacturing  Chemist  (138/34).— Selling  "  patents  "  direct 
to  the  public  is  not  wholesale  dealing,  and  "  it  is  only  the 
business  of  wholesale  dealers  in  supplying  poisons  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing"  that  is  exempted  by 
Section  16  of  the  1868  Act.  Consequently  you  cannot  in  other 
circumstances  legally  use  the  title  "  manufacturing  chemists  " 
nor  sell  poisonous  "  patents  "  to  the  public  by  retail. 

Continental  Querist  (135/38)  puts  this  question  :  "  Should  a 
dentist  practising  in  England  advertise  in  a  journal  published 
on  the  Continent  and  sent  to  England,  would  he  render  him- 
self liable  to  any  proceedings  here?  "  [This  is  equivalent  to 
advertising  in  England,  but  the  General  Medical  Council 
has  not  qualified  its  advertising  rule  geographically.  The 
offence  is  advertising  to  the  public,  not  where  it  is  done.] 
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J.  J.  (138/47). — If  an  i  (ualified  drug-store  keeper  has 
served  a  regular  apprenti-'  hip  to  a  chemist  or  apothecary  he 
enjoys  the  exemption  as  '  town,  admitted,  and  approved 
remedies  (see  C.  dt  D.  Di  .  .  ,  p.  436,  "Chemists"). 

Phloem  (133/43). — In  si  'aw  small  shopkeepers.,  who  are 
not  chemists,  may  not  i  spirituous  medicines  without  a 
licence.  We  have  not  1.  1  that  the  Revenue  authorities 
have  interfered  with  the  ale  of  sweet  nitre,  but  in  some 
parts  of  the  country  "  900  "  spirit  is  commonly  sold,  and 
consumed.  It  is  possible  that  a  spirits  licence  may  be  en- 
forced for  this. 

Sussex  _  (138/68).— It  is  an  advantage  to  employ  a  trade 
valuer  (licensed  appraiser)  when  valuing  the  stock  of  a  de- 
ceased chemist,  as  the  Revenue  authorities  usually  accept  the 
attested  statement  of  such  valuers  without  demur.  A  special 
fee  (not  extravagant)  is  charged  by  valuers,  and  it  is  fixed  by 
arrangement. 

Alpha  (131/41).  —A  landlord  can  prevent  a  tenant  removing 
fixtures  from  a  shop.  Fittings  nailed  to  the  walls  or  floor  are 
fixtures,  but  those  secured  with  screws  are  tenant's  fixtures. 
A  shed  erected  in  the  yard  by  the  tenant  cannot  be  taken  away 
by  him  unless  it  is  portable  and  is  so  erected  as  to  be  lifted  from 
the  surface  without  disturbing  the  soil. 

Bcasley_  (137/21). — A  preparation  containing  T%  grain  of 
atropine  in  an  ounce  is  a  Part  1  poison,  and"  may  only  be 
sold  under  Part  1  conditions.  Wo  daresay  a  spray  might  be 
classed  as  a  lotion,  but,  whether  or  not,  it  is  advisable  to  put 
poisonous  preparations  for  external  or  topical  use  in  a  bottle 
distinguishable  by  touch  from  ordinary  medicine-bottles. 

Clayfo  (160/8).— (1)  The  Bile  Beans  matter  has  gone  no 
turther  than  the,  Edinburgh  High  Court's  decision  which 
was  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Davidson  might  sell  Davidson's 
Bile  Beans.  The  appeal  in  that  case  to  the  House  of  Lords 
was  abandoned.  Whether  it  may  have  a  general  effect  or 
^  ■d1S  a  matt^r.of  opinion.  As  it  stands,  it  is  not  general. 
(<■)  .Payment  of  instalments  by  the  month  means  per  calendar 
month,  unless  otherwise  specified  in  the  agreement. 

S.  L  (134/35).— The  question  of  putting  turpentine  in  soda- 
water  bottles  brought  by  customers  is  discussed  in  the  C  A  V 
Uiary,  p.  464.  The  onus  is  upon  the  customer,  and  it  is  not 
an  ottence  by  the  vendor  of  the  turpentine. 

O.  It.  (136/48).— The  sale  of  poisons  bv  apprentices  and 
assistants  who  are  not  qualified  is  contemplated  by  Section  17 
of  the  1868  Act,  but  it  was  ruled  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
v  Wheeldon  case  that  a  registered  person  must  supervise 
the  sale— that  is,  be  actually  present  when  it  takes  placc-aiu.1 
be  a  consenting  party  to  the  transaction. 

(Early  Closing)  Act,  1904,  cannot  be  enforced  upon  owners 
of  shops  kept  open  for  the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and 
surgical  appliances,  whether  the  majority  of  those  en- 
gaged locally  in  that  business  agree  to  it  or  not.  (2)  An  un- 
qualified person  who  uses  in  any  manner  in  connection  with 
InLf  6-  business  the  words  "All  chemists'  articles  at 
lowest  prices  infringes,  we  presume,  Section  15  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  of  1868,  by  exhibiting  the  name  or  title  of 
Uiiemist  —he  not  being  a  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  chemist  and  druggist. 

Syresa  (140/5)  puts  the  following  case:  A  and  B  are  the 
owners  and  advertisers  of  a  proprietary  medicine  containing 
a  Part  2  poison  The  orders  which  they  receive  for  it  are 
handed  over  to  G,  who  sends  the  medicine  (compounded  and 
bottled  by  him)  to  the  customers.  A  and  B  receive  the 
money  from  the  latter,  and  pay  C  for  the  medicine  and  work 
involved.  Who  is  the  seller?  [This  is  an  interesting  com- 
?otna  a  °ri-  ,  *4  ^  Person  exempt  from  the  penal  offence  by  the 
1869  Act,  and  B  is  not  qualified,  but  C  is.  A  and  C  are,  there- 
tore  legal  sellers,  and  B  may  sell  by  wholesale ;  but  does  he  ? 
1  hat  is  the  point  The  facts  indicate  (1)  that  C  makes  and 
sells  the  medicine  by  wholesale  to  A  and  B,  who  (2)  use  C  as 
the  distributing  agent,  therefore  A  and  B  are  the  sellers  ac- 
cording to  the  decision  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v. 
White ;  but  in  that  case  the  agent  did  not  handle  the  poison- 
it  was  transmitted  by  the  makers  to  the  purchasers,  and  the 
agent  merely  received  commission  on  each  transaction,  so  that 
the  cases  are  not  parallel.  We  are  thus  dealing  with  a  very 
complicated  case,  and  as  we  do  not  know  whose  name  and 
address  are  on  the  label  it  is  not  clearer  on  that  account. 

byresa's"  immediate  object  is  to  ascertain  what  C  should 
do  if  he  is  the  seller.  On  the  general  principle  that  he  is  the 
person  who  transfers  his  custody  of  the  poison  to  the  public, 
his  name  and  address  as  the  seller  under  Section  17  should  be 
on  the  packet.] 

D.  H  D.  (136/41).— Morphine  pills  and  tabloids  as  prepara- 
tions of  morphine  are  Part  2  poisons,  and  their  sale  need  not 
be  entered  m  the  poisons  book. 


C.  P.  T.  (125/34). — Postage-stamps  are  not  legal  tender,  in 
fact,  no  one  may  sell  them  who  is  not  licensed  to  do  so  by  the 
Postmaster-General.

R.  IF.  (128/23). — Strasburg  Turpentine  is  yielded  by  Pinus- 
Picca,  L.  (Abies pectinata,  DC).  The  French  "  Codex  "  men- 
tions it  as  "terebenthine  d' Alsace,  des  Vosges,  ou  de  Stras- 
bourg; terebenthine  au  citron,  retiree  du  sapin  argente."  As 
terebenthine  du  sapin  argente  it  is  employed  in  making  sirop 
de  terebenthine.  Sapin  argente  is  the  "  silver  fir."  Strasburg 
turpentine  has  a  peculiar  aromatic  smell  and  is  not  synonymous 
with  Venice  turpentine,  which  comes  from  Pinus  Larix,  L., 
(Larix  curopeca,  DC).  The  commerce  in  Strasburg  turpen- 
tine is  now  on  a  very  limited  scale,  but  doubtless  a  wholesale' 
druggist  could  supply. 

E.  W.  S.  (128/65).— Chlorophyll  is  an  ideal  green  colouring 
agent  for  an  ointment,  being  harmless  and  inexpensive. 

Cork  (129/64). — White  Capping-mixtitre  for  Bottles. — The- 
following  formula,  which  we  clipped  from  an  American 
pharmacy  journal,  answers  your  requirements.  We  give  this- 
as  supplementary  to  the  gelatin  recipe  which  you  will  find  in 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  : 

Melt  8  oz.  of  white  wax  in  a  suitable  tin  or  porcelain, 
vessel,  and  when  melted  add  tragacanth  mucilage  2  dr.,  bis- 
muth subnitrate  1  oz.,  previously  made  into  a  smooth  cream. 
When  uniformly  incorporated  with  the  melted  wax  the' 
mixture  is  ready  for  use.  The  necks  of  the  corked  or 
stoppered  bottles  are  dipped  into  the  liquid  to  the  desired! 
depth.  If  this  operation  is  repeated  two  or  three  times  a( 
fine,  white  capping  is  obtained  which,  while  firm,  can  still  be- 
easily  removed. 

Bismuth  subnitrate  gives  the  whitest  capping,  but  if  the' 
method  is  to  be  used  on  a  large  scale  is  somewhat  expensive. 
Zinc  oxide  and  paraffin  wax  naturally  suggest  themselves  as- 
cheaper  substitutes  for  the  ingredients  mentioned  above. 

— There  is  a  good  choice- 
of  recipes  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  vol.  ii.,  the 
following  being  representative  of  what  is  sold  over  the  counter 
under  the  name  of  kidney-mixture  :

Rhei  (Ireland)  (126/56). — "Scientific  Mysteries,"  which  we 
published  some  years  ago,  is  now  out  of  print.  You  could, 
probably  obtain  a  copy  by  advertising  in  the  G.  &  D.  Supple- 
ment. 

Manure  (127/24). — Artificial  Manure. — Superphosphate  is-, 
very  seldom  made  from  bones  alone,  as  it  is  difficult  to  obtain 
a  dry  product,  and  the  proportion  of  soluble  phosphate  yielded 
is  but  small.  "  Dissolved  bones  "  are  usually  a  mineral  super- 
phosphate to  which  some  crushed  bones,  shoddy,  or  ammonium- 
salts  have  been  added.  Natural  deposits  of  calcium  phosphate- 
which  occur  in  various  parts  of  the  world  are  employed  in  mak- 
ing mineral  superphosphates.  The  mineral  is  dried  and  finely 
powdered  and  treated  with  sulphuric  acid,  usually  #  of  sp. 
gr.  1.57,  but  strength  varies  according  to  the  composition  of 
the  phosphate.  In  practice  the  proporton  of  acid  is  as  large 
as  can  be  employed  without  endangering  the  dryness  of  the 
product;  it  is  generally  in  excess  of  that  needed  to  produce- 
monocalcic  phosphate,  but  below  that  required  to  yield  only 
phosphoric  acid.  South  Carolina  river  phosphate  needs 
90  per  cent,  of  sulphuric  acid  of  the  strength  mentioned  above. 
Ammonium  sulphate  is  the  nitrogenous  matter  that  is  added' 
to  make  turnip  manures. 

A.  B.  (Valletta)  (129/21).— (1)  The  solubility  of  potassium 
iodide  is  4  in  3  of  water.  (2)  The  analysis  of  oils  is  most  ex- 
haustively dealt  with  in  Lewkowitsch's  "  Chemical  Technology' 
and  Analysis  of  Oils,  etc.,"  2  vols.,  36.?.  (Macmillan).  The- 
subject  is  also  treated  in  Thorpe's  "  Dictionary  of  Applied 
Chemistry,"  where  the  analysis  of  wine — the  other  subject  your 
ask  about — is  very  well  dealt  with. 

Rhei  (Durham)  (133/9).  —Manufacture  of^  Spirit.— Two1 
recently-published  books  on  this  subject  are  Wright's  "  Praetn-i 
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cal  Handbook  on  the  Distillation  of  Alcohol  from  Farm 
Products,"  4s.  6d.  (Spon),  and  Mcintosh's  "  Industrial  Al- 
cohol," 7s.  6c?.  (Scott,  Greenwood).  In  regard  to  the  latter, 
refer  to  the  review  of  the  book  in  the  C.  &  D.,  May  25,  1907, 
p.  810.  Brannt's  "  Practical  Treatise  on  Distillation  and 
Rectification  of  Alcohol,"  21s.  (Low),  is  well-known.  The  last 
edition  is  dated  1904. 

Temperature  (193/30). — Probably  a  mineral  oil — a  heavy 
paraffin  oil — would  stand  the  temperature  you  name  better 
than  a  vegetable  oil,  but  your  inquiry  is  much  too  vague  to 
.admit  of  a  definite  or  useful  reply  being  given. 

Omega  (125/24). — Ointment. — The  medicament  in  this 
Sample  is  carbolic  acid,  and  the  basis  is  lard  with  a  little  sper- 
maceti. "  Omega  "  is  informed  that  the  ointment  has  drawn 
.a  thorn  from  the  palm  of  the  hand  after  a  fortnight's  poultic- 
ing had  proved  ineffectual. 

C.  elc  W.  (Gand)  (125/62). — Books  on  Water  Analysis. — 
Either  of  the  following  would  suit  you  :  Wanklyn  and  Chap- 
man's "  Water  Analysis,"  5s.  (Paul),  Post  and  Neumann's 
"  Traite  d' Analyse  Chimique,"  tome  premier,  premier  fasci- 
cule, 6f.  50c.  (Herman,  6  Rue  de  la  Sorbonne,  Paris). 

Tonic  (136/43). — The  recipe  for  "  phosphorised  quinine  and 
iron,"  which  was  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  September  7,  1907, 
ip.  426,  is  the  kind  you  require.  The  inf.  quassise  can  be  re- 
placed by  tinct.  nucis  vom.  jiv. 

C.  M.  W.  G.  (130/68).— Alcohol  Tables— The  dilution  table 
given  in  Thorpe's  "  Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry,"  vol.  i., 
p.  45,  has  usually  been  found  to  be  sufficiently  comprehensive 
for  pharmaceutical  purposes.  Perhaps  this  particular  table 
has  escaped  your  notice. 

Carbo  (125/69). — The  blocks  of  smokeless  fuel  used  for  heat- 
ing polishing-irons  are  compressed  charcoal.  We  are  in- 
formed that  one  process  of  manufacture  consists  in  making- 
sawdust  into  blocks  by  great  pressure  and  then  converting  the 
wood  into  charcoal  by  heating  in  a  closed  vessel. 

Motor  (136/20).— Phesebvative  fob  Leathee. — The  thick 
■oily  liquid  used  for  preserving  motor-car  leather  clutches  and 
.generally  for  waterproofing  leather  is  not  amenable  to 
analysis,  but  the  following  indicates  the  lines  on  which  it  is 


manufactured  : 

Boiled  oil    8  oz. 

Resin  oil    8  oz. 

Resin  spirit   2|  oz. 

Burgundy  pitch    14  oz. 

Benzaldehyde    2  dr. 

Carnauba  wax      ...    8  oz. 

Asphalt    4  oz. 


Melt  together  and  adjust  the  consistency  by  using  the 
•necessary  quantity  of  resin  oil.  The  mixture  is  best  used 
warm. 

H.  T.  (130/69).— The  marquetry  work  will  need  finishing 
with  a  wax  polish  if  French  polish  is  not  suitable. 

Smilax  (125/8).— Saesapaeilla  Stout. — In  regard  to  the 
manufacture  of  herb  beers  you  should  refer  to  the  practical 
papers  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  July  28,  1906,  p.  194,  and 
January  26,  1907,  p.  158.  In  the  former  paper  the  brewing  of 
,ginger-beer  was  dealt  with,  the  subsequent  paper  being 
■devoted  to  hop  ale,  horehound  beer,  and  similar  compounds. 
The  following  recipe  has  not  been  published  before.  It  is 
adaptable  for  making  dandelion  stout  or  burdock  stout  by 
substituting  the  particular  root  for  sarsaparilla : 

Sarsaparilla    1|  lb. 

Guaiacum  wood       ...       ...       ...  4  oz. 

Mezereon-bark    2  oz. 

Liquorice-root    4  oz. 

These  ingredients  are  cut  up  fine  and  put  into  a  vat  of  a 
capacity  of  at  least  5  gals.,  and  then  2£  gals,  of  boiling  water 
is  run  in  and  the  infusion  allowed  to  stand  for  about  an  hour. 
The  liquid  is  then  run  off  into  another  vessel  and  another  equal 
portion  of  boiling  water  put  on  to  the  marc,  the  process  being 
repeated  till  7±  gals,  of  infusion  is  yielded.  The  next  step  is 
>to  dissolve : 

Tartaric  acid  ...  4  oz. 

Cream  of  tartar    4  oz. 

Hot  water   q.s. 

and  add  the  solution  to  the  sarsaparilla  infusion  and  allow 
the  liquid  to  remain  for  about  two  hours.  Now  run  the 
mixture  through  a  filter-bag  on  to  25  lb.  of  sugar  in  a  vat  of 
at  least  30  gals.'  capacity.  Stir  to  dissolve  the  sugar,  make 
■up  to  25  gals.,  and  colour  with  burnt  sugar.  Dissolve  30 
minims  of  oil  of  sarsaparilla  in  1  oz.  of  rectified  spirit  and 
add  to  the  liquid.  When  the  temperature  is  down  to  70°  F. 
take  a  teacupful  of  brewers'  yeast  and  float  it  on  the  top  of 
■the  liquid,  leave  it  to  ferment  during  the  night,  and  in  the 
morning  the  stout  will  be  ready  for  bottling.  I 


Edwards  (129/27). — Cheshibe  Red  Bottle  or  Cheshire  drink. 
This  universal  cattle  medicine  is  compounded  as  follows : 


Powdered  borax 

...    12  oz. 

Potassium  nitrate   

...  8oz. 

Laudanum   

6  oz. 

Spirit  of  camphor   

...    10  oz. 

Red  Sanders  wood  ... 

...  2oz. 

Oil  of  thyme 

...  2oz.

4oz. 

Boiling  water  

...  lgal. 

Pour  the  boiling  water  on  to  the  borax,  nitre,  and  sanders 
wood,  and  when  cold  add  the  other  ingredients ;  allow  to 
stand  for  two  days  and  filter. 

The  dose  is  from  a  tablespoonful  (for  calves)  to  a  quarter 
of  a  pint  for  a  cow  or  horse.  The  full  wording  of  the  label, 
too  long  to  quote  here,  is  given  in  "Veterinary  Counter 
Practice." 

D.  A.  J.  (132/14).— Staech-eemovee  for  use  in  laundry  work. 
This  is  malt  extract,  which  for  laundry-purposes  is  sold  at 
about  13s.  per  gal.  "  D.  A.  J."  informs  us  that  the  eliminator 
answers  well  for  quickly  removing  starch  from  linen  which 
otherwise  can  only  be  got  rid  of  by  prolonged  soaking  and 
washing. 

Polisher  (125/26) ;  H.  B.  (127/59).— Liquid  Metal-polish.— 
The  following  is  a  representative  formula  for  this  : 

Putty  powder    6  oz. 

Kieselguhr   20  oz. 

Bath  brick      2  oz. 

Emery    1  oz. 

Rottenstone     lj  oz. 

Mix  well  together  and  add  gradually  the  following  : 

Spirit  1£  pint 

Turpentine    1  pint

Oil  of  citronella    5  oz. 

/.  »$'.  (131/8).— Ovaey  Tonic  foe  Poultry. — We  have  reported 
on  this  several  times  lately.  The  liquid  is  syrup  of  ferrous 
chloride  with  an  excess  of  acid.  The  dose  is  arranged  so  that 
each  hen  receives  15  to  30  drops  once  a  week. 

Radix  (128/38).— Colic  Draught.— The  liquid  you  send  is 
mainly  liquor  ammoniae  aromat.,  but.  some  attempt  has  been 
made  to  colour  it  red.  The  dose  of  liq.  ammon.  arom.  is  the 
same  as  the  spirit — horses  and  cattle  3ss.  to  3iss->  pigs  3SS-  to 
Siss.,  dogs  mxv.  to  inxxx. 

F.  J.  F.  (128/32). — The  rat-catcher's  secret  was  arsenic.  The 
poison  is  made  attractive  to  the  rats  by  being  mixed  with  oat- 
meal and  flavoured  with  aniseed,  and  the  success  of  the  method 
was  ensured  by  systematically  laying  down  good  supplies  of 
the  poison  each  evening. 

/'.  T.  It.  (136/21). — Pigeon  Tonic. — Your  suggestion  as  to 
the  composition  of  the  pigeon  tonic  is  about  right,  except  that 
glycerin  is  the  base  and  not  syrup.  We  expected  to  find  a 
little  nux  vomica  present  to  account  for  the  staying  qualities 
the  tonic  is  said  to  impart  to  the  pigeons,  but  there  is  none 
there. 

Ignatius  (135/4). — The  right  sort  of  Major  man  has  rarely 
much  difficulty  in  getting  a  position  in  a  wholesaler's  labora- 
tory if  (1)  he  waits,  and  (2)  keeps  his  eyes  open  and  applies 
for  any  vacancy  which  is  advertised  or  which  he  may  hear 
of.  After  he  gets  such  a  position  his  progress  depends  chiefly 
upon  himself.  The  man  who  goes  in  for  laboratory  work 
solely  because  it  enables  him  to  exercise  his  scientific  know- 
ledge and  free  him  from  the  long  hours  and  detail  of  shop- 
trade  does  not  do  much  good  for  himself  or  his  employers. 
He  must  make  up  his  mind  first  to  master  the  elements  of  the 
wholesale  position  that  are  new  to  him,  and,  second,  to  acquire 
a  working  knowledge  of  the  economics  of  his  department — 
e.g.,  how  to  cheapen  production,  improve  processes,  and 
devise  new  products — so  that  the  possibility  of  becoming  a 
partner  or  employer  may  not  be  too  remote  a  contingency 
for  him.  Without  these  considerations  in  view  the  Major  man 
would  be  better  in  retail  pharmacy.

Clay  jo  (160/8). — Cracked  patent  leather  cannot  be  repaired 
unless  it  is  immovably  fixed;  then  brunswick-black  may 
serve  to  fill  the  cracks.    See  also  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas." 

Deodorising  Motoe-cae  Exhaust. — Referring  to  the  reply 
given  in  this  column,  February  22,  p.  314,  0.  B.  (135/19)  writes 
to  say  that  caustic-soda  solution  is  not  successful  as  a  deodorant 
of  motor-car  exhaust  gases. 

H.  M.  T.  (134/23). —  The  materials  for  making  window- 
cards  are  obtainable  of  stationers  and  dealers  in  artists' 
materials. 

J.  It.  P.  (192/20). — Menthol  cones  are  fixed  in  the  boxwood 
holders  by  melting  the  broad  end  of  the  cone  in  a  sealing-wax 
jet  and  pressing  the  cone  in  position  on  the  holder. 

J.  S.  S.  (132/42). — Gelatin  Cement. — The  use  of  acetic  acid 
in  gelatin  cements  depends  upon  the  fact  that  this  acid  is  the 
best  solvent  of  gelatin,  and  the  solution  retains  the  adhesive 
property  of  the  colloid.  Tartaric  acid  is  not  a  useful  addition 
to  liquid  glues.  Several  formulae  are  given  in  11  Pharma- 
ceutical Formulas,"  the  following  being  one  that  is  employed 


on  a  commercial  scale : 

Gelatin   2  lb. 

Acetic  acid       ...    1  lb. 

Methylated  spirit    1  lb. 

Distilled  water   8  lb. 


Soak  the  gelatin  in  the  water  overnight,  then  melt  in  a 
water-bath,  adding  the  acetic  acid.  Evaporate  the  solution  to 
one  half,  remove  from  the  source  of  heat,  stir  in  the  spirit, 
and  bottle  at  once. 

Pine-teee  Lozenges. — A  correspondent — C.  M.  W.  O. 
(138/49) — writes  to  us  in  regard  to  the  formula  given  in  this 
column  (C.  cfc  D.,  February  22,  p.  314)  for  pine-tree  lozenges. 
The  problem  before  us  was  to  match  a  particular  sample  of 
lozenge,  and  from  the  specimens  which  "  C.  M.  W.  G."  sends 
us  the  recipe  is  satisfactory.  Our  present  correspondent  was 
led  to  make  up  some  of  the  lozenges,  as  the  formula  was  so 
very  different  from  the  one  which  he  had  hitherto  employed. 
He  thinks  the  quantity  of  arrowroot,  which  was  given  as 
7  lb.,  is  an  error  for  7  oz.,  and  has  had  two  batches  made  up 
with  the  different  proportions.  The  result  is  interesting,  the 
one  with  the  smaller  quantity  of  arrowroot  being  certainly 
more  pleasant  to  the  taste  on  account  of  the  larger  proportion 
of  tartaric  acid.  Wo  ought  to  add  that  the  larger  amount  of 
arrowroot  was  intentional,  and  that  we  always  appreciate 
suggestions  and  additional  information  to  supplement  replies 
to  correspondents. 

Pedes  (137/68).— Hard  Sole  Skin.— This  form  of  callosity  of 
(he  feet  is  best  treated  by  nightly  bathing  in  warm  water  the 
soles  of  the  feet,  the  parts  specially  affected  being  first 
smeared  with  soft  soap.  While  the  feet  are  in  the  bath  the 
hard  parts  should  be  scraped  with  the  finger-nails,  or  after 
drying  they  may  be  rubbed  with  a  corn-scraper.  Next  morn- 
ing the  following  solution  should  be  applied  before  the  socks 
are  put  on  :
